| PAIN, like moſt other Countries of 
" hn Enxrope, was in ancient Times, divided 
WW. -: into many leſſer Principalities or States; 

As this Partition contributed much to 
the Safety and Enjoyment of their own Laws 
and Liberties ; ſo it proved the main Obſtacle 
of the Increaſe of their Strength, which ſeem d 
to be required, to defend ſo vaſt a Tract of Land 
along the Sea-ſhore, againſt the Invaſions of 


their more Potent Enemies. Hence it was, that 
the Celts paſſing out of Gaal, into the next Ad- 


jacent Countries of Spain, call d then Iberia, got 
the Name of Celtiberians : The Rhodians ſettling 
their Coionies in that Part, where Roſes is ſeat- 
ed, founded and gave the Name it bears to this 
Day, to that Place. The ſame was done by 
the Phonician!, who in all the moſt ancient Mo- 
numents, are repreſented as the Founders of

Cadiz,, Malaga, and ſome other Places on that 
Coaſt. No ſooner had the Carthaginians put an 
End to the firſt Punick War with the Romans, 
but they entred into and conquer'd a conſiderable 
Part ot Spain; whence it was, that the laſt, in 
the Second Punick War, transferring the Seat of 
the War into that Country, after various Suc- 
ceſſes, at laſt expelld the Carthaginians, and 
made the greateſt Part thereof a Roman Province 
under the Conduct of the ſame Scipio, who al- 
terwards obtained the Sirname of the African. 
The remaining Part of Spain ſtruggling moſt cou- 
ragiouſly for their Liberty with che Romans, it 
was not till under the Reign of Auguſtas, they 
were brought to an entire Submiſſion unto the 
Roman Empire, which was accompliſh'd by the 
- Conqueſt ot the Cantabrians, inhabiting near 
the Pyrenean Mountains. Under this Govern- 
ment, Spain continued with little Alterations, 
for a conſiderable time, till the Weſtern Parts of 
the Roman Empire being neglected by their Em- 
perors, and conſequently their Strength and 
Power declining every Day, this gave Oppor- 
tunity to the Vandals, Suevians, the Alani, 4 1A 
lingi, to join in an Irruption into Spain, wherein 
they ſucceeded fo effectually, that they conque- 
red and divided it between them. However the 
Vandals, paſſing over into Africa, to extend their 
Conqueſts thither, the Suevians ſoon ſubdued 
the Alani, and afterwards the Silingi. But this 
their Conqueſt proved but of a ſhort Continu- 
ance ; For Alarick, the King of the Weſt Goths, 
having 8 Laly, and Rome it ſelf, theſe, 
afterwards under their King Athu/phus, ſeated 


themſelves about Narbonne, in the Countries of 
Catalonia and Languedec; from thence they ex- 
tended 


aro 
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tended theirConqueſts both into Spainand France. 
'Tis true, Clodovens the then King of the Franks, 
ſoon reconquered what they had got on that 


Side, and the Romans, after having clear'd Africa 


of the Vandals, retook ſome Part of Spain, about 
the middle of the Sixth Age, but loſt all again 
in abcut 20 Years after, Levigi/dis, the King ot 
the Weſt Goths, at the ſame time utterly extir- 


pating the Remnants of the Suevians, and Rocore- 


dus his Son extending even his Conqueſts into 
France and Africa, wherein they maintain d them- 
ſelves for ſome time; till at laſt, about the begin- 
ning of the eighth Age, 1 Roderick having 
raving raviſh'd the Daughter of one Felian, Go- 
vernour of the Coaſts, both of Barrary. and of 
the other Side of the Straits about Gibraltar; he 
reſented the Injury to ſuch a Degree, that to re- 


venge himſelf, he paſs d over with a Body of Sa- 
 racens into Spain, and being join d by a ſtrong. 
Faction within that Kingdom, totally routed 


Roderick in a pitch'd Battel; wherein he himſelf 
being ſlain, all Spain was forced in three Years 
time to ſubmit to the Conquering Saracens, the 
imall Remnant of the Weft Goths, ſeeking tor 


Shelter in the Countries about the Pyrenean 


Mountains for that time, with a Reſolution to 
recover their Liberties and Countries from the 
Moors, which they effected at laſt, as ſhall be re- 
lated hereaſter. 

In order to purſue this Reſolution with their 
utmoſt Vigour, they choſe one Pelagius, of the 
Race of the Gothick Kings, their Prince; He 
beat the Moors in a Memorable Battel, and a- 
mong other Cities, took from them that of Leon. 


His Son had not the ſame Succeſs; but Alferſo, 


lurnamed the Catholick, took from them ſeveral 
2 2 Places 
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Places of Note, as did likewiſe his Son and Suc- 
ceſſor Froila ; but his Succeſſor Aurelius was glad 
to purchaſe a Peace from them, by paying a cer- 


tain Tribute. 


After this the Gotbs lalling into inteſtine Divi- 


ſions about the Succeflion, Alpbonſo the Chaſte, 


who had no Children, entred into a Treaty with 
Charles the Great, by virtue whereot he was to 
help him to drive the Saracens or Moors out of 


Spain, and in licu thercof to fucceed him in the 


Throne. Accordingly a Bene Army advanced 
into Spain, but were iurprized, and cut to pie- 
ces by the Spaniards, who would not ſubmit to 
a Lencò Government. His Succeffors Ramiris, 
Ordonius and Alf III, tought very fucceſstully 
aZainſt the Mors, and Or dun ius II. about the be- 


Finning ot the tenth Age, transter'd the Seat ot 


the Span Kings irom Oviedo to Leon; tho' at 
the fame time there were then ſeveral other So- 
veraignties in Spain, every one ſetting up for 
a Title of his own, over what they could con- 
Quer from the Moors - which preved no ſmall 
Obſtacie to the Deſigns of the Chriſtians, not 
always agreeing in their Councils and Intereſts; 
Thus Navarre was then erected into a Kingdom, 
Part ot Arrogon and Caffe was under its Carls of 


the ſame Name, as was likewiie the Province of 


Catalonia, conquered from the Afors by the 
French. | | | 
The Differences that atofe not long after be- 
twixt thole Sovercizns, but eſpecially betwixt 
Aifen/o IN, and Garſ King of Navarre, tur- 
nith'd the Infidels with a ſuflicient Opportu- 


nity of cevenzing themſelves upon the Chri- 


{tizns, from whom, beſides other Places of Note, 
they tetock che City ut Ley till the Rings ot 
. Leon 
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Leon and Navarre, joining their Forces witli 
thoſe of the Earl of Arragon, repulſed the Mocrs. 
But as thoſe ſoon after revenged their Diſgrace, 
and took Garſias Earl of Caſtile Priſoner, upon 
the Concluſion of the Tenth Age; fo they 
might have hoped for much greater Succels, a- 

gainſt the divided Spaniards, had they not {ain 
into the ſame Error, which threatned the Chri- 
ſtians, and actually proved their Deuruion ; 
I mean, the Diviſion of their Empire into ſeve- 
tal Sovereignties. This happening at a Conjun- 
cture, when ſoon after, Leon, Navarre, and Ca- 
ſeile were join d, partly by Marriages, partly by 
Treaties, in the Perſon of Sanctius, would doubt- 
leſs have proved fatal to the Moors at that time, 
ad not the fame Sandtius, once more weakned 
the United Forces of the Spaniards, by a new 
Diviſion, giving to Garſias his eldeſt Son, Na- 
varre and Biſcay ; to Ferdinand, Caſtile ; to Gn 
ſalvo, Suprarbe and Ripagorſa, and to Ramirns his 
Natural Son, Arragon ; annexing the Title of 
Kings to each of their Dominions, which prov- 
ed the Occaſion of bloody Wars among the Am- 
bitious Brothers, and this ending at laſt to the 
Advantage of Ferdinand, ſurnamed the Great, 
King ot Cafile, who got into the Poſſeſſion al- 
fo ot the Kingdom of Leon, and rock {ome part . 
of Portuoa; from the Mors, he was neverthslets 

entangled in the fame Snare: For, he divided 

his Kingdoms betwixt his three Sons, vis, Ca-

Garſcas ; all which, after fume bloody Wats be- 

twixt the Brothers, being reunited in the Perion

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Corduba his Tributary. Uvraca his Daughter be- 
ing Heireſs to his Dominions, and married to 
Alfonſo VI, King of Arragon, he laid Claim in 
Right of his Wife to the Kingdom of Caftile, in 
Oppoſition to Alfonſo, Son of Uvraca, by a for- 
mer Husband, who was choſen King of Caſtile 
by the Inhabitants of that Kingdom. At laſt, a 
Peace being concluded betwixt them, and Al- 


fonſo of Arragon ſlain in a Battel, thoſe of Nawarre, 


made one Garſias, deſcended of the Race of their 
former Kings, their Prince ; but the Arragonians 
would needs have Ramirus, the Brother of the 
deceaſed King, quit his Religious Life for the 
Crown, whilſt King Alfonſo of Caſtile, maintain- 


ing his Claim againſt both by the Sword, and 
having taken many conſiderable Places from 


them, got himſelf proclaim'd Emperor of Spain. 
Ar laft, this inteſtine War being once more end- 


ed by a Peace, by virtue whereot the Kingdom 


of Arragen was to devolve to Raymond, Earl of Bar- 
celona, in Right of his Wile, ſhe being the Daugh- 
ter of Ramiras ; thoſe cf Navarre and Arragon 
joining their Forces, beat the Moors in divers 
Engagements, and tock the City of Almeria, as 
Raymond of Barcelona on his Side, did recover 
out of the Hands of the Infidels, the Cities of 
Torteſa and Lerida, with divers other conſiderable 
Places. | 
Neither the Dangers and Diſadvantage of 
their late Inteſtine Commorions, nor the Fruits 
they had fo lately reapd of their Union, being 
ſufficient to deter King Alſonſo, from ftriking a- 
gainſt the fame Rocks, where his Predeceſſors 


had ſufferd Shipwrack; he again divides his 


Dominions betwixt his two Sons, giving Caſtile 
to Sanctus, and Leon with Galicia, to Ferdinand. 


This 
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This proving a freſh Occaſion of Civil Wars, 
betwixt the ſeveral Kings of Caftile, Navarre, 
and Leon; the Moors might have improved the 
ſame to their ſingular Advantage, it not to the 


total Ruin of the Chriſtian Intereſt in Spain, had 
they not laboured under the ſame Difficulties, 
by their being divided among themſelves, as had 


been mentioned before. But having let ſlip fo 
many favourable Conjunctures tor themſelves, 
the beforefaid Kings, at laſt entred into a Confe- 
deracy, by virtue whereot every thing being 
ſettled betwixt them, concerning the Diviſion of 
the Places to be conquered from the Moors, they 
brought a great Army in the Field, and joining 
in a bloody Battel near Loſa, totally routed the 
Moors, with the Slaughter of 20000 Men. In 
this Battel, which was fought in the Year 1210, 
the Moors having loſt their main Strength, they 
were not in a Condition for a conſiderable Time 
after to cope with the Spaniards, who within the 
ſpace of 30 or 40 Years after, took from them 
ſucceflively, the Iſles of Majorca, Minorca, and 
Tvica ; the Kingdom of Valencia, with its Capital 
City of the ſame Name; Lerida and Badajox ; 
the City and Kingdom of Corduba, Murcia, Sevile, 
and the beſt part of Andaluſia. 3 
Notwithſtanding all thoſe Loſſes, through the 
Negligence and continual inteſtine Diviſions be- 
twixt the ſeveral Princes of Spain, they had ſuf- 
ficient Leiſure and Opportunity given them, 
ſo to ſtrengthen themſelves by the Acceſſion of 
new Reinforcements from Africa, that they en- 


counter d the Chriſtians in the open Field, with 


a more numerous Army than before in the 
Year 1340. This Battel was Fought with ſo 
much Obſtinacy, that the Moors did not quit the 
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Field till after the Loſs of 200000 of their Men, 
and near 30000 of the Spaniards, who thereupon 
took Algezire, and made the Mooriſh King of 


Granada a Tributary of Caſtile ; inſtead of total- 


ly rooting them out, as they might have done, 
without much difficulty, had not the ſucceeding 


Rebellion in Caſtile, fomented by Peter TV. King 


of Arragen againſt King Peter ſirnamed the Cruel, 
engaged them rather to turn their Arms againſt 


their own Bowels, than againſt the Sworn Ene- 


mies of their Native Country and Religion. 
For this Peter the Cruel, being ſlain by Henry 
his own Baſtard Brother, who Headed the Rebels 


of Caſtile, and Succeeded him in the Throne; and 


thoſe that ſprung from his Race, and Succeed- 


ed him, being Princes as well, by reaſon of 
their Natural Incapacities, as of their Minority, - 


in no wiſe ſufficient to Support the Burthen of 
the Spaniſh States lo much divided and entangled 
among themſelves, nothing but bloody inteſtine 
Wars were heard of among them; during which 
time the Moors might once more have reſettled 
the declining State of their Empire, had they not 
been Infatuated to their own Deſtruction. Af- 
ter many Deſtructive Battels ſought betwixt the 
Contending Parties, the Eſtates of Caſtile, at laſt 
forc'd Henry IV. their King to Renounce all the 
Right of a ſpurious Daughter, named Joan, to 
the Crown, and inſtead thereof to conter it up- 

on Iabella his Siſter, and this Lady being Mar- 
ricd to Ferdinand, the Son of Jobn the II. King 
of Arragon, (declared alſo by his Father, King 


ot Sicily ) this produced that happy Union of 


all the Coriian States of Spain under one Head, 
which foon after proved both the Terror and 
Envy of Europe, 


And, 
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And, ſince this, Ferdinand, ſirnamed the Ca- 
tholick, muſt unqueſtionably be acknowledged to 
have been the Reſtorer ot the Peace of Spain, and 
the Founder of its Greatneſs ; it will be requi- 


ſite we ſhould look into the Methods he and his 


Succeſſors took to compaſs ſuch vaſt Deſigns, 
what Steps they made, and by what Means they 
were difconcerted in theſe Meaſures, to reduce 


them again to that declining State they are now 
in. The firſt thing King Ferdinand did, after 


having routed King Alphonſo of Portugal his Ri- 
val to the Crown (who had married Joan King 
Henry IV's Suppoſititious Daughter) and Compi- 
led a Law-Book, call'd Leges Tauri, was, to clear 
the Kingdom of the Moors; in which Expediti- 

on he ſucceeded fo well, that, tho' his Forces 
were routed by them neat Malaga, yet Redoub- 


ling his Vigour, he diſpoſſeſles them of all their 


Strong Holds, and after Ten Years War, alſo 


rook the City of Grenada, the Reſidence of 
Boaldites the laſt Mooriſh King of Spain, beſides 


Mazalquihir, Oran Pennon de vclex and Mellila 


on the Coaſt of Barby, to cut off all Hopes 


ot their ever returning into Spain. Happy had 
it been for Spain, had he ſtop'd there, but by 
an over foreward, or miſtaken Zeal, he fer 
up the ſo much celebrated Court of In- 


 quifitian, this Deſported the Kingdom of ſuch 


vaſt Riches, and multitudes of Inhabitar:ts, as ir 
has never been able to recover ſince that time; 
beſides, that theſe Y and Moors ſettling in the 
beſt Sea-ports on the Coaſt of Barbary, have 
proved very troubleſome to the European Trat- 
fick on the Span; Coalt, by their Pyracies. 
There happened toon after another thing. 
which, tho in all! Hluman Appearance, it might 
cem

ſeem to be the greateſt Accident that could be- 
fal a Prince, to Aggrandize his Power, yet pro- 
ved in the Conſequence, one of the main Oc- 
caſions of its Declenfion. This was the Diſco- 
very of the Weſt- Indies, by Columbo a Genoeſe, who 
after his Offers had been rejected in England 
and Portugal, at laſt obtain'd three Ships in Ca- 
file, wherewith he made the Diſcovery, and 
laid the firſt Foundation of the Conqueſts of thoſe 
vaſt Countries in America, from which, like ſo 
many inexhauſtible Springs, flow ſuch immenſe 
Riches into Europe. It would be much beyond 
the Compaſs of an Introduction, to enume- 
rate here the Barbarities committed by the 
Spaniards, upon the Poor Inhabitants ot that 
Country, and how Eafie, and by what Impo- 
ſtures they got into Poſſeſſion of it; but it will 
not be beyond our Scope to mention here, 
that, after Spain ſaw it felt Miſtreſs, beſides its 
European Dominions, of the Kingdoms of Peru 
and Mexico, on the Continent of America, and 
the vaſt Iſlands of Hiſpaniola, Cuba and Porto Rico, 
wich all their immenſe Riches, how it ſhould 
fail from attaining to the Univerſal Monarchy, 
it not of the World, at leaſt of Europe: But 
their Kingdom being exhauſted of Men 5 their 
inteſtine Wars, as well as thoſe againſt the Moors, 
and efpecially by the Baniſhment of the laſt, 
and the great Number of Men they were forc'd 
to ſend to the Ht-Indies, to maintain them- 
ſelves in fo vaſt a Tract of Land; this I ſay, 
join d to the Neglect of Manufactures, after 
they had found out a Way of getting Riches 
at an ealic. vate, did difenzble them to purſue 
chat Deſien with the fame Vigour and Succeſs 
as they might bare done otherwiſe. . 
| But 
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But to return to Ferdinand, who after ſeeing 
himſelf ſole Poſſeſſor of ſuch vaſt Dominions, 
now began to caſt his Eyes upon the French, his 
Neighbours ; as theſe began to do upon Spain, 
after ſeeing themſelves freed from the Danger 
that threaten'd them from the Exgliſh. For, 
when Charles VII. undertook an Expedition 
againſt the Kingdon of Naples, and had not 
long before, as he judged, made him his faichful 
Confederate, by Surrendring to him the Coun- 
try of Rouſſillon ; Ferdinand nevertheleſs, entred 
into an Alliance with the Pope, the Emperor, 
Venice, and Milan againſt him; and beat the 
French out of the Neapolitan; and, tho' afterwards 
by a peculiar Treaty, the ſaid Kingdom was 
Conquered by, and Divided betwixt the joint 
Powers of Spain and France; it was of no long Du- 
ration, for the Spaniards pick d a Quarrel about 
ſettling the Frontiers, taking the firſt Opportuni- 
ty of chaſing the French thence a ſecond time. 
After this, ſome Difference ariſing, after the 
Death of Iſabella, Ferdinands Queen, betwixt 
Philip the Netherlander, who had married Joa 
his Daughter by Iſabellz, and Heireſs of Caſtile, 
the fame were compcs d or rather appeas'd by 
the Death of Philip; ſo that Ferdinand ſeeing his 
Hands more at Liberty, purſued his Con- 
queſts in Italy, by entring into an Alliance with 
the Pope, Emperor, and France, againſt Venice : Af- 
ter having recovered out of their Hands, Calabria, 
Orranto, With ſeveral other Places formerly be- 
longing to the Neapolitan, and ſeeing the Veneti- 
ans in imminent Danger of being quite ſwal- 
lowed up by the Emperor and France, he left that 
Alliance co Caunter-poite their Power in Iraly, 
and this Kindling 3 new War betwixt nom, to 
br” 
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diſpoſſeſs d Fobn Albert, King of Navarre, who 
ſided with the French, of his Dominions, and 
annexed them to Spazn. 

Ferdinand dying , within a few Years after 
was Succeeded by Charles, Son to the before- 
mentioned Philip, and Joan, Ferdinands Daughter, 
who being a Prince of very aſpiring Thoughts, 
and ſeeing himſelf in the quiet Poſſeſſion of 
ſuch vaſt Dominions, in the very Flower of his 
Age, left nothing unattempred to Raiſe the 
Spaniſh Monarchy to that Univerſal Grandeur, 
whereunto his Grandfather Ferdinand had laid fo 
great a Foundation. And in this he had queſti- 
onlefs ſucceeded, had not Providence raisd in 
his time two fuch great Princes,as King Francis I. 
of France, and King Henry VIII. of England, who 
both jealous of his Glory, and the firſt Surround- 
by his Territories, were tor keeping up that Bal- 
lance in Europe, without which, it might have 
bent its Neck at that time under the Spaniſ} 
Yoak ; For, this young aſpiring Prince, being, 
belides his own Strength and Riches, back d at- 
ter his Acceſſion to the Imperial Throne, by 
_ the numerous and well Diſciplin d Troops of 
Germany, (the chiefeſt thing he ſtood in need 
of in Spæin) and by the Naval Strength of the 
Netherlands, who being then formidable in Eu- 
rope for their Traffick, fell to his Share, chiefly 
by Marriage, what elſe could have reſiſted 
Ins Deſigns, except two ſuch Great and Magna- 
nimous Princes, unto which I may add as the 
ſecond Branch ot Providence; the Reformation 
in Germany, which tho' it was no ſmall Motive 
:0 Charles, to endeavour the Eſtabliſhment of an 
ablolute Authority there, and conſequently o- 
er ail Europe, Yet in the End, proved the 
main 
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main Check of his Greatneſs ; tho' Francs and 
King Henry were then already dead. | 
With the firſt of theſe two Kings, he pick'd a 
Quarrel about the Dukedom of Milan, beat his 
Forces near Bicoque, recovered Fonterabia, and at 
laſt vanquiſh'd him in a pitch'd Bactel, near 
Pavia, making the King himſelf his Priſoner, 
and having detained him Priſoner for ſome time, 
would not diſmiſs him, before his Renuncia- 
tion to Burgundy, Flanders, Artois, Milan and 
Naples. In the mean while Pope, Clement VII. 
growing Jealous at his Greatneſs, entred into a 
League with the Italian States, whereupon the 
Emperor's Generals marching directly to Rome, 
took and ſack d that City, Beſieged the Pope in 
the Caſtle of St. Angelo, made him Surrender 
and Renounce the League. King Francs, after 
his return into France, repenting of the late 
Treaty, entred into a League with the Pope, 
England, Venice, the Swiſs, and Florence againſt 
him; but all this ſerved only to augment his 
Glory and Greatneſs, for the French being again 
chaſed out of the Kingdom of Naples, a Peace 
was concluded at Cambray , upon not much 
better Terms tor King Francis than before : Soon 
after this, Charles being ſtrengthened by the 
Acceflion of many of thoſe Provinces, which 
now belong to the Dutch Netherlands, and hav- 
ing carried the Terror of his Arms into Africa, 
by making himſelf Maſter of the Kingdom ot 
Tunis, and this having revived the Jealouſie of 
King Francis, he once more entred ah, by 
the way of Piedmont ; but the Impcrialifs entring 
Provence, and beating the French in the Nether. 
lands, a Peace of Jen Years was concluded, 
betwixt theſe two great Warriours, at N in 
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Provence. Within two or three Years after, the 
Emperor undertook an Expedition againſt Algiers 
in Africa, which proving fruitleſs, by reaſon 
of the unſeaſonableneſs of the Weather, King 
Francis took this Opportunity of breaking once 
more with the Emperor, and waged War againſt 
him with tolerable good Succets, eſpecially at 
Sea, where the famous Pyrate Barbaroſſa, who 
was in the French Intereſt, did great Miſchief. 
| To ſtop their further Progreſs, the Empercy ſet- 
ting aſide his Animoſity againſt Henry VIII. 
King of England, by reaſon of his Divorce 
with Catherina of Auſtria, joined with him, into 
a League againſt France. Accordingly the Im- 
perialits entring Champaign by the way of Lux- 
emburg, carried every thing betore them, whilſt 
King Henry paſſed into Piccardy (as had been a- 
greed berwixt them) ſo that they might have 
reduced France to great Extremity, had not 
King Henry, who intended no ſuch thing, ſpent 
his time in the Siege of Bologne and Monſtreville, 
which the Emperor perceiving, and his Thoughts 
by this time being bent in a great Meaſure, a- 
gainſt the Potentates of Germany, a Peace was 
once more concluded hetwixt them at Creſſus. 
His Hands being now art Liberty, he apply d 
himtelt in good Earneſt to that War, which 
he carried on with an equal Share of Strength 
and Conduct, knowing he had to do with a 
Warlike Nation, the greateſt Part whereot he 
found ready to Sacrifice every thing for their 
Liberty and Religion. Though after all, had 
they not let flip ſeveral moſt Fortunate Con- 
junctutes, to fix their Aﬀairs upon a more ſo- 
lid Baſis than they did, whilſt the Emperor 
Was engaged in his Wars wich France, things 
N would 
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would queſtionleſs have taken a quite different 
Turn from what they proved afterwards. But 
the Emperor, to take off the Edge of their Zeal, 
not only knew how to ſow the Seeds of Divi- 
ſion betwixt Duke Manarice of Saxony and his 
Couſin, the Elector of that Name, but alfo 
refuſed at firſt ro come to a deciſive Battel, not 
queſtioning but that, by Protracting the War, 
he ſhould find Means to diſ-unite, or at leaſt to 
cool the Zeal of a Confedracy, compos'd of 
ſo many Princes, and that the Free Cities eſpe- 
cially, who contributed the moſt Money to- 
wards the Support of the War, would by de- 
grees grow weary of fo vaſt a Charge. Things 
being in this Poſture, he enters into an Alliance 
with the Pope, and with very little Oppoſition, 
ovethrows the Proteſtant Army. King Henry 
VIII. and King Francis I. being both dead by 
this time, it ſeem'd now as if there were no Body 
left in Europe that either would or could ſtemm 
the Carreer of his Victories, and conſequently 
of his attaining to the Univeifal Monarchy. 
But Fate had Decreed it otherwiſe. For the 
ſame Maurice, whom the Emperor had raiſed to 
the Electoral Dignity of Saxony, the former 
being taken Priſoner, and Depoſed , highly 
diſguſted at the indifferent Treatment, the 
Landgrave of Heſſe (the Emperor's Priſoner) met 
with, took an Opportunity of Surpriſing the 
Emperor s Army near Inſpruck, which Action re- 
viving the Courage of the Proteſtants, and 
encouraging Henry II. King of France, to give 
them all poſſible Aſſiſtance, by a Powerful Di- 
verſion ; the Emperor now deſpairing of bringing 
his great Deſigns to the defired Ends, in his 
old Age, which he had not been able to ac- 
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compliſh in the Vigour of his Years, made 4 
Peace with the Proteſtants ar Paſaw, and hav- 
ing in vain endeavour'd to recover Metz. from 
the French, who had made themſelves Maſters 
of that City, as alſo of Toul and Verdun not long 
before; now finding. himſelf tir d with the Toils 
of a long and troubleſome Reign, and the In- 
firmities ot Old Age, refign'd and exchang'd all 
his Greatneſs for a Private Lite, after having 

made a Truce for five Years with France. 
The German Princes having ſo lately felt the 
Smart ot a Spaniſh Government, and well ac- 
quainted with the auſtete Temper of Philip his 
Son, (the ſame that was Married to Queen 
Mary of England) a meer Spaniard, would not 
content to his being made Emperor, but pitch d 
upon Ferdinand, the Emperor's Brother, but all 
the reſt of Charles V's Dominions, (except thoſe 
that had any Relation to Germany) fell to Philip's 
Share; who, in 1588, when his Father dy'd in 
the Convent ot St. Fuſtus in Spain, was ſo far 
from not purſuing the old Maxims of accompliſh- 
ing the Great Deſign of the Univerſal Monarchy, 
notwithſtanding the Checks he had met with, 
ot ſceing himfelt bereaved of the Aſſiſtance of 
Germany, that he left no Stone unturn d to at- 
tain to that Great End, Amonegſt other Condi- 
tions agreed on betwixt this Philip II, King of 
Spain, and King Henry II, in 1559, at the Peace 
made betwixt them, at Chateau en Cambreſis, the 
rooting out of the Hereticks was one of the main 
Points ; France hoping by this means to rid it 
{cli of the Proteſtants, who were grown very 
numerous there, and Philip pretending under this 
Cloak, to make himſelf abſolute Maſter of the 
Netherlands, (many ot whom had W the 
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ſame Religion) that, being ſtrenethned by their 


Naval Forces, he might with the more Facility 
conquer England and France, and chereby « pen 
himſelf a ſecure Way to the fo much deſired Uni- 
verſal Monarchy. It was for this End, that the 
Nobility of thoſe Countries was neglected at 
Court, and Spaniſh Garriſons and Officers were 
put in moſt Places of Strength; but above all o- 


therythings, a Court of Inquiſition was erected 


there, after the Model of that of Spain, accord- 
ing to which, not only the Proteſtants, and che 
Fanaticks, who had in ſome Places pull'd down 
the Images, became liable to its Judgments, but 
even ſuch of the Roman Catholicks, as had not 
oppoſed them with all their Might; this created 


ſuch ſealouſies and Animoſities in a Nation, ac- 


cuſtomed not only to the free Enjoyment of 
their Liberties for many Ages paſt, but alſo to 
a great Freedom of Speech and Frankneſs in 
their Converſation, that they were reſolved ra- 
ther to venture at any thing, than ſubmit to the 
Yoke, which they found would prove inſup- 
portable to them. The Spaniards being well 
enough pleaſed to ſee the Netberlanders fo tu- 
multuous, reſolved to reduce them by the Sword, 
which they endeavour'd with the urmoſt Rigour; 
but this, inſtead of gaining their Point, ſerved only 
to exaſperate the People, and ſpread the Flame 
of the War into the adjacent Countries. For, 
Queen Elizabeth of England, as well as the Pio- 
teſtant Princes of Germany, who were for check- 
ing the Greatneſs of Spain, and exhauſting its 
Treaſure by a long War, not only fomented 
thoſe Diviſions in the Netherlands, but alf.: gave 
them great Aſſiſtance; ſo that King Philip per- 
ceiying at laſt, that it would prove a hard Tas“ 
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© icduce che Netherlands, without bereaving 


d enn e cle” 2 15 4 pe Sus p ics, took 4 Reſolu- 
enn Gt. Det 2 5 Main Strength againſt En- 
n., and 4 ts Peduciion thereof, to accom-

and to reduce it to ſuch a State, as not to be able 
for the future to check his Delizns. It was upon 
this ſcore he ſpent vaſt Sumins, in udholding 
what they call'd the Hel League, ſet up ac inſt 
Henry IV, King of France; but that Grivat and 
Wiſe Prince declaring himfelt 2 £1447 cb tbe 
League drop d, and King PHH loft alt lis valt Ex 
pences ; this in the mean tim gase an Op on 
tunity to the Netherlanders to breath, and icitle 


their Affairs. Beſides, King Henry to revenge 


himſelf, waged a heavy War agaiulf 55a, 
which after various Succelles, was terminate by 
the Treaty of Peace concluded betwixt theſe 
two Crowns at Vervin. He was alfo entangled 
in War with the Turks, who having taken 77 
from the Spaniards, King Philip endeavoured the 
Recovery thereof, but his Fleet was beaien by 
the Turks, with the Lofs ct 45 Ships, and 1 $020 
Men. He met with better Succets near , 
where he forc'd the Turks to raiſe the Siege, and 
the Spaniards had their Share in the Victory Ob. 
tain'd by the Contederated Fleet of ,, and 
ſome other Italian States over the Tui; neon 
Lepanto; after having by their Deiaie, ftr 
the Iſle of Rhodes not long before to tail into 
their Hands. By the fame Neglect ties 
loſt ſoon after the whole Kingdom of 7, 


which being conquered by un Fob g 


J 
was the next following Year regaine by the 
Injidels, for want of Provitions and other ro. 
ceſſary Preparations. King P#4:i/p nad aifo t 
good Fortune to annex the Crown of Peng 
to Span, aiter the Death ot Het thei! Ki; 
whereby he faw i imſeit at once Maſter of the 
Eaſt and #7 7; 5; notwithſtanding whick, 
the continual any heavy Wars he was engaged 
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in during his whole Reign, had ſo exhauſted 
his Dominions, both of Men and Money, that, 
as was mentioned before, the Declenſion of 
the Spaniſh Monarchy, muſt be dated from his 
Reign. The War in the Netherlands only, hav- 
ing coſt him, (according to his own Conſeſſi- 
on) about two Hundred and thirty Millions 
Sterling ; from whence an Eſtimate may be 
made of the reſt. ge ens 
King Philip II. being convinced of his Error 


towards his latter Days, in reference to the 


War in the Netherlands, had Married his Daugh- 
ter Clara Eugenia, to Albert, Arch-Duke of 
Au/iria, and given her the Netherlands tor a 
Dowry, in hapes that thereby theſe Countries 
might be r2united under a Prince of their 
own ; But this Bait did not take with the Hol- 
landirs; For, though King Philip left his Throne 
in Peace to his Son Philip III. yet theſe now 
become ſenſible of their Strength, as well as of 
Their Riches, by their late conſiderable Settle- 
ments in the Eaſt- Indies, were ſo tar from ſhew- 
ing any Fondneſs tor a Peace, that they treated 
the Spaniſh Ambaſſadors ſent to the Hague for 
that Purpoſe, with much Haughtineſs; So tha: 
the Spaniard: perceiving their Reſolution of not 
harkening to a Peace, unleſs upon their own 
Terms, and ſenfible of the Mifchiefs that 
attended this chargeable War, were glad to 
be contented with a Twelve Years Truce, up- 
on very Adyantazcous Terms tor the Halanders. 


Soon after King P4:i/;p III. at the inſtigation 


chiefly of the Clergy, baniſhad goco000 Marans 
as they call them; being deſcended ot the Race 
Of the Ancient 44crs, under Sufpicion of &- 
Rebellion to be raited by them, with the A fi- 
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Rance of France. But, if, inftead of that un- 
natural Court of Inquiſition, the Spaniſb Clergy 
had employed the true Methods preſcribed in 
the Scripture for the Converſion of Infide!s , 
and conſequently not forced them to ſuch 
deſperate Reſolutions, Spaiz need not t:ave num- 
bred the Loſs and Want of fo igious a Num- 
ber of Men, among one of the Cauſes of their 
Declining State. Upon the Death of King Phi- 
lip III. the Truce betwixt Spain and Holand be- 
ing expired, King Philip IV. his Son and Suc- 
ceſſor, renew'd the War againſt the Hollanders, 
with the utmoſt Vigour; which ſerved oniy to 
add to, and betray the Weakneſs of the Spaniſh 
Monarchy. For, France not only aiding the 
Dutch, but alſo at laſt, declaring againſt Spain, 
that Kingdom was reduced to great Straits; 
andthe Spaniard: being routed near Fleuras, were 
forced to raiſe the Siege of Bergen op Zoom; the 
Patch took their Plate Fleet, and about the 
ſame time conquered a great part of Braſile. 
"Tis true, the Spaniards by way of Diverſion, 
entred the YVeloww, and made themſelves Maſters 
of Amer:ford, while the Hollanders lay before 
Boifle Duc; but theſe taking Weſel by Surprize, 
the Spaniards were glad to retreat over the River 
Hel. The War with France proved not altoge- 
ther ſo uniortunate to them, being carried on 
with various Succeſs, yet the Catalans and Porta 
geſe, ſeeing Spain thus Diſtracted and Weakened 
by the War, took this Opportunity of ſhaking 
off the Yoke, which for a conſiderable time had 
proved almoſt Inſupportable to them, the firſt 
putting themſelves under the French Protection, 
and the laſt chooſing the Dake of Braganza, de- 
ſcended of the Royal As of Portugal, their 
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King, and purging the whoie Kingdom in 8 
or 10 Days time from the Caſtiliaus, witacut 
the leaſt Oppoſition; whereby the Span Mo- 


narchy receiving another fatal Blow, to acc: le- 


rate its Fall, they thought to prevent the Et- 


fects the ict, by making a Peace with the Dutch, 


which was concluded at Munter, upon ſuch 


Terms as they themfelves thought fit to pre- 


(cribe, tho they had all the Reaſon in the World 
not to cariy things fo high as they did, ſeeing 


they began already to grow Jealous of the 


euch Power, and that the Spaniards ſhew'd not 
much Reluctancy to declare them a Free and 
Independent State, the chief ghing they aim'd 
at. To difentanple hen-ives carat the French 
War, they pitchd upon an Expedient, which 
has ſince proved the Chief, if not the Only Oc- 


caſion ot all their Calamities. I mean the 


Match betwixt the Eldeſt Daughter of King 
Pi.ip IV. of Spain, and Lewes XIV. the preſent 
Irene Ring. Tis tue, the Spaniards took all 
tlie Precaution that Human Art and Prudence 
could invent, to ſecus themſelves againſt thoſe 
d. mal Conſecuences which fome forelaw would 


be the Lffects Ct fo near an Alliance with 


France ; and ibs thi; purpole, made not only 
the lane, but alta the Freub King, her in- 
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tended Spouls, renounce for themſelves, and 
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tor their Heirs nen all their Rights, Iitles 
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and Pretenhons to t. 


Part of its Dominions, ( except Rev/ilion, which 


Was granted them by virtue ot the taid Treaty) 


dur alſo confirms this lolemn Renunciation b 
a Publick and met Soulemn Act ct the Eſtates ; 
dalides Which, PL IV. by his laſt Will and 
Leſtament entail d che Crowa with all its De- 
penden- 
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pendencies, upon the Hoſe of Auſri:, But 
all theſe Endeavours proved fruitleſs with a 
Prince, who meaſuring his Right by the Length 
of his Sword, and his Oaths and Engagements, 


by the Opportunities that offered to purſue his 


Ambitious Deſigns of aggrandizing himſelf at 
the Expence of his Neighbours, in order to at- 
tain to the Univerſal Monarchy , projected al- 
ready in his Fathers Life-time. Accordingly, 
laying hold of the decay'd Eſtate of Spain, be- 
ing then engaged in an unſucceſsful War with 
the Portugeſe, ( whilſt the Eng/ih and Dutch were 
contending with the utmoſt Fury for the Do- 
minion of the narrow Seas ) they framed a 
Pretenſion upon the Spaniſh Netherlands, on 


account of a certain Law in force there, called 


Jus devolutionis, according to which the real 
Eſtates of private Perſons, devolve to the Chil- 
dren born during the firſt Marriage, in caſe 
the Father marries again ; and ſo entring the 
faid Netherlands, took Charleroy, Tournay, Liſle, 


: Douay, Oudenarde, with ſeveral others, beſides 


the Country of Burgundy. England and Holland, 
not a little alarm'd at theſe {tupendious Pro- 
greſſes, firſt concluded a Peace betwixt them- 
ſelves, and after this, a Peace being likewiſe 
accompliſhed by the Mediation ot Exgland, 
betwixt Spain and Portugal, to the Satisfaction 
ot the Latter, entred into an Alliance with 


Sweden, for the Preſervation of the Netherlans:, 


and procured alſo a Peace betwixt Spain and 
Fance, made at Aix La Chapelle, by Virtue 
whcreot, Frence kept all the conquered Places 
in Flanders, but reſtored Burgundy to Spain, 
This Check of the French Power ſerved only to 
heighten the aſpiring Thoughts ot an Ambitious 
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Tue Introduftion. 
Monarch, who knowing that the Dutch had beet 
the chief Promoters of this League (known by 
the Name of the Triple Alliance) from that Time 
refolved upon their Deſtruction. To encompaſs 


ving made vaſt Preparations for 
ſome Years, he invaded their Dominions on all 
Sides, with the Aſſiſtance of the Elector of Co- 
Ine, and Biſhop of Munſter, with ſuch Succeſs, 


that in a few Days they made themſelves Ma- 


ſters of 3 or 4 Provinces. The Spaniards being 
ſufficiently ſenſible, that the Conqueſt of the 
United Provinces, muſt of Neceflity draw after it 
the Loſs of the Spaniſh Netherlands, engaged in 
that War ſo effedually , that in Conjunction 
with the Emperor, and ſome of the German 
Princes, they ſnatch'd the Hollander: out of the 


Danger that threatned their utter Deſtruction, 


for which Spain Paid a dear Rate ; the French, 


during this War, taking from them, Limbyre 


Conde, Valenciennes, Cambray, Ypres, St. Omer, 
Aeth, and Ghent, whereas they had at the ſuc- 
ceeding Peace of Nimeguen, only reſtored to 
them, Limburg, Ghent, Cortryen, Oudenarde, Aeth 
and Charleroy. . | 

The Spaniards flatter'd themſelves, that having 
purchas d the two laſt Peaces with the Loſs of ſo 
many fair Places, the Remainder might now en- 
joy the Fruits of a laſting Peace. But as the late 
Treaty of Nime was concluded by France, 
tor no other End, than to diſunite the Confede- 
racy, by ſowing the Seeds of Diviſion among 
them (wherein he ſucceeded effectually) to 
Spain found the contrary to its Coſt; the 
French, under Pretence of Dependencies, gaining 
more every Day from them and the Empire, 
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ing themſelves deſticute of all manner of Suc- 
cours fromtheir Allies, the Emperor being en- 
gaged in a heavy, tho ſucceistul War againſt 


the Turks, and the Engliſh and Dutch unwilling 


to entangle themſelves in a new War, at ſo niee 
a Juncture, ſaw themſelves obliged to reſt con- 
tented with their Loſſes, and ſubmit to the hard 
Terms of a 20 Years Truce, impoſed upon them 
by France. To conclude, it is evident from what 
has been related, that the vaſt Projects of ſome 
of the Spaniſh Kings, to raiſe themſelves to the 
Univerſal Monarchy, not ſupported by a ſufficiene 
Number of Men and Money for ſuch an Un- 
dertaking, (though their Revenues were almoſt 
immenſe) has by Degrees reduc'd, this once ſo 
flouriſhing and moſt Potent Kingdom, to that

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& HE Shai Monarchy being thus by the unſea- 
{onavle Ambition of us ; Kings, reduced to 
that feeble Condition, as has been repreſent- 
ed in the introduction; - It was in the Year 
683, that the French King, ſceing the Empe- 
wur deeply engaged inthe Turk o ar, moſt of the Princes 
"the Em! vire juil'd alleep by the late 20 Years T ruce, and 
fames II. K. of Great Britain altogether link d to his In- 
refit, began once more to revive both his Hopes and 
0 bepan 'arions for raining to rhe ſo long projected Uni- 
al Menarchy. As he dcfigid ro open his way to the 
ein lavin 9g C 2 rope, by the Conqueſt of the Spaniſh Ne- 
theriands, and cen quent! of Spain itlelt, and the States 
Gi the Unites Provinces being too nearly concer- 
ned thorear , not ro: foreice "and conceive a Jea- 
louite at the great Prerararions and intimate Corre- 
{tence betet IN ng Lewis XIV. of France, anc 
King Janet II., of Grear Britain; So they had no other 
: way 
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way left to divert the impending Storm, which threatned 
the utter Deſtruction of the Liberties of Europe, than by 
giving a helpmg Hand to that unparallei'd Revolution 
in England; which not only diſconcerted all the Great 
Projects of the French Court, for that time, bur ſince 
allo has reduced that King to ſuch a Condition, as 
ſcarce to be able now to defend his own Duminions, 
It was queſtionleis a fatal Overſight in the French Court, 
not to ſtifle tlus Great Deſign, as it were, in its Mothers 
Womb, which in all Probab: icy they might have effected, 
by bending their whole Strength at that nice Conjun- 
cture agaiuſt the TMifted Provinces, But that Court 
not foreleeing the Unanimiry of the greateſt Part of 
rhe Britiſh Nation, and contequently flattering them- 
ſelves with the Hopes of a long inteſtine War in that 
Iſland, were ſo far from approaching the Durch Fron- 
ticts, chat, on the contrary, to remove all Occaſion of 
IJcalouſie, they march d with all their Forces into Ger- 
many. This was done with no other Intention, than to 
lecute all the Frontier Garritons of the Empire, in or- 
cler to carry the War the next Spring into the very 
Heart of it; and thus all the Communication betwixt 
them and the United, as well as the Spaniſh, Netherlands, 
bing cut off, they mult ſoon have fall'n a Sacrifice to the 
great Power of France. They ſucceeded in the firſt, but fail'd 
un the laſt, by the unexpected and almoſt ſtupendious 
Revolution and rcaccable Settlement of the Crowns of 
England and Scotland on the Heads of King Halliam III, 
and Qucen Mary his Spouſe. For, now all Europe being 
alagmd, and the Emperour highly provok'd at the 
French Invaſion of the Empire, concluded an Offenſive 
and Defenſive Alliance, with the States of the United 
Provinces, at Nienna, May 12th (1689.) and England 
now ae ncarly concerid as any, in reducing the exor- 
birans Puwer of France into its due Bounds, entered

parate Articles, which are as valid as if they had been in- 
ſerted word fer werd in the Principal Treaty ; firſt, That in 
caſe the preſent King of Spain ſhould die witheut lawful 
Iſſue (which God forvid) they will, with all their Forces, 
aſſt his Sacred Imperial Majeſty, or bis Heirs, in taking

Inlet into Spain on that fide.) Notwithſtanding this. 
their Strength beginning to fail towards the latter end of 
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the War; as this proved a ſufficient Motive to the Frencb 
Court, to look for Peace, ſo the Conſideration of the 
ill State of Health of Charles II, King of Spain, and their 
Deſign of ſeizing upon that Monarchy, after his Deceale, 
were the chief Inducements to purchaſe that Peace, by 
the Treaty of Reſwyck (in 1697), with the Surrender of 
many ſtrong and important Places and Territories to the 
Allies.

France 
having now ſo far obtained its End, as to ſee molt of the 
late Confederated Powers, bur eſpecially the Dutch, al- 
moſt Diſarmed, by lately Disbanding moſt of their | 
Troops, made fuch vaſt Pre parations, as ſufficiently 
diſcovered his Deſign upon _ Spaniſh Monarchy, after 
che Deceaſe of Charles II, their King, who was then re- 
duc'd ro a very languiſhing Condition.

King, in Purſuance of the laſt Will and Teſtament of 
their late King. Here we will leave the Regency and

rived there, but had immediate Audience of the 
French King, unto whom he notified the Death of the 
Spaniſh King, and delivered the Letter and a Copy ot 
the Will ro his Majeſty. He to ler no time lip, the 
ſame Day ſummoned a Council, at which were pre- 
Burgundy, and ſeveral 
Miniſters of State: The Will being the ſubject Matter 
of Debate, and the Council divided in Opinion, whether 
to accept the Will, or adhere to the Treaty of Partition. 
There were not wanting ſuch in the Council, who 
ſtood up moſt reſolutely for the latter, alleging and 
foreſeeing the Danger of entring into a heavy War againſt 
the greateſt Part of Europe; but thoſe that declared for 
rhe firſt, urging the Advantage of the, Weſt-India Trade, 
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as the only means to attain to the ſo much aim d ar 
Univerſal Monarchy, the King, notwithſtanding his 
Renunciation by the Pyrenean Treaty, by a folemn 
Oath, decided « Point in Favour of the Wil and the 
Dauphin, adhered to his Father's Sentiments, whether out 
of Inclination or Obedience is uncertain ; bur farther 
added, that, tho the Righr of Succeſſion to the Crown 
of Spain belong d to him by Law, yet he Renounced it 
with Pleaſure, and ſhould be overjoyed to ſay, as long 
as he lived, The King my Father, and the King my Son. 
Ir was then reſolved, that the Duke of Anjou thould be 
acknowledged Univerſal Monarch of all the Spaniſh Do- 
minions, which was done accordingly, with all rhe uſu- 
al Geremonies. Now, Whilſt the new King of Spain 


was receiving the Adorations and Compliments trom 


the Court and Nobility of France, his Grandfather, the 
French King, thought himſelf obliged to return the Re- 
gency of Spain an Anſwer to their Letter, and to let 
zhem know what he had been doing for them, and chere- 
fore wrote ty them to the following Effect. 

That in Conſideration of the Lois of fo good a King, 
that had given ſuch Marks of his [uſtice and Love of 
his People, he accepted of the laſt Will of the Catho- 
lick King, in behalf of his Grandchild the Duke of 
Anjou, alluring the Funto, that, fince the Catholic 
* King's Will, and the Voice of the People, had con- 
* ferr'd the Anarchy of Spain upon his Grandſon, 
* he would Sacrince his own Intereſts, ro the Defire 
* he had of reſtoring the ancient Luftre ro that Crown. 

The Regency of Spain having received ſo great a Com- 
pliment from the French King, reiolved ret to be behind 
hand with him, and therefore {ent him teveral Letters 
in anſwer to his: In one, they humbliy intreat him ro 
haſten away their new King without delay, aſſuring 


| him of their Fidelity and Services, ard acknowledgiug 


the deep Obligations they had co bis Moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jcity,in accepting and approving rhe decealed Kings Will; 
in another Letter, they beg of him to yield ro their 


Prayers and Importunities, ro have their new King 


amongſt them, not doubring but he will come inſtricted 
with all the Sublime, Chriſtiam and Prudent Maxime, of 


o glorious, fo proſperous, and experienced a Grandfather, 


hem 
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whom they congratulate on his Grandchilds Happy Ac- 
ceiſion to the Spaniſp Throne. Here we judge it not im- 
proper, to leave the French and Spaniſh Courts, Idoli- 
zing the new King, whilſt the neceſſary Preparations 
are making for his Journey, and to enquire how Foreign 
Courts entertain this wonderful News, which coming to 
the States of Holland; Don Franciſco Bernardo de Quiros, 
Ambaſſador of Spain, by Order of the Regency, preſent- 
ed a Memorial to the States General, wherein he nori- 
fied rhe Dearth of rhe late King of Spain, his Maſter, and 
at the fame Time delivered them a Copy of his Will, 
for calling the Duke of Amon to the Succeſſion of that 
Monarchy, and then concluded his Memorial, with aſ- 
ſuring them,; That their High and Migbeineſſes will be 
eaſily convinced of the Reaſons that moved the Deceaſed 
King to make the Duke of Anjou his Succeſſor, before 
any other, if they do but conſider the Conſequences 
thereof, and therefore he did not doubt, but their High 
and Migbeineſſes well knowing the Intention of the 
Will to be juſt and reaſonable, will receive the News 
with Joy, and contribute, if need require, to the Execu- 
tion of ir : He further added, that this Will would not 


have been ſufficient, tho full of Equity, nay, tho ſeve- 


ral Princes had declared their Reſolution of maintaining 
ir, had not the Moſt Chriſtian King confented to it, who 
being ſatisfied with a Flouriſhing and Potent Kingdom 
of his own, would not oppoſe a Will that had called 
the Duke of Anjou his Grandchild, to the Throne of the 
Spaniſh Monarchy, nor enter into War with his own 
Blood, bur rather choofe to tenounce all Advantages he 
might have expected, by the Treary of Partition, - for 
which he was ſo much the morc to be commended, be- 
cauſe he ſecured Europe from a War, as much to be 
feared from the Treaty of Partition, as rhe Uniting of the 
Two Crowns. 

And as for the Arch Duke of Auſtria, and his Pre- 
tenſions, he aſſured their Lordſhips, that the deceaſed 
King would gladly have called him to the ſame Dignity, 
had not the ſame Juſtice which directed all his Thoughts 
and Actions, convinced him, that the Advantage of Suc- 
cx:Kon belong d only to the Duke of Anjou, and, y 
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te had done whatever elſe he could do for the Imperial 
Family, as having called the Arch Duke to the ſame 
Succeilion, in caſe the Dukes of Anjou and Berry ſhould 
happen to fail; ard has deſired a Match between the 
Duke of Anjou, and one of the Arch Duchefles, to 
_ ſtrengthen the Peace and Union between the Empire and 

Spain. | 
F Therefore, he hopes that their Lordſhips ſeriouſly con- 
ſidering this Memorial, would be fully convinced of the 
Queen and the Regents ardent Deſire to preſerve a true 
Peace, Amity and Correſpondence, with all the Prince 
and Potentates of Europe, eſpecially with the King cf 
Great Britain, and their Lordfhips. 8 

Immediatcly after this, the Count ae Bricrd, the 
French Ambatlador, preſented alſo a Memorial to their 
Lordſhips, in the Name of the King his Matter, much 
to the ſame Efiect; In this, he alledgcs the infinite 
Troubles which the Treaty of Partition would have pro- 
duced, and that alrho' his Majefty had not follow'd the 
Words of that Treaty, yet he had adhered ro the main 
Intent of it, which was to preſerve the Peace and Tran- 
quillity of Europe; and, upon this Foundation he labours 
ro make it out, that his Acceptance of the Will main- 
rains a general Peace, but his adhering to the Treaty of 
Partition, would have been the Cauſe of Univerſal War; 
ſeeing that, if His Majeſty had refuſed the Will, the 
Emperor might have accepted it, and then there would 
have been a Neceiſity of entring into a War, to recover 
ihe Dauphin's Share, and to tultil the Articles of the 
Treaty. That, upon the Emperors Acceptance of the Will, 
nad the Spaniards lubmitted their Monarchy entire to 
the Arca Duke, there would have been ſome Pretence 
for his oppoſing thoſe Princes, that ſhould go about to 
diſunite it. Bur now the Deceaſed King's Will, and rhe 
Univerſal Content of the Spaniards, had called the Duke 
of Anjou, as right and lawful Heir ro the United Succeſ- 
don, thoſe Potentates, who by the Claim of the"Treary only, 
ſhould goabout to attack ſo many Rights at once, would be 
look d upon as Diſturbers of hc pabiick Repoſe, the Be- 
zinners of an unjuſt War, without likelykood of Succeſs. 
"or wonld it confift with His Majeities j uſtice, to make

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Wat upon a Nation for offering him a Succeſſion, which he 
refuted. 

That the rejecting of the Will, would have transferred 
all the Rights to the Arch Duke, nor could the true 
Heirs have had lawful Reaſons to complain of any In- 
juſtice done em. By Conlequence, had His Majeſty 
been reſolved to maintain the Conditions of the Treaty, 
he muſt have been obliged to attack a living Prince, 
Poſſeſſor of the Crown of Spain, whereas the Meaſures 
he had taken with the Confederates, related only to the 
Partition of the Succeſſion of a prince, whoſe Death ap- 
pcared to be very near. 

Therefore, ſince the War muſt have been unavoidable, 
and that it would have been unjuſt, if the King of 
France had fixed his Reſolution, to keep preciſely to the 
Terms of the Partition; the States General have no rea- 
ſon to complain, that His Majeſty has prevented it by 
accepting the Will, unleſs that procures em any Preju- 
dice; but, hitherto there is none ro be perceived: Where- 
as all things being well examined, ſo many conſiderable 
Dominions added to France, might have giventhe State; 
juſt Jealoufe of her Power. 

And left theſe Two Memorials from the Spaniſh and 
French Ambaſſadors, ſhould not prove ſufficient to obtain 
a poſitive Anſwer from the States General, the Count de 
Br iord, the French Ambaſſador, demanded within few 
Days after, a publick Audience, wherein he deliverd_ 
to their Lordſnips a Letter from the King his Maſter, 
in theſe next following Lines. At the fame Time the 
Ambaſſador made the following Speech.

"Tis no wonder, if the States of the United Provinces, 
ook ſome time in Deliberating and Conſulting, ſo nice 
2 Point, at ſo rickliſh a Conjuncture. 

Bur whilſt they were Conſulting their Principals, and 
Deliberating with the Engl/:;ſþ Court, what Anſwer to re- 
turn to the New King of Sains Letter, as well as to his 
Grandfather; the French King, impatient of the leaſt De- 
lay, and ſenſible of the Conſequences thereof, to back 
his Words by Stength, Ordered his Tro: take Poſ- 
ſeſſion of the chiefeſt Garriſons , „in Nether 
lands, as had been before- hand concerted getween the 
Elector of Bavaria, then Governour thereof, and the 

French Agents. That Elector having cultivated an inti- 
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mare Correſpondence with the French Court, ever ſince 
the Concluſion of the late Treaty of Partition, from 
which he was entirely excluded. 

The better to conceal from the World the approach 
of rhete Forces, they marchd a whole Night without 
bear of Drum, and abour five in the Morning, $05 
Foot enter d into Namur, 2500 into Luxemberg beſides 
1000 Horſe, 5 into Mons, 15 into Oudenarde, 600 
into Oſtend, 2000 into Newport, beſides a proportionable 
Number into other Places. 

The better to colour this ſurpriſing Action, theſe 
Forces were ſtiled Auxiliaries, and forbidden on Pain of 
Death, ro offer the leaſt Injury, either in Word oc 
Deed, to the Fownimen, or the Spanzards or Dutch, that 
were in Garrilon in thel. Piaces. 

The Seizing after this manner of all the Spaniſh Ne- 
therland; by the French, rais'd ſo great a Conſternation 
amongit the States of Hol and, that they immediately re- 
called all their Forces out of thole Places; where, by Vir- 
tue of the late Treaty of Reſwyce, they lay in Garriſon, 
in Conurction wiwh the Spaniſh Forces, and ſent to 
the Spaniſh Ambaſſador ro know the Reaſons of theſe 
ſtrange Proccedings ; who in anlwer thereunto, pre- 
fenred them with a long Memorial, wherein he (er forth, 
that the King of France having prefer d the Deceaſed 
King of Spain's Will before the Treaty of Partition, hail 
done it out of a Defign to ſegure that Peace,which he found 
in. poſſible to preſerve, by following the Mealures he had 
taken with England and Holland, and that he hoped they 
would follow his Mcatures to prevent a War; but, tha:

Patience, in hopes that the States General would have

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Emperor was ſending one Army into Italy, and another 
to the Rhine, which he would never attempt to do, were 
he not aſſured of their High and Mig htineſſes Aidiftance : - 
For which Reaſons, and being alto tought to by the new 
King, to take Care of the Spaniſh Netherlands, till he 
could rake Care of them himtielt : The moſt Chriſtian 
King, did nor think fit co delay that Care any longer, be- 
lieving it not ſafe to permit the Forces of the States General

© # Har it was a thing very acceptable to their High 
and Mzghtineſſes, to find by his Majeſties Letter, 
that he looked upon their acknowledgment of the King 
ot Spain, as a Mark of their Inclination to preſerve peace, 
indeed their High and Mightineſes made that ſtep, tha 
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. they might give a real Proof of their Intentions to pre- 

{erve the ſaid Peace; That it was allo very acceptable 
to their Lordſbips, to find by the ſaid Memorial, and his 
Majeſties Letter, the repeated Confirmation of his Ma- 
jeſties favourable Sentiments, for the Preſervation of the 
Peace of Europe; Seeing therefore, that, according to the 
Tenor of the ſaid Memorial, His Majeſty had been 


pleaſed, as a Mark of his Affection, to give their Forces 


Liberty to return home, they expected the real Effects 
thereot; but that it was to their great G rief, that the greateſt 
Part of their Men were ſtill detained, notwithſtanding 
the repeated Inſtances of their High and Mighrineſſes, 
that their High and Mighitineſſes thought, they had given 


all the Satisfaction that cou:d be demanded of them, by 


the recalling of their Forces our of the Netherlands, and 
their Acknowledging the King of Spain, and that nothing 
more remain'd to do, but to enter into Conference with 
Monſieur d'Avaux, for the finding out of Means to ſe- 
ſecure the general Peace, and their own particular Safe- 
ty, which they were ready to do, &c. 

Whiltt the neceſſary Preparations are making in Holland, 
to enter into Conferences, we will paſs over into England, 
as being as well as Holland concern d for the Preſervation 


of the publick Peace, and of the Ballance amongſt the 


Powers of Europe; and enquire how the Parliament of 
England entertained this wonderful News. It was but 
lately diſſolv d, and a new one called to meet at Weſtmin- 
ſter, about the middle of this Month. His Majeſty then 
repaired to the Houſe of Lords, and made a Speech to 
both Houſes, where, amongſt other Things, he ac- 
quainted them with the Death of the late King of Spain, 
and the Declaration of his Succeffor to that Monarchy ; 

which, as His Majeſty alledged, made fo great an Alte- 
ration in the Affairs abroad, that he muſt defire them ro 


conſider the preſent State of Affairs, and to take ſuch 


Reſolutions as might conduce to the Intereſt and Safety 
of England, the Preſct vation of the Proteſtant Religion in 
general, and the Peace of all Europe. Hereupon the 
Commons 1cturning to their Houſe, after the neceſſary 
Time ſpent in taking the Oaths, came to the following

H E underwritten Envoy Extraordinary of the

their Delay of acknowledging the Duke of Anjou for 
King of Spain, was liable to ſiniſter Interpretations, as if 
their only Aim had been to get Time, to put themſelves 
into a Condition to make War, they have thought them- 
ſelves obliged to acknowledge the ſaid Duke of Anjou, 
without any Condition, reſerving to themſelves to ſtipu- 
late in the Negoriations, whereinto they are now going 
to enter, ſuch Conditions as are neceſſary for ſecuring

The Houſe having debated this Memorial, and the preſen: 
State of Affairs, addreſs d His Majeſty, that he would 
be pleas d to order all Treaties made between His Ma- 
zeſty, and any other Potentate, during the War, to be laid 


before the Houle, and to enter into Conferences with the 
States Miniſters there, or any other Foreign Miniſters, 
for the preſervation of the publick Peace, for which His 


Majeſty having thanked them, and for their Unarimous 


Reſolution to ſupport and aſſiſt him, acquainted them, 
he would immediately give Orders to his Miniſters ac- 


cording to their Deſire. The Lords alſo addreis'd His

and Honour of your Majeſty, and this Nation. 
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which His Majeſty. had entred, purſuant to the Addref: 
of this Houſe, which Method, had your Majeſty been 
adviſed to take, before the Treaty of Partition was per- 
fected; (which was paſſed under the Great Seal of Ex- 
gland, during the ſitting of Parliament, and without Ad- 
vice of the ſame) We had been prevented from laying be- 
fore your Majeſty, what we arc now bound in Duty 
(though with Grief) to do, the ill Conſequences of that 
Treaty to this Kingdom, and the Peace of Europe, which 
{o directly tended to increaſe the Power and Greatneſs 
of France, by delivering up to the French King, ſuch 
large Territories of the King of Spain's Dominions, and 
ro the Deſtruction of the Trade of this Kingdom, to 
which Treaty may juſtly be aſcribed, the Dangers which 
now threaten both this Kingdom, and rhe peace of 
Europe. 

His Majeſty having received this Address, gave rhe 
following Anlwer. 


Hat he was glad they were pleaſed with his com- 
municating to them the State of the Negotiations 
ne had enter'd into, purſuant to their Addreſs, that he 
would continue to inform them of the Progreſs chat 
ſhould be made in em, and be always willing to receive 
their Advice thereupon, being fully perſwaded that no- 
ching could contribute more effectually ro the Happineſs 
of this Kingdom, and the Peace of Eurepe, than the Con- 
currence of the Parliament in all his Negotiations, and a 
good Underſtanding between him and his People. 

Whilſt Affairs went on thus ſucceſsfully in England, tnerc 
were ſeveral Conferences held at the Hague, between 
the French Ambaſſador and the States Deputies, but al! 
ro no Purpoſe. For, Mr. Stanhope, the then Engliſh En- 
voy at the Hague, delivered rhete Preliminary Demand: 
ro the Count d Avaur, Thar the Emperor ſhould be in- 
vited into the intended Negoriation, and reaſonable Sa- 
tisfaction to be given him; the French King to withdraw 
his Troops out of the Spaniſh Netherlands within a limi- 
ted Time, and the Erglifo and Dutch to be ar Liberty, 
co {end their Forces for the Defence of the Netherlands, 
when required, Oftend and Newport to be Garriſon'd 
ty Engliſb Troops. and whe provided with every thing 
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ne ceſſary for their Security; no Places to be alienated 
from Spain, the Subjects of England to enjoy che fame 
Privileges in all the Spaniſo Dominions, as under che late 
King of Spain's Reign, and the fame Advanrages of 
Trade, as the French: Theſe Propoſitions being directly 
oppoſite ro the Projects of the French Court, were 10 ill 
reiiſh'd by them, that the French Ambaſſador dec arcd, 
that he had Orders only to treat with the States General; 
It was ar their Interceiſion, His Britannich Maicſty, to 
remove all pretended Obſtacles, condeſcended to own 
alſo Philip V, as King of Spain; but the Demands of 
the States being the tame with thoſe of England, beſides 
that, they required, Venlo, Ruremod, Stevenſward, Luxem- 
urg, Namur, Charlerop, Mens, Dender mode, Damme, &c, 

for the better Security of their Frontiers, the French, 


who knew very well, that the States were refolved not 


to treat Without the Engliſh, perſiſted on his former 
Point, of want of Authority to trœat with the laſt, with - 
out new Inſtructions. The Dutch were nat ill pleaſed 
with thole Delays, which gave them Time and Oppot- 
tunity of ſtrengthning themſelves againſt fo Potent a 
Neighbour ; of all which, the faid Envoy gave his Bri- 
tannick Majeſty a particular Account; and thereupon, 
Sir Charles Hedges, Kt. one of rhe principal Sccreraries of 
State, acquainted rhe Houle of Commons he had a Mel- 
ſage ſigned by His Majefty, and was order to deliver 
the ſame to this Houſe, which being done accordting!y, 
was immediately done by the Speaker in the follcwing 
Words.

His Majeſty has 
thought fit to communicate the whole to this Houle, 
that they may be particularly informed of the State of 
Affairs abroad, where the Negotiations ſeem to be at an 
End, by the poſitive Anſwer the French Ambaſſador has 
given to the States, which his Majeſty recommends to the 
ſerious Conſideration of the Houſe, as a Matter of the 
greateſt Weight and Conſequence, and deſires they will 
give his Majeſty ſuch Advice thereon, as may be for our 
own Security, and that of the States General, and rhe 
Peace of Eure.

Whilſt the Negotiatior s abroad ſcem'd ro be at a ſtand. 
and the Parliament of Er7/and were raking vigorous Re- 

lolutions to {upport his Majetty, and prelerve the general 
Peace of Emope, we will enquire. how the Imper;a! Court 
relithes the French Proceedings. Altho' the Emperor no 
ile approved of the Treaty of Partition, yet he was much 
more diſguſted ar the French and Spaniards, by Reaſon of 
che late King of Spas Will; this was no ſooner pub- 
liſhed ar Madrid, but the Imperial Ambaſſador there, en- 
tred in his Maſter's Name, a lolemn Proteſtation againſt 
it, and retired from Court. The News hereof coming 
ro the Imperial Court, they were daily engaged in fre- 
quent Councils, and Couricrs were dilpatch'd to moſt 
Parts of Europe, to engage the ſcveral Princes thereof to 
elponie the Auſrian Intereſt. The Emperor being ſen- 
ſible what a Potent Enemy he had to deal with, . 
to neglect no Opportunity to make gocd his juſt Preten- 
ſions to the Spauiſo Monarchy. In order thereunto, af- 
ſembling the States of lower Auſtria, acquainted them 
with the preſent Condirton of Affairs abroad, and deſired 
their ſpeely Aſſiſtance; thele, like faichful Subjects, 
promiſed their neceflary Supplies, with their utmoſt 
Speed and Ability, and his Imperial Majefty having like-

Maſter, Philip V. of Spain, co which his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty, to ſnew his Reſentment, replied, He acknowledged 
not the Duke of Anjou for King of Spain, and imme di- 
arely order d the Spaniſh Ambaſſador to quit the Court, 
and retire to Nuſdorpe, about a German League liſtant 


from Vienna, there to remain till he ſhou!d be recalled : 


Whilſt the Emperor was thus employed in making the 


_ neceſſary Preparations, to aſſert his Right to the Spaniſh» 


Monarchy, and ſo conſiderable a Share of it lying in I 
it may not be amiſs, ro enquire what Part ib. 
of Rome acted in this nice ſuncture. This R&R 
no ſooner known there, but his Holineſs dreading 


in Italy might diſturb St. Peter's Patrimony, on what Side 


ſoever the Ballance might incline, diſpatch'd away three 


Couriers, one to the Emperor, another to the French 
King, and a third to the Regency of Spain, with Briefs, 


exhorting all his Children to Peace, and offer d them his 


Mediation to compoſe the unhappy Ditference, about 
the Succeſſion of the Spaniſp Monarchy, declaring with- 


al, he was ready to (end them his Legare a Latere, provi- 
ded they would accept him for a Mediator; that nothing 
further might be wanting on the Holy Father's Part to 
keep the War out of Italy, he ſent alſo forthwith to all the 
Tralian Princes, to contribute to the utmoſt of their Power 
towards preſerving the publick Peace. By this Time the 
News being {ſpread almoſt over all Europe, and every 
Court receiving the formal Notifications of the Death of 
the late King of Spain, and the Acceptance of his Will 
by the King of France, in Favour of his Grandſon the 
Duke of Anjou, put ſcveral Princes and States, cipccially 
the Iralians, into that Surpriſe, that nothing was to be

No ſooner was the Treaty Perfected and Agreed upon 
by the Spaniſh and French Plenipotentiaries, bur the French 
King, and all the Princes of the Blood of France, by ano- 
ther Writing under their Hands and Seals, Ratified and 
Exchanged on the Borders, confirmed the ſame by ſolemn 
Oath at Fenterabia, in the Year 1659. whereby the 
French King Renounced and Relinquiſhed all Right or 
Title, Claim and Pretentions, for himſelf, or his Succeſ- 
lors, which they, or any of them had, or ſhould have, 
by reaſon of any Alliance from the ſaid Marriage. 
This Renunciation was not fo much a Perſonal Deed 
of the King of France, and the Infanta ot Spain, as 
a mutual Compact between both Kingdoms, paſſed by a 
Treaty of Peace, and became a Law of each Country, 
made ſo by Publick Inſtrument, Signed by the Nobility 
on each ſide, and Agreed by a general Conſent of the Ple- 
nipotentiaries of both Parties, in the 33d. Article of the 
Pyrencan Treaty, in theſe words: | 

And to the End, this Peace and Union, Confederation, 
and good Correſpondence, might, as it is defired, be ſo

King Philip IV. who beſt of all knew the Time, Sence 
and Meaning of the Agreement, repeated it in his Will, 
made December the 14th. 1665. wherein he Ordain'd 
ſeveral things relating to the Syaniſb Succeſſion, and men- 
tion d his Fears of the Dangers which Threatned Spain, 
and all Chriſtendom by this Nach. if no Obſtacle were 
oppoſed againſt the Line that ſhould be born from thence. 
He alſo recites at large, all the Care and Precaution which 
he had been obliged ro take every manner of way with 
Maria Tereſia, his Daughter, and with his own Wife, 
Elizabeth of Bourbon; to the End, that no Child of France, 
Male or Female, in any Manner, or upon any Pretence 


| whatlcever, ſhould attain to the Inheritance of rhe Spa- 


niſp Dominions. 

His Catholick Majeſty gave likewiſe in his Will, an 
account of ſome Lines of Succeſſion, and demonſtrated 
his Kindneſs fo far to his own Family, the . of 
Auſt ria. 
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Auſtria, that he called to rhe Succeſſion, after his Line 
_ favled, the Children of his Siſter Maria, who Died in 
1646. after the had ſeveral Children by the Emperor, 
Ferdinand III. Father to the moſt Auguſtus Leopeld : The 
Emperor, who is the next Branch of the Houle of Auſtria, 
and conſequently Heir to the Crown of Fpain, in caſe 
Maria Tercſias Title be juſtly laid afide, for rhe forego- 
ing Rcalots, as being the immediate Line of Ferdinand, 
Son to Charles V. King of Spain, and it that be not ſuf- 
ficient, has a Claim by Vertue of his Marriage wirh 
Margaret Tereſia, the younger Daughter of Philip IV. 
and Siſter to the late Deceaſed Charles II. All which is a 
certain Proof of the Excluſion of the French, and of the 
undiſq urable Right that belongs to the Houle of Auſtria, 
That the late Deceaſed Charles II. not i noranc of this 
Truth, ner of the Eternal Renunciation of his Siſter, and 
her Potteriry, always eſteem d the Emperor Leopold, not 
only as his nea. ſt Rc. ation by the Father᷑s fide, but Uncle 
allo by the Mother's, and conſequently Eldeſt of boch 
Branches of che Houle of Aria; and, as the next Suc- 
ceſſor by his Father's Will. Neverthelets, {ome perſous 
in the Miniltry of Spain, according to the Revolutions in 
the World, won by the dazling Luſtre of a Neighbour's 
Gold, foughr ro draw thc Languiſhing King another 
way, and by ſeparating him from his own Family, cun- 
ning'y Inveagled Eim to the French fide, which they for- 
meriy locked upon with fo much Averfion, that, altho 
they granted rhe Efficacy of the Infanta Maria Terefia's 
Renunclarion, the Evideace of King Philips Will, and 
whatever tended to rhe Excluſion of Frazce, yet, after all 
this, a pretended Will is ſet up in favour of the Duke of 
Anjou. | 
By the preceeding Will of Philip IV. it is clear, cei- 
tain and limited, for a Kinſman of the Houſe of Auſtria, 
in the laſt pretended Will of Charles II. there is a limitati- 
on Feigned, which is incompatible, as well witl. rhe 
Words, as with the Sence. The Son in the latter Ar- 
rogarcs to himſelf a Power to make a Will, which chey, 
who Forged it, will not allow rhe Father. 
" The Pyrenega Peace, conplains loudly now, of being 
rrampled under Foot, and chat France ſeeks not ſo uch 
the Publick Tranquilliry and Repoſe of Europe, as the;

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Augmentation of her own Dominions, and the Aggran- 
dizing her own Glory.

The Meanneſs and Baſeneſs of Mind, wherewirh the 
Author of this pcerended Will has Proſtiruted the $p-ni- 
ards, is worthy of Pity, feeing, that in their own Judg- 
ment, they acknowledge themſelves to much beneath the 
Spaniards ; they, who have hitherto, as well by Writing, 
as in divers Occafions, Defended the Spaniſh Pre-eminence 
as enduring no other equal bur the Emperor ; now offer 
the Palm to the French, which they have to long Diſputed 
with them, and which is more with a foul Pen, almoſt 
beyond imagination abject. No Man couſd with more 
Submuſion, raiſe the Grandeur of France, than the Spani- 
ards did, in ſaying, Thar, if the Crown of France ſhould 
happen to be Vacant, the Duke of Anjon would have a 
greater Inclination for Thar, than for the Diadem of Spain, 
and then, if Deſpiſing Spain, he ſhould Return into France, 
they muſt be conſtrained to be contented, «har a younger 
Brother, and a French Native ſhould Honour Spain with 
his Preſence and his Government. 
For theſe Reaſons, his Imperial Majeſty Exhorts all 
Princes and States, chat are Lovers of Juſtice, Equity and 
Right, to Aiſiſt and Succour the Juſtice, Equity and 
Right of his Cauſe and Title ro the Spaniſh Monarchy. 

At the ſame time, the Imperial Ainbaſſador delivered 
this Anſwer and Declaration to his Holineſs, he deſired 
him not to grant the Inveſtiture of Naples to the Duke of 
Anſon, but rather to his Imperial Majeſty. as being the 
True and Lawful Heir, otherwiſe he muſt be obliged to 
make the requiſite Proteſtations. Hardly had rhe Holy 
' Father time to conſider of this Declaration, bur the 
Spaniſa Ambaſſador acquaints him, that ſome French 
Forces were entred into the Mzlanefe, to preſerve it 
from being ſeized on by the Emperor, and demands 
the Inveſture of Naples and Sicily, for his Maſter 
Philip V. to which his Holzneſs, to keep fair with Both, 
replied, he would take time to conſider of their De- 
mands; at the ſame time being deſirous to know the 
Iſſue of his Offer of Mediation, he ſent ro know of 
che French Ambaſſador what his Maſters Anſwer 
was. He acquainted him, that his Majeſties Anſwer 
vas, Thar there is not any Perſon in the World, wha

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more Paſſionately deſires the Preſervation of the Peace, 
than his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty does, of which he has 
wen evident Proof, by his Renouncing the undeniable 
ighrs of the Dauphin to the Spaniſh Monarchy, and Ac- 
ceptance of the Will of the Deceaſed Charles Il. That he 
likewite returned his Holzxeſs Thanks for his great Zeal, 
and beſought him to empicy his good Offices, and his 
Exbortations, with thoſe that ſeem reſolved to trouble 
the Repote of Italy, to divert them from it. That the 


World may be aſſured, tis none of his Deſign to be the 


firſt Aggreſſor, but that his Majeſty finds himſelf una- 
voidably conſtrained ro maintain his Grandſon, King 
Philip, in the quiet Poſſeſſion of the Spaniſh Monarchy. 
Whilſt the Pope's Thoughts were taken up about the Re- 
fuſal of his Mediation; an Expreſs came from the Duke 
of Mantua, to acquaint him, that his Capital City was 
Demanded, both by the Emperor and rhe French King, 
for a Place of Arms, and that he beſought his Ho- 
linejs's Advice thercon : But, his Holineſs not being diſpo- 
fed to give it at ſuch a nice Juncture as this, once more 
reſolved ta try the Emperor by a Letter, written with his 
own Hand, to the following effect. That the Holy Father 
reflecting upon his extream Reluctancy, at the time of 
his Election to the Pon: iſicate, was now become ſenſible, 
chat it did not proceed lo much from the knowledge he 


bad of his own Weakneſs, to bear fo heavy a Burthen, 


but from rhence, that Providence made him foreſee the 
Miſeries that were to accompany his Office; For, that in- 
deed he was no ſooer entruſted with the Conduct of the 
Church, but that on the ane fide, he ſaw Unfortunate 
Italy Threatned with a dangerous War, and his Media- 
tion neglected, though offered with Tears in his Eyes, 
with profound Sighs, and redoubled Importunities; and 
on the other fide, Dalmatia, ravaged by the Peſtilence- 
chat chrearens ſo much Danger to Italy it (elf, that they 
are forced to prohibit all Communication with their 
Neighbours. That, in the midſt of ſo great Afflictions, 


and leeing the Hand of God Arm'd with two of the moſt 
deadly Scourges, among all the Inſtruments of his Wrath, 
he could not forbcar pouring forth his Tears before 
Heaven, ſending up his Sighs ro God, and joining his 
Prayers with thoſe of che Church, to Implore bis Mercy, 

| ; that 
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that it may pleaſe him to turn away his Anger from 
Chriſtendom. In the mean Time he thought tit ro exhort 
his Imperial Majeſty, and earneſtly to beſeech him by 
this Letter written with his own Hand, to avoid a War, 
ſeeing it is in his Power to do it, and not to permit the 
Imperial Troops that were ready to pals into Italy, by 
their Diſorders, to overwhelm it with the greateſt of all 
Calamities; That his Majeſty will be pleaſed to take 
Care, that they commit nothing, unbecoming Chri- 
ſtians and the moſt Illuftrious Family of which he is 
deſcended. That they may have regard to the Dignity 
of the Holy See, to the Holy Church, and to God himſelf, 
that they may be mindful of the Religion of their Leader, 
and that of his glorious Anceſtors, which his Imperial 
Majeſty has protected by ſo many renowned Achieve- 
ments; That God will recompence him a Hundred 
Fold; That he alſo hopes, that God will inſpire his Ma- 
jeſty with what is moſt convenient for him, giving him 
with a Paternal Affection, his Apoſtolick Benediction. 

The Emperor having received the preceeding Letter, 
return'd no other Anſwer, than by making nece 
Preparations for an open War, whilſt the French, after 
having in vain demanded the Ciry of Mantua for a Place 
of Arms, appeared in a ſtrong Body within ſight of 
that City, as was ſuppoſed, ro countenance the Agree- 
ment made berwixr them and the Duke abcur irs Sur- 
render; yer for Forms ſake, before any act of Hoſtility 
was committed, the Duke of Mantua received the fol- 
lowing Letter from the Governour of Milan.

Aving confider'd, that it is a thing both neceſſary 
and convenient, to introduce into your Capital 
City, a ſufficient Garriſon of the Forces of both Crowns, 
for the Defence of this Sate, and of all Italy, wherein 
the Security and Preſervation of your Highnefſes Domi- 
nions are ſo highly concerned, becauſe rhe principal De- 
ſign of the Germans is to make themſelves Maſters of this

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veraign Princes ; therefore the Count de Teſſe, Gener: 
of rhe Auxiliary Forces of his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty in 
aly, is marching with an Army to put into the ſaid 
Place, ſuch a Number of Soldiers as he hall judge ne- 
cefiary, to avoid in that manner, the great Miſchief 
which may otherwiſe arile : Wherefore, I humbly be- 
ſeech your Highneſs, that you will be contented to let 

him do it immediately, leſt if your Highneſs refute to 
condeſcend to ſo juſt and neceſſary a Requeit, any ſſight 
Reſiſtance may be the Cauſe that your Highneſs may lee 
the rota: Ruin of your Subjects; ſecing, there will be a 
Neceuity of having no regard to any Excules or Pretences 
which your Highneſs may alledge to hinder in the Execu- 
tion of ſo whoiſome and juſt a Reſolution, whercin the 
Honour cf che Arms of both Monarchs, is concern'd, as 
having undertaken the Defence of the Quiet and Liberty 
of all Italy. I make no queſtion, but that your Highneſſes 
Prudence marurely reflecting upon the inevitable 
Ruin, to which you will be expoſed, in caſe of denyal, 
will condeſcend to this Requeſt, Signor d'Audfriddi © 
Queſter, [fodoro Caſado, are appointed in the Names of the 
Two kings, to agree to ſuch Capitulations, as ſhall ſeem 
molt convenient for your Highnefſes, for introducing 
_ theſe Forces for the Defence of this Country, and the 
greater Security of your Vaſſals, ſeeing your Highneſs 
may be aſſured, that beſides the Reſpect they will thew 
ro your Highneſs, rhe neceſſary Reſolutions which it be.

Hardly had the Duke rcad over this Letter, but it 
was back d by another from the Coun: ge Teſſe, the 
French General, which being much ro te ume Purpoſe, 
cxccpt in a little more hectoring Language, for Brevity 
fakeT omit. The Duke, aheugh! Capita]! City was 
extreamly ſtrong, and almoſt inaccc he in that Scaſon, 


by reaſon of its Stuaron ia the 1.7 ft of very deep 
Rſatrſhee, 
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Marſhes, immediately comply'd withthe French Demands, 
whoſe Forces ſoon entring the City took Pofſefwh there- 
of, and thereby cut off the moſt convenient Patlage of 
the Imperialiſts into the Milaneze, as likewiſe of ſeveral 
important Caltles, whoſe Soveraigns did not {pcedily de- 
clare for the Intereſt of the Two Crowns of France and 
Spain. We will not pretend to detain the Reader with 
any long Paſſages in rhe Duke of Savoy's Court, ſince at 
that Time that Duke, ſceing his Territories ſurrounded 
by the Forces of both Crowns, ſaw himſelf under a Ne- 
ceiſiy of openly declaring for the two Crowns ; whilft 
others, notwithſtanding the Menaccs and Importunities 
of the French and Spaniſh Ambaſſadors, declared for a 
Neutrality. But altho' the Republick of Venice declared 
for the ſame as reſolutely as any of the reſt, yet ſo 
impetuous was the Torrent of French Proceedings, that 
the Forces of the Two Crowns entring their Territories 
by Force, made themſelves Maſters of all the important 
Paſſes, through which the Imperialiſts might enter Naty. 
Wbilſt Affairs were thus tranſacting in this Parr of rhe 
Wor.d, rhe French King without further Loſs of Time, 
order'd the new King his Grandſon for Spain, to take 
Poſſetſion of his Throne, and with the Dauphin accom- 
panied him for cne Days Journey: His Two Bro- 
thers, the Dukes of. Burgundy and Berry, attending 
him as far as the land of Pheaſants, famous for the Py- 
renean Treaty, where they left him to purſue kis Journey. 
It would be needleſs to repeat the Demonſtrations of Joy 
the People ſhew'd throughout all rhe Parts of France 
the young Monarch paſſed; Suffice ir therefore to know, 
that upon his Arrival at Madril, he was received with all 
the publick Demonſtrarions of Affection, and ſeeming 
Acclamarions of a hearty Welcome.

| Hereas his Majeſty, the King of Great Britain, 
and the Lords of the States General of the United 
Provinces, upon the 25th. of March, in the Year 1700. 
concluded with is moſt Chriſtian Majeſty; a Treaty of 
Partition, to prevent Trouble, and a new War, which 
hey had all rhe reaſon to fear, by the Death of the King 
16 of Spain, without Iſſue; And whereas, among others, the 
| princy- 
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Principal Aim of the High Contractors in this Affair, was, 
to preſerve Peace, and particularly his Majeſties King- 
doms ; Ir is evident, that, though his Moſt Chriſtian Maje- 
ſty found ir convenient to accept the laſt Will of the King 
of Spain, by departing in that manner from the Treaty of 
Partitien; Neverthelets, that his Britannick Majeſty ought 
not to loſe the Effect of the ſame Treaty; but, that the 
Object of the ſaid Treaty, that is to ſay, General Peace 
and Tranquillity, and particular Security ought to be 
aſſured to him, at leaſt by ſome Equivalent, or other 
Means. To this End it is, that the Sicur Stanbope, his 
Britannick Majeſties Extraordinary Entoy and Plenipo- 
tentiary with the States General of the United Provinces, 
has Orders to propoſe to the Count D Avaux, Ambaſſa- 
dor and Plenipotentiary with the {aid States, che Points 
and Articles following. 


1. Thar, for the Preſervation of the General Peace and 
Tranquillity, wherein conſiſts a great part of the particu- 
lar Security of his Britannick Majeſties Kingdoms, his 
Imperial Majeſty ſhall be Invited into this Negotiation, 
and reaſonable Conſent and Satisfaction ſhall be given

2. That his Moſt Chriſtzan Majeſty, within a certain 
limited time, as ſhort as poſſible may be, ſhall withdraw 
all his Forces out or the Spanifſo Low Countrzes, not leaving 
any behind, nor ſhall it be permitted him, ever to ſend 
any more thither; but that, for the future, within the 
ſaid Spaniſih Netherlands, except in the Places of Security, 
of which mention ſhall be made in the following Article;

Commiſſioners, only that, inſtead of Newpore and Oftend, 
which the King of England demanded, the States demand- 
ed the Cities and Fortreſſes of Venlo, Ruremond, Stevens- 
WWaerd, Luxemberg, Namur, Charleroy, Mons, Dendermond, 
Damme, and St. Dona, with their Caſtles, Cittadels, 
Ferts, &c. 

The French Ambaſſador having ſent an account to his 
Maſter of this Conference, and the Memorials he received 
from the Engliſh and Dutch Plenipotentiaries, publickly 
declared, that, although his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty had 
conſented to the Admiſſion of the Engliſp Envoy, it 


wWoahs only that he might aſſiſt at the Conference, but 


what concerned England, was to be treated of in another 
Place, and therefore ſtrenuouſly inſiſted to treat with 


the Durch Plenipotentiaries, as to their Security alone; 


But their High and Mightineſſes perſiſting in their former 
Reſolution, to make no ſeparate Treaty, but in concert 
with the King of England, perceived themlelves on a ſudden 
ſo Surrounded on all ſides, except at Sea, by the numer- 
ous Forces of France, that they were obliged to cut their 
Dykes, and to lay their Country under Water, in ſome 
places, the better to ſecure their Frontiers, and prevent 


dhe dangers that threatned them by a ſudden Invaſion. 


Hereupon the French Ambaſſador, to make them ſenſible, 
his Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty was in Earneft, acquainted the 
States Commiſſioners, That he had Orders from his Ma- 
ſer, to let them know, his Intention was punctually to 
obſerve the Treaty of Refwyck ; Bur, if their High and 
Migbeineſſes were Reſolved to adhere to all the Points of 
their Demands, he would recal his Ambaſſador. The 
States General being by this threatning Meſſage through- 
ly convinced of the Dangers they were expoſed to, by

IS the Proteſtations We ME ro your Majeſty, not 

to enter into any Negotiation with France, but in 
Concert with England, We have judg'd it neceſſary to 
ask the Count d Avauæ, Ambaſſador Extraordinary from 
his Moſt Chriſtian Ma iefty, if he was inclined and autho- 
rized to enter again upon the Negotiation, in the Man- 
ner it was begun jointly with the Miniſter of your Ma- 
jeſty, as your Majeſty will ſee by our Reſolution of the 
d of this Month here encloſed. The Count 4 Avaux 
having ſent it to his Moſt Chr: Jon Majeſty, after the re- 
turn of his Expreſs, preſented a Memorial, of which we 
likewiſe add a Copy to this Letter. We immediately 
cemmunicated it to Mr. Stanhope, your Majeſt:es Envoy 
Extraordinary, and after havi ing conſulted with him 
An ir wh : found 10 me things 00'cure in rhe {aid Me- 
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Therefore we thought it neceſſary, to acquaint the ſaid 
Count d Avaux, that we were engaged, not to take any 
Meaſures in rhe Negotiation, bur in concert with your 
Majeſty. The Count d Avaux made anſwer to our De- 
puties, that he was come thither to treat about the Means 
of preſerving the general Peace, and eftabliſhing our par- 
ticular Safety, that if We would thereupon concert with 
your Majeſty, he had nothing to object againſt ir ; and 
that he was content that your Majeſties Envoy ſhould 
aſſiſt at the Conferences which are to be held upon that 
Subject; but chat he was not at all authorized to enter in- 
to Negotiation with him about the Concerns of England, 
which were to be treated elſewhere; ro which our De- 
puries repreſented, that in the Preſervation of the general 
Peace in which your Majeſty is equally concern d with 
us, our Safery could no wiſe be ſeparated from England, 
that the Intereſt therein was common to both the Two 
Nations, and that in the preſent Negotiation, your Ma- 


jeſty could not without doing you wrong, be look d 


otherwiſe than as a principal Party as well as we; But 
notwithſtanding the many Inſtances, and all the Reaſons 
our Depuries could alledge, the Count 4 Avaux perſiſted 


in his foreſaid Anſwer, ſaying, That he had no other 


Orders ; that he will fend our Reſolution (of which 


- your Majeſty will find herewith a Copy) to the Court of 


France, _ giving the leaſt Hopes of receiving an 
Anſwer agreeable to our Senſe of theſe Matters. Upon 
the Report which was made to us of this Matter, we 
judg d chat by this means the Intereſts of England were 
intended to be ſeparated from thoſe of our Republick, 
whereas we think them inſeparable. And, fince it is 
evident that they are ſo, we could draw no other Con- 
cluſion from this Proceeding, than, that France had a 
Mind to put an end to theſe Conferences, and to grant 
none of the Securities demanded, and which are ſo neceſ- 
ſary for the Preſervation of your Majeſties Kingdoms, 
and ef our State; We are obliged ro make all this known 


to your Majefty, and do again proteſt, that our Intereſts 


being the ſame with thoſe of your Majeſty in this pre- 
ſent Negoriation, and not to be ſeparated the one from 
the other, we will nor ſuffer them by any means to be 
divided. Ar the fame Time, Sir, we cannor bur repre- 
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ſent to your Majeſty, the great need we have of being 
aſſiſted, withaur Lots of Tunc, it we will prevent thc 
Ruin that threatens us, and the evident Danger that 
we are in. Your Majeſty knows perfectly the State of 
our Atfirs, and will eatity judge, if it is poſſible, in the 
Condition we are now in, to reſiſt the Forces of France, 
ſo much Superior to ours, which is the reaſon of our 
earneſt Requeſt to your Majeſty, to perform the Treaty 
made with the Approbation of the parliament, in the 
Year 1678, between King Charles II of Glorious Me- 
mory, and this State. We do now repeat our moſt 
preiling Inſtances, that we may have ſpeedily the Suc- 
_ ſtipulated, and the entire Effects of the ſaid Treaty, 

'e hope your Majeſty will ſo ſeriouſly conſider the State 
we are in, eſpecially after the poſitive Aſſurances you 
Majeſty has given us, that your Parliament had reſolved 
ro Intereſt themſelves with Vigour for our Preſervation, 
and to aſſiſt us in our preſent Necetlity, by furniſhing 
rhe Succours agreed on. We will acquaint your Ma- 
jeſty with the Poſture France puts itſelt in, and your Ma- 
jeſty will thereby judge, whether our Fear which ani- 
mates our Demands is ill grounded. France not being 
farisfy'd with having taken Poſlciſion of all the Places 
that belong'd to Spain in the Netherlands, docs daily put 
into them, aud caulcs actually to march chither very 
formidable Forces; They are drawing a Line from rhe 
Schelde near Antwerp, to the Maeſe, aud beginning 2no- 
ther Line, as we are informed, from Antwerp ro Offend, 
They ſend to the Places, which are nearęſt to our Fron- 
71ers, 4 very great Number of Cannon; They erect with 
all Diligence a great many Magazines in Flandert, Bra- 


bant, Gelders, and at Namur, which they fill with 


all ſorts of Ammunition and Proviſion for War, beſides 
a vaſt quantity of Forage, they lay up every where; 
they build under the very Cannon of our Town. More- 
over, they have engeavoured, and do ſtill endeavour, 
without Intermiſſion, to ſeparate the Princes our Friends 
from our Iuteteſt, and to engage them in their Alliance, 


pr at leaſt into a Neutrality. In tine, our Friends arę 


made uleleſs to us, by the Intrigues and Diviſions in the 
Empire, ard, thole of France augmented fo, that we are

furrounded on all fides, except by the Sea. You ſee, 
Sir, without any Diſguiſe, the true State and Condirion 
unto which We are reduced, without the Additien of 
any thing, but what is Matter of Fact. This makes us 


hope, that, as your Majeſty knows perfectly our Af- 
fairs, you will agree with us, that our Condition at 
preſent is worſe than it was during the laſt War, and 
worle than if we were actually in War, fince they build 
Forts under the Cannon of our ſtrong Places, and make 
Lines along our Frontiers, and that we cannot hinder 
rhem, as we could do, if we were actually in War. 
| Theſe Reaſons oblige us, to put our ſelves in a defenſive 

Condition, more than if we were actually attacked, ro 
put our Country under Water, and even to cut our Dikes 
to ſecure our Frontiers; We find our ſelves forced to 
make uſe of theſe Means, and whatever elſe we could 
have done in an open War, inſomuch that our Subjects 
ſuffer more than they did in the laſt War. Hitherto the 
Winter has been ſome ſort of a ſmall Security to us, the 
Seaſon is now paſt, and we do now expect every Mo- 
ment to be invaded and overrun, unleſs we are ſpeedily 
ſuccour d; We do promiſe it our ſelves from you, Sir, 
eſpecially ſince it has pleaſed your Majeſty to aſſure us, 
that the Parliament had taken favourable Reſolutions in 
our Behalf ; And, as our Neceſſity is very preſſing, ſo 
we beſeech your Majeſty ro conſider well the Extremity 
we are in, and the Impoſſibility we are under of avoid- 
ing the total Ruin and Overthrow of our State, if we are 
left in this Condition. Sir, We believe the Intereſt of 
England ſo cloſely united to ours, that we will expoſe 
our ſelves to all Events, rather than ſuffer them ro be 
ſeparated, or to take any other Meaſures, than in concert 
with your Majeſty. It is very needleſs to preſent to your 
Majeſty, that the Preſervation of your own Kingdom, 
ſhould engage you to prevent our Ruin, ſeeing we think 
their Loſs is inſeparable from ours; The Reaſons, Sir, 
are better known to you than us, as well as the fatal 
Conſequences they will be expoſed ro, in leaving us in 
this Condition; which perſwades us, that, by your Ma- 
jeſties great Prudence, and the guod Intentions of your 
Parliament, you will direct all things, fo as to let Europe 
ſee, that nothing is more conducing to its Safety, than 
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the Alliances with England, and your Friendſhip for us. 
We without delay, the Succours and Performance 
of the atorementioned Treaty, and pray to God, Sir, 
wo preſerve your Majeſties Sacred Perſon in a long State 
of Healch, and your Dominions in a flouriſhing Condi.

After this, whilſt his Majeſty ſpent ſome ſmall time in 
Viewing the Frontier Garritons belonging to the State, 
and in giving the neceſſary directions for the Defence of 
them, in caſe the intended Negotiation ſhould not ſucceed- 
ed well; no ſooner he returned to the Hague, but he was 
inform d that the Count D Avaux, the French Miniſter, 
inſtead of rene wing the Conferences, had delivered the 
following Letter to the States General.

| Moſt Dear Great Friends, Allies and Confederates, 
E have thought fit to re- cal the Count D' Avavx, 
'y our Ambaſſador Extraordinary to you, ſeeing the 
little Frui: rhoſe Conferences have produc'd, which 
you deſired of us, and which you have ſince often Inter- 
| rupred. 
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rupted. We are nevertheleſs inclined to the Eftabliſhing 
of a Peace ; as he will further declare our Intenrions ro 
you before his departure: Nothing remains for us, bur 
to aſſure you, that it ſtill depends on you to receive Marks 
of our antient Friendſhip for your Republick, and of our 
deſire to give you Proofs thereof, on all Occaſions. So 
we pray God, that he may have you, Met Dear Great 
Friends, Allies and Confederates, in his Holy Keeping.

The ſaid Ambaſſador, the better to enlarge upon his 
Maſter's Letter, and to explain his Sentiments, took this 
opportunity of delivering to them at the [ame time, the 
following Memorial, 


Har his Excellency was in hopes, their Lordſhips 
would have had that Confidence in his Maſter's 
Affection and his deſire of Peace, as would have diſſipated 
thoſe vain Fears, which the Advancement of his Grand- 
{on to the Throne of Spain had infuſed into them; And, 
that he ſhould have returned to the King his Maſter, with 
the Satisfaction of having been Employed in preventing 
the new Troubles that threatned Europe, which Hope was 


Confirmed, when by their acknowledging the Lawful 


Rights of the King of Spain, they wrote ro Congratu- 
late him, and ſcem'd thereby to diſown the Injuſtice ot 
Foreign Pretenſions, whatever they might preſiſt in, in de- 


manding for themſelves. So that all things ſeemed to be 


in a fair way toward the Settling of a Peace, when the 
Propoſals made by your High and Mightineſſes, and the 


King of England's Envoy, gave occaſion to judge that 


War, rather than Peace, would be the Fruit ot that ſtrict 
Union, which the Conformity of Propoſals denoted be- 
rween that Prince and your High and Mightineſſes; they 
proteſted, that their exceflive Demands were the effect 
of a juſt Fear grounded on the King's power; bur if that 
Fear ſo livelily expreſſed in your Letter ro the King of 
Great Britain, during the Sitting of the Parliament, was 
Real, and that they had no other End in Repreſenting 
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them, than to prevent them; The mcans of doing it, weie 
in your own Hands, and there was no need of making all 
thoſe Preparations for the greateſt War. That their 
Lordſhips had deſired the Conferences, and it depended 
on them to render them uſeful; But their Lordſhips had 
again delay d the Cenclufion of them, by demanding the 
Admiſſion of the King of England's Envoy in the Confe- 
rences, which if he Oppoted, for ſome time, twas out of 
his ſincere deſire to remove all Obſtacles which rhe Ene- 
mies ro Peace are continually laying in the way; Nor did 
his Majeſty believe, their Lordilups would ſo eahly have 
inſiſted upon the pretended Satisfaction to be given to the 
Emperor ; and confounded the Intereſt of other Princes 
wich their own, and ſet themſelves up for Arbitrators, 
between the Houſes of France and Auſtria, that fo Wile 
a Repubiich ſhould, in Favour of the Houle Auſtria againſt 
France, reſolve to break thoſe Freatics, which they had 
looked upon as the Confirmation and Seal of their Sove- 
raignty, that they ſhould engage themſelves at the Ex- 
pence of their Provinces, their Commerce, and their 
Wealth, ro Support Foreign Intereſts, when a little before 
they had acted quite the co:mrary, by acknowledging the 
King of Spain. | SE 
Thar, after all this, his Excellency ſhould abuſe his 
Maſter, ſhould he write ro him, that any Succels was to 
be expected from the Conferences. Thar his Mafter had 
too diſcerning a judgment, not to be convinced to the 
contrary; after the King of Great Britains Envoy had 
declared, that his Maſter would never depart from the 
Intereite of the Emperor, and that he would not enter in- 
to any Frupolals of Accommodation, unleſs Satisfaction 
were given to that Prince. That the Ties between your 
Lerdſhips and the King of England, were too ſtrict, and 
they had too well made known their blind ſubmiſſion ro 
che Sentiment of tizar Monarch; And, no doubt, but they 
had already taken a Reſolution, to make the ſame De- 
claration to the molt Chriſtian King's Ambaſſador, nay, 
in effect, they had doiie ic already before- hand, by declar- 
g, that their Commuſſoners ſhould not continue the Con- 
ferences withour the Intervention of the Engliſh Envoy:

the King of Great Britain's Sentiments, but have 1 great 
Deference for his Advice, becaule they are perſwaded He 
75 wholly inclined to preſerve the Peace, and convinced, he 
ſeeks nothing but the Welfare of their Republick, That, 
if the Conferences be Suſpended on that account, they 
ſhall look upon it as a great Misfortune, but if the King 
of France thought fit to let them continue, and to allow 
Satisfaction to the Emperor, they had hopes of a good 
Concluſion. That they have been obliged, indeed, to 
Arm, but did not begin to do it, till they ſaw their Bar- 
riers in the Spaniſh Netherlands, that hath coſt them ſo 
much Blood and Treaſure, Poſſeſſed by French Troops, 
their own Forces detained, and great Preparations of War 
made there. That their Icalouſie was beſides increaſed 
conſiderably, by the ſtrict Union that appeared every day 
between France and Spain, though the Treaty of Partition, 
was made for this, among other reaſons to prevent Jea- 
louſies from the Dien of too many States. That they 
have cnuveavoured by all poſſible Means to preſerve his 
Frieniftup, but if they muſt, contrary to their Inclinati- 
on, enter into a War, they have no cauſe to blame them- 
ſelves for i, and therefore hope that Gd will Protect them, 

The Count receiving this anſwer from the States as 
their final Reſolution, ſent it forthwith to his Maſter the 
French Ring, ho no Ways arrroving of ir, as directiy Op- 
poſite to their Projects, of opening themſelves a Door to 
the Univerial Monarchy, through the Subjection of Spain, 
and thete being conſequently but little room to hope for a- 
nv reaſonable Satisfaction to be given to the Emperor ; this 
Point, fo much and ſo jultly f%2d uron by the King of 
Greet Britatn, put a final Concluſion ro the very Hopes 
of Succeſs of any further Negotiation for that time; fo 
the Ambaſſador had orders ſent him to return Home, 
which the Count acquainting the States with, and being 
admirrea to his Audience of Leave, ke delivered to them 
the enſuing Memorial.

who had ſo often Signalized themſelves againſt the Turks, 
he paſs d the Adige, in Sight of the Spaniſh Troops, at Ro- 


vigo, and la Badia, and afterwards the Po, 15 Miles from 


rorano. But the Enemy not only keeping their Poſts 
on the Adige, but alſo ſtrengthning them with new En-

the beſt Troops march'd ro Triccato, upon the Tartara,

That which troubles me moſt in this tad 
Conjuncture, is, that I know the important Conſequen- 
ces of em for the Affairs of the State; nor would the 
Lots of all I have in the World, be ſuch a Diſconſolation 
to me. Yeſterday I receiv d a Letter from the King, 
and Monſieur de Chamillard, where the News of Monſieur 
de Villercy's Departure was ſent me. That was no Trou- 
ble to me, for J am prepared, with the trueſt Sincerity 
in the World, and from the Bottom of my Heart, to join 
my Cares, my Pairs, and Knowledge of the Country, 
lo that I might reſtore the Honour and Reputation of the 
King's Arms. I love my Maſter and my Country; 
Theſe Objects ſtill are next my Heart, in the midſt of 
my Muisfcrrunes ; and the little Satisfaction the King 
has had in my Services this Campaign. I perceive fome 
Sparkles of his Goodnels, in that he does not caſt me 
quite down, and I acknowledge it as becomes me. 
Adieu, dear Brother, this is enough upon ſo mellancholy

The Imperialiſts reſolving to purſue their Succeſs, 
and to try their Fortune with another Mareſchal 
of France, advanced as far as Chiari, a Town belonging 
to the Venetians, where, being fatigud by their long 
March, and knowing the Superiority of the Enemy, by

Whilſt this Alliance was concluding and ratifying by 
the High Confederates, and others were upon the Anvil;

for him to carry on rhe War in that Country, and to en-

** French Reſident's Memorial to the States General. 


HE under- written, Reſident of the moſt Chriſ ian 

King, has Orders to Repreicur to your Lordthips, 
that, belore the numerous Armies which his Majeſty has 
on Fcot, are obliged to enter upon Action, his Majeſty is 
willing to remind your Lordihips of what you owe to the 
Altection of the Kings his Predeceſiors, and the laſt ſteps he 
made jor prefers wy the Peace, reſtored by the Treaty of 
Reſw#5cs, It is nor 10 be imputed to the King, if this 
flouriihing Repuviick, evcr naß; y, White they looked 
upon their itrict Union with the Crown of Hauce, as one 
of the Fundamental Maxims of your Government, did 
not long enjoy a perfect Tranquility, and the Advauta- 
ges which his Majetty was pleaſed ro Grant them for 
their Commerce, by the late Ircatics. Your Lordſhips 
have {een how far his Majeſty has carried his Parience 
and Moderation. His Majeſty has choicn, rather to 
bear the laſt Extremity, the vain Reproaches of Weak- 
neſs, arid Diſtruſt of his own Strength, than to undeceive 
your people, by turning his Arms againſt a State he itil!

rempr and Scorn; the Falſities thercof, being lo obvious,

| Har their High aud Mighty Loräſhips, do always 
remember that happy time, in Which their Repub 
lick was in a ſtrict Cofederacy with the Crown of 


France, being then United together by mutual Intereſts. 


Thar they have never done any thing that might occation 
any Change cr Alteration therein; But chat, to their 
great Regret, They have not been able to have the Ho- 
nour to continue in the Aticction of his moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
jeſty, as they have been in that of his Predcecfiors, of 
Glorious Memory, although they have always highly 
eſteemed his Friendſhip, aud have given Proots of their

expedient, than formerly; That doubtleſs, this has Refe- 
rence to the Death of his Majeſty, the late King of Grear 
Britain, of immortal Memory. But herein, the ſaid 
Sieur, Reſident, has extreamly deceived himſelf for want ot 
underſtanding the Conſtitution of their Government. That 
he ought to know, that their High and Mighty Lordſhips 
have had heretofore, as much Liberty as at preſent, to 
Debate, and take all ſuch Reſolutions as they judged ne- 
ceſſary and ule ful for the Good and Preſervation of their 
State.

Whilſt che Confederates were cencerting the Operati- 
ons for the approaching Campaign, and the Imperial and 
French Armies in Itah were in their Winter Quarters, 
his Highve!s Prince Eugene of Savey, the Imperial Gene- 
ral (to his Immortal Honour be it remembred) reſolved to 
convince the Wor'd, that M. Vilercy was likely to have 
ro better Succeſs againſt the imperial Arms, than his Pre- 
deceilor, For this purpoſe, he contrived a Stratagem to 
ſurp rize Cremena , Which ſuccceding according'y , put 
the French and Spaniſo Garriſons therein, with the whole 
Town, into that Dilorder and Confuſion, that Villercy 
himſelf, was taken Priſoner, and very Honourably 
Cenducted as a Preſent to the Empercr. The De- 
fign of this Hiſtory being to abridge Matters, as ſhor: 
as potlible, I think it needleſs to repeat any further par- 
ticulars of this Action, only I cannot forbear to add, 
1 that had it not been for ſome Ir:ſb Battalions, who time- 
1 ly Barricacod, and bravely Defended the Po Gate, and 
contequently hindred a ftrong Body of Imperialiſts from 
_ entrir g on that fide, over the Bridge of Boats, they had 
remaincd Maſters of that conſiderable City. | 
The Ferch Kirg by this time, ſenſib'e, that by break- 
d ing off of the Conferences about the Affairs of Selfaton, 
# r.cthirg but War mutt be expected, Ordered his Grand- 
| ſon, the Duke of Burgundy, to depart for the Saniſ Low 
3 Ccuntries, and take ut onchim the Command of the Ar- 
ky mies of the twWo Crowns, that ftill conti ued hovering 
. | over the Frontiers of Helland, where, by this time, ſeve- 
| ral 
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ral Skirmiſhes happening, and the States General nor ab'e 
ro endure the Works he French were Caſting up about 
them, Ordercd General Coehcrn with a Body of ten thou- 
ſand Men into Flanders, to demoliſh the Lines berween, 
St. Donas and Fort Jabella, which he Executed with that 
Expedition, that hat the French had been ſeveral Months 
Raiſing, was in few Days Levell'd to the Ground. 

But to return to the Hague, where, by this time, the final 
Reſolution of this High Confederates being made known 
to each other, and the Seaſon for che Campaign drawirg 
nigh, the Engliſh Ambaſſador took his leave of the State: 
General, and rerurncd to England ; fo that now, the War 
more and more breaking our on all fides, the States Gene- 


ral to juſtifie to the whole World their Conduct ard 


their Reaſons for raking up Arms, publiſhed a Manifeſto, 
which containing an exact Account, of moſt of the Steps 
made by France, for the attaining ro the Univerſal Mo- 
narchy, by the Reduction of the Dominions of Spain. 


muſt not be omitted here. 


The States General's Manifeſto againſt the French King. 


IHE States General of the United Netherlands: To 
all, to whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, greeting; 
Know ye, That the King of France, having for a long 
tune fince, caſt his Eyes upon theſe Provinces, to Seize 


upon the ſame if poiſible or entirely to Deſtroy and Ruin 


them, has, in order to compaſs his Deſign, twice Attack d 


this Republic viz. in the Years 1672 and 1688. by a moſt 
unjutt and violent War, though we had done our utmoſt 


toward avoiding the ſame, and preſerve the Continuation 
of Peace and Tranquillity: That nothing is more evident- 
ly known, than that, if that King had Succeeded in his 
Deſign, and Poſſeſſed himſelf of theſe Provinces, he would 
have thereby made his way to the Univerial Monarchy; 
and it he had bur only weakened them, and forecd them 
ta Sir ſtill, and ſeparate themſelves from their Allics, tis 
no leſs Notorious, that he might have attained his Aim, by 
Subduing other Princes and Powers, whereby this Repb- 
lick had been in a manifeſt Danger, of being Rednc'd 


as well as other States, looſing Her Liberty and Religion, 


which are rhe rwo precious Advantages for which the 
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Subjects of this State have formerly ſuffered ſo many 
Crue! Perſecutions, and which they could never fully and 
entirely enjoy, till they had Frankly and Heartily Sacri- 
ficed their Fortunes and Blood, with every thing elſe that 
was dear to them, and maintained a War of Eighty Years 
ſtanding, againſt the then Powerful Kings of Spain. 

Thar, notwithſtanding it has pleaſed God ro Puniſh 
theſe Provinces, by the two laſt Wars, becauſe of their 
Sins, yet he has not permitted, that the French King ſhould 
put in Exccution his Ambitious Defigns, but on the con- 
trary, has to favoured the Arms of the Republick and 
their Allies, that they obtained 1678, and 1697. a Gene- 
ral Peace, whereby France was obliged to reſtore large 
Provinces, Lordſhips, and Important Places to the Em- 
peror, che Empire and the King of Spain, which She had 
poſſeſſed, partly by a violent Force, and partly by Craft 
and Artifices, under the ſpecious Name of Re-unions, 
and other Pretences againſt the Treaty of Nimeguen. 

The Treaty of Peace of Reſwyck, and that of Com- 
merce, being ſo Solemnly concluded in the Year 1697. 
We had all the reaſon in the World to flatter our ſelves, 
that the ſame would be bona ſide Executed in all its Points, 
bur we have found on the contrary by Experience, that 


they did not deſign on the part of France, to obſerve em, 


but only to induce us and our Allies to lay down our 
Arms, disband our Forces, and ſeparate us one from the 
other. in order to Weaken us, and particularly to Enervate 


and Ruin our Subjects, in Ruining our Commerce, that 


France might the more eaſily obtain the Aim here- above- 
mentioned. This is ſo norcrious, that the Trearies afore- 
ſaid, of Peace and Commerce, were hardly Rarified, but 
She began manifeſtly ro encroach upon the Trade of theſe 
Provinces, which is the Sinew of this State, by their 
openly refuſing to grant us the Tariff promiſed unto us b 
the Trea y aforeſaid; putting thereby the Subjects and 
Merchants of this Republick, to numberleſs Troubles upon 
that account; which obliged us after a long, tedious and 
expenſive Negotiation, to accept a Tarrff, though diſad- 
vantageous to us, contrary to the Tenor of the ſaid Trea- 
ry. in order to prevent a greater Miſchief. 

Thar, notwithſtanding it was Stipulated by the 5th

Aricle of che faid Treary of Commerce; that ſuch of 
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our Subjects as ſhould ſettle in France, for carrying on of 
Trades, ſhouid be Free, and Exempred from the Duties 
and Taxes laid upon Foreigners, yet exceſſive Duties 
have been laid upon our Subjects, and we have been forc'd 
to lee. and bear the ſame. 

That, in the mean while, the King of France omitted 
nothing to perſuade us by all imaginable Proteſtations, 
that he had no other Deſign, than the Preſervation of the 
Peace, and the Removing of all Obſtacles, that may in- 
terrupt the ſame. And whereas the Weak Conſtitution- 
of the King of Spain, could not promiſe a long Lite, ard 
| thar his Death was like to cauſe great Wars aud Diffe- 
rences ; this occaſioned a Treaty, whereby on one fide, 
it was provided, that the French King ſhould not have 
that exorbitant Power, which otherwiſe he would have 
had by the Acceſſionꝰor Union of the Spaniſh Monarchy 
to his Crown, and by theſe prevented the ill conſequences 
all Europe was afraid of; and on the other Hand, Satisfacti- 
on was given to others, who claim d the ſaid Succeſſion, 
in order to preſerve the General Peace. 

That upon this Foundation, the King of France having 
concluded on the 34 and 25th Day of March, 1700. a 
Solemn Treaty with the King of England, and this State, 
we were in hopes thereby to preſerve the General Peace; 
but that Treaty was no ſooner concluded and ratified, when 
it moſt evidently appeared, that it was not the Intention 
of the French King to ſtand by it, and obſerve it, but on 
the contrary, that they uſed all manner of Artifices in the 
Court of Spain, not only to render the Emperor od ious to 
the Spaniards, but allo to oblige the King to diſpoſe of 
his Succetſion by a Teſtament, in Favour of France. 

Thar the King of Spain, ſometime after, departing this 
Life, they produced a Teſtament, whereby the Duke of 
Anjou, Grandſon to the King of France, was declared 
Heir of all the Kingdoms and Dominions of the Deceaſed 
"M—_ | 

That the ſaid Will being made Publick, the Frencl 
King did immediately give Proofs of his Secret Intenti- 
ons, making ule of all imaginable Means to gratiſie his 
vaſt Ambition, and in order thereunto, without any re- 
ſpect or regard to a Treaty, ſo ſolemnly and newly con- 
uded, and the repeated Proteſtations he had made, ne- 
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ver to depart from it; he accepted the ſaid Will, break- 
ing and violating the Treaty aforeſaid, without giving 
any previous Communication of his Intentions to thole 
with whom he had made it, notifying the ſame, without 
any Diſguiſe to the Republick, and alledging for the Prin- 


cCipal Motive thereof, that the Spirit and Senſe of che 
ſaid Treaty, and not the Letter, were only to be regard- 


ed, and explaining that Spirit and Senſe in his own way, 
as he thought fit; nor omitting at the ſame time, to 
threaten us, and repreſenting the Dangers and Misfor- 
tunes which we may expect, if we did not Conform our 
ſelves to that Spirit; Which Preceeding is a Breach of 
Faith as uncommon and unheard of as ever was, and a 
dangerous Inſtance which rends for the Furure, ro under- 
mine and ruin the Faith of all Publick Treaties. That 
by Verrue of the Teſtament aforeſaid, that King did 
not content himſelf, ro cauſe the Duke of Anjcu to be 
Proclaimed King of Spain, bur he Poſſeſſed himiſelf in 
his Name, of all the Kingdoms and Dominions of the 


Spaniſh Monarchy, withour any regard to the Pretenti- 


ons of the Emperor, which were fo fully owned in the 
Treaty aforelaid, that they were not only laid as 
the Foundation of the ſaid Treaty, but alſo ſo far ac- 
knowledged for Fult and Lawful on all fides, that the 
om part of the Spaniſh Monarchy was yielded to the 
Arch-Duke of Auſtria, Thar the ſaid King being un- 
willing to ſtop there, cauſed his own Troops to rake Poſ- 
ſeſſion of rhe Spaniſh Netherlands, notwithſtanding our 
own were in Garriſon therein, by the Permiffion and 
Conſent of the late King of Spain, for the Defence and 


Security of rhe {aid Country, and with a great deal of 
Difficulty, was at laſt perſuaded to let our ſaid Troops re- 
turn Home, after they were very much weakened; That 


by theſe means, the Republick, was deprived of her Ram- 
part and Barrier, for which we had already Maintained 


two Bloody Wars, and which the King of France himſelf 


had Aſſigned in the Conditions of Peace, concluded in 


rhe Year 1679. and contrary to what was Sripulated in 


the Treaty of Partition, and inſiſted upon, on the Parr of 
the Republic ( viz.) that the ſaid Spaniſh Netherlands 
fiould belong to the Arch-Duke of Auris. 

| That 
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Thar the ſaid King of France immediately began to 
govern Arbitrarily, the Kingdoms and Dominions of 
Spain, under the Name of his Grandſon, as well in Ci- 
vil, as in Miliary Affairs; and has fo united thoſe States 
to his own, as it the ſame were bur one and the ſame 
Kingdom and Government, which can never more evi- 
dently appear, than in the Cafe of the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands, the Barrier of this State, where it appears, as in- 
deed they write it from Spain, that the ſaid Provinces 
have been abſolutely yielded and made over to the King 
of France, and that he exerciſes an abfolure Authority over 
them, both in Civil and Military Affairs, and likewiſe in 
Matters of Finances. 

That the French King having carried his Exorbitatit 
Power to this Degree, which the Chriſtian World had ſo 
long apprehended, and laid ſuitable Foundations for ob- 
taining the Univerſal Monarchy, did not delay long to 
put thoſe Projects in Execution, ſending a Formidable 
Army into Italy, ro make himſelf entirely Maſter thereof; 
having already fenta great Number of Troops into the 
Spaniſh Netherlands, to frighten and oblige us, if poſſi- 
ble, to a Separate Treaty without our Allies. 

Thar theſe Artifices, tho never fo well concerted, 
falling ſhorr of the defired Effect, the French King made 
uſe of all other imaginable Ways, to compel us thete- 
unto by Force, and to that end, ſeized on the City and 
Citadel of Liege, wichout the Conſent of the Dean and 
Chapter, and without the previous Conſent and Know- 
ledge of the Emperor and the Empire; cauſed the Dean 
of the ſaid Chapter to be by Violence ſeized and carried 
away, into the Spaniſh Dominions, that he might not 

oppoſe his Deſign, and in Order to ſtrike a Terror into 
the (aid Chapter. CO | 

That, being not ſatisfied with having thus ſeized upon 
Liege, in order to ſtraiten us more and more, he pof- 
ſeſs d himſelf, contrary to the Will of the Chapter of 
Cologne, of the moſt conſiderable Places of that Arch- 
Biſtoprick, and namely of the Fortreſſes of Bon, Keyſer- 
wert. and MWinberg, (his Deſign upon the City of Cologne 
having happily miſcarried, by their good Condit) to 
put himſelf in a Condition to invade the Republick, as 
he had done in the Year 1672. And, that nothing might 
| | | be 
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be wanting to make himſelf ſure of it, and in order to 
block us up on all Sides, he cauſed a conſiderable Num- 
ber of Troops to be railed at his own Charge in the 
Country of Wolfembuttel, that they might invade us on, 
that Side, ſending at the ſame Time all Sorrs of Ammu- 
nition and Artillery to the Mine, through Foreign Coun- 
tries, the better ro invade theſe Provinces. 

That the ſaid King being not ſatisfied with having 


ſtraitned us in that manner by Land, proceeded further, 
and by poſſeiſing himſelf in the Name of the King of 


Spain, of all the Harbours in Spain, Naples, Sicily, and 
. other Iſlands in the Mediterranean, as allo the Spaniſh 


Netherlands, and the Indies, he made himſelf entire Ma- 
ſter of the Commerce of Europe, and obtain d the Power 
to exclude us and other Nations from it; And finally, 


that we might have no Room or Place left for Trade, 


he endeavour d to perſwade the King of Portugal to for- 


bid us his Harvours, and ſent at the ſame time a Squa- 


dron into the M'ft Indtes, on Purpole to ſeize the Silver 
Fleer, in which our Subjects, and thoſe of other Princes, 
and Potentates, were ſo conſiderably concerned. 

That, Affairs being in that intricate and dangerous Con- 
dition, we, as the neareſt and moſt exopſed to the Fire, 
having in the firſt place invoked God Almighty to our 
Aſſiſtance, thought it neceſſary to put our ſelves into a 


Poſture of Defence, and to Arm our ſelves, as well as 


we could, both by Sea and Land, againft that Exorbi- 
rant Power, and the Dangers we were threarned with; 
and at the ſame time, to detire of our Neighbours and 
Allies, the Succours they had promis'd us by Trearies, 


in caſe we were moleſted and diſturbed , which the 


having granted us with the fame Readineſs we deſired, 


we put our ſelves in that Con dition, that refuſing © h 


hearken to any private Treaty with France, we had Time 
to Confederate our ſelves with his Imperial Majeſty, rhe 
King of England, and other Princes and Potentates, for 


the common Defence of cur and their reſpective Domi- 


niens, the Preſervarion of the Liberry of Europe, and for 

recovering the General Peace and Tranquillity. 
Thar, every one beginning ro open their Eyes, and 
ro think of their natural Defence, the Emperor ſent 4 
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eonfiderable Army into Italy, to oppoſe the French 
Kang. 

That his Imperial Majeſty having thought fit to diſlodge 


the French our of the Electorate of Cologne, and uied all 


imaginable Ways for it, did, together with the Directors 
of the Circles concerned therein, defire our Aſſiſtance, 
which we, (conformable to our Engagements, our own 
Defence, and the ſtrict Alliance we were enter'd into) 
could not refuſe, but on the contrary thought it neceſſa- 
ry, that our Forces there and elſewhere, ſhould act as 


Auxiliaries by way of Diverſion, 


Thar theſe Proceedings of the French, have, to our 
great Sorrow, kindled a War in ſeveral Parts of the 
World, which is actually begun and carried on with a 
great deal of Violence. 

Thar, as we had not given the leaſt Pretence theres 
unto, bur on the contrary, made our utmoſt Efforts for 
the Preſervation of the General Peace, we were very glad 
ro ſce a Miniſter the French King had ſent into thoſe 
Parts, and neglected nothing to engage him to make ſome 
Propoſals for maintaining the General Peace; Bur ſee- 
ing we could not ſucceed therein, we made ſome 
Demands, which we thought neceffary for recovering a 
General Tranquillity, and our private Security, bur t here 
has been no Manner of Anſwer, nor the leaſt Offer made 
thereupon. | : | 

Thar indeed, ſome outward Proteftations of Peace 
have been made on that Side; bur as at the ſame time 
they continued their Warlike Preparations, to ſeize the 
Lands of our Neighbours, and to Confederate themſelves 
with ſeveral Princes and Potentates, they have clearly 
manifeſted, that their Prerenfions would come to nothing, 
unleſs we were reſolved to treat ſeparately from our Al- 
lies, and this they have ſtill more evidently diſcover'd, 


by recalling ſucceſſively to Miniſters. 


Finally, that King has, upon that Foot, cauſed his Re 
ſident to declare unto us in a Memorial, that his Armies 
were in a Condition to act againſt us, if we came to no 
Reſolution about the Things contained in that Memo- 
rial 5 

And, as there is nothing more evidently known, that 
chat the Deſigns of the preſent King of Spain, againſt rhe 


Libert; 
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Liberty of our State and Concern, are the ſame as thoſe 
of the King of France, nay, as all the World may be con- 
vinced, by the whole Directions and Management of 
Afairs, that the King of France, and the Pretent King 
of Spain, are one and the fame in Effect, and that the King 
of Spain can do, nor wilt do nothing, but what the King 
of France pleales, and wilt have him ro do, as if the 
Kingdoms of France and Spain were united into one; Ir 
follows from thence, that, whatever the King of France 
has done againft us and our Allies, in the Name of the 
King of Spain, mutt be taken and underſtood ro be made 
by the King of Spain himſelf, or at leaft by both of them. 


That by theſe Means the King of France, above what has 


been already faid, has made uſe of the Spaniſh Troops, 


in the Name of the King of Spain, to carry on his De- 


figns againſt us, that in that Name, he has erected a 
Fort within the reach of the Cannon of a Fortreſs be- 


longing to this Republick, contrary to the Treaty 


concluded with the King of Spain, in the Year 1648, and 
contrary to the Laws of Nations, and thoſe of War. 

Thar the King of Spain-has nor only ſuffered rheſe Pro- 
cecdings of the King his Grandfather, bur abſolutely 
approved the ſame, and the actual Seizing of the whole 
Monarchy of Spain, and in particular, of the Spaniſh 
Netherlands, that neceſſary Barrier of our State. 

That all Divine and Human Laws dictating to us, 
that being thus ſtraitned, block d up on all Sides, and 
actually attack'd by the Kings of France and Spain, 
and threatned by them with ſo many Dangers, we may, 
and are bound to make uſe againſt them, of all the 
Means God and Natute have put into our Hands, for 


our Defence of protecting our Subjects, and for pre- 


ſerving their Religion and Liberty, and to that end, to 
take up Arms againſt the ſaid Kings of France and Spain, 
who have togetlier conſpited our Ruin and Deſtruction, 
and declare War againſt them, as we do by theſe Pre- 

ſents, truſting that God Almighty will bleſs the Juſtice 
of our Cauſe, and the Means we make ule of, deſiring all 
Kings, Republicks and States, who love their own Pre- 
tervation and Liberty, together with that of Europe, 


that they will regard this our Declaration, as an Effect 


of 
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of an urgent and prefling Neceſſity, for defending our 
ſelves, and protecting our Subjects, and conſequently all 
Europe; And that they will in Conjunction with us, op- 
pole the ill Detigns of the Kings of France and Spain, and 
their Exorbitant Power; whereby they intend to make 
themlelves Matters of all Chriſtendom, and to that End 
to give us Aid and Aſſiſtance. | * 

Laſtiy, We command and require all our Subjects 
and Inhabitants of theſe Provinces, Commanders, Otfi- 
cers, Soldiers and others, of what Quality ſoever they 
be, to own and regard the ſaid Kings of France and 
Spain as Enemies of this State, ro invade their Country, 
and fail upon their Subjects and Vaſials both by Sea and 
Land, to repel their Violences, and do every thing elle 
they arc obliged ro do, for rhe Detence of our Country 
and the Damage of our Enemies. 

And, that no Body may pretend to be ignorant thereof, 
ve require and command, the Lords, States, Counſel- 
lors, and Deputy States, of theſe reſpective Provinces, 
and all other Officers and Magiſtrates of this Country, 
to cauſe theſe Preſents to be proclaimed, publiſned and 
poſted up, on the 15th Day of this Inſtant, in the Place 
where Publications of this Nature are uſually made; 
commanding likewiſe, that the ſame be publiſhed and 
affixed in the uſual Places of the Diſtrict of the Genera- 
lity. Done and concluded in the Aﬀembly of the Lords 
the States General, at rhe Hague, May the 8th, 1702,

of Alliance with the Emperor of Germany, the States Ge- 
neral of the United Provinces, and other Princes and Po- 
tentates, for preſerving the Liberty and Ballance of Eu- 
rope, and for reducing the Exorbitant Power of France; 
which Treaties are grounded upon the unjuſt Uſurpa- 
tions and Encroachments of the French King, who had 


taken, and ſtill keeps Poſſeſſion of a great Part of the 


Spaniſh Dominions, exerciſing an Abſolute Authority 
over all that Monarchy, having Seized Milan, and the 
Spaniſh Low- Countries, by his Armies, and made himſelf 
Maſter of Cadia, of the Entrance into the Mediterranean, 
and of the Ports in the Spaniſh Weſt Indies by his Fleets, 


every where deſigning to invade the Liberties of Europe, 


and to obſtruct the Freedom of Navigation and Com-

The Parliament of England having by this time 
ſettled the Revenue on her Majeſty for her Life, as 


was granted to the late King, for the Honour and Sup- 


port of the Crown, and demonſtrated their great Zeal 
and Affection for the Government, created fo great a 
Harmony and good Underſtanding between her Majeſty 
and her Subjects, that her Majeſty, to eaſe her People, 
and to contribute her utmoſt rowards the neceſſary Ex- 


pences of a [uſt War, was pleaſed to order 100000 l. 


out of her own Revenue, to be apply'd for the Publick 
Service of that Year. I need not here repeat her Ma- 
jeſties Royal Speeches from the Throne, for the Pro- 
tection of her Subjects, and the Proſecution of the War, 
nor the repeated Addreſſes of ber People to ſupport her 
in it; ſince all England Unanimouſly agreed on a vigo- 
rous Proſecution, in Order to which, both Houſes pre- 
ſented the following Address.

Mk, Your Majeſties moſt Dutiful and Loyal Sub- 
jects, the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in Parliament aflembied, beg Leave to re- 
preſent to your Majefty, as our Opinion, that nothing 
will more contribute to the effectual carrying on the Juit 
and Neceſſary War wherein you are engaged, to the in- 
terrupting the Trade of your Enemies, to the depriving 
them of Intelligence, and reducing them to the greareft 
Straits, than an entire Prohibition of all Correſpondence 
with France and Spain, cn the Part of the Allies; and we 
do therefore humbly advite your Majetty, that you will 
be pleaſed, io toon as may be, to engage the Emperor, 
the States General, and the other Ailics, to join with your 
Majefty, in prohibiting, in the ſtricteſt Manner, and un- 
der the ſevereſt Penalties, all Intercourſe by Letters, 
or otherwiſe, between the Subjects of your Majeſty and 
your Allies, and the Subjects of France and Spain, and 
that your Majeſty will graciouſly pleate to take ſuch Me- 
thods, in concert with the States General of the United 
Provinces, as may molt effectually ſecure the Trade of 
your Majeſties Subjects and your Allies, from French 
Privateers. 
To which her Majeſty return'd the following An- 
ſwer. | 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 

1 Shall propoſe to the Allies to join with me, in prohi- 
biting all Intercourſe and Correfpondence with France 
and Spain, according to your Deſires; and I am too 
much concerned for the Publick Welfare, ro omit any 

neceſſary Precautions for the Protection cf our Trade. 
Soon after this, the Publick Bills being ready, het 
Majeſty repaired to the Houſe of Lords, ſent for the 
Commons, and gave her Royal Aſſent to the Bills, re- 
turn d her Thanks for the Supplies they had given her, 
and Prorogu'd the Parliament. | 
We will now once more repair to the Court 
of Vienna, and cnquire into the Eftects of their the 
Winter Conſultations, where, notweithſtanding the for-

in Italy and upon the Vine, whilſt the other German 
Princes were taking Meaſures to enter into the Grand 
Alliance.

known: Thar, altho' ſince the Conclufion of a General 


Peace, not many Years ago, at Reſwyck in Holland, the 
Crown of France, hath as well by g for a long 
Time to reſtore the Fortreſs of Briſac, as by the In- 
juries and Damages done to the Houſe of Montbeillard, 
together with other Violations made, is abundantly more 


evident, that they did nor intend ro obſerve this Solemn 


Treaty better than any of the former. However, in 
Hopes that we might paſs the Remainder of out trouble- 
ſome Reign in Peace, and after having ſuffer d ſo many 
Vexations, ro maintain the Holy Roman Empire, and 
our Kingdoms and Hereditary Dominions, in the En- 
ioyment of rhe preſent Peace; and for the future to pre- 


vent the Effuſion of ſo much innocent Chriſtian Blood; 


We have choſen rather patiently to endure their Inſults, 
and to endeavour to find out Means of amicably com- 


poling the Differences, than to enter into a freſh Quarrel 


upoti that Account, and thereupon to begin a deſtructive 
War. Bur, whereas immediately after the Deceaſe of 


Charles 
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Charles II, King of Spain, and Duke of Auſtria, under 
Colour of a Will ſuppoſed ro have been made by thar 
Prince, (which however is really void, and of no Va- 
lidity) and notwithſtanding all rhe Marriage Contracts, 
Renunciations, Ceſſion, and Treaties of Peace, and other 
Oaths, the King of France has made himſelf Maſter of 
all the Kingdoms and Countries of his {aid Majeſty, 


among which, there are ſome which did belong ro our 


Arch-Ducal Houle, before they came under the Power 
of the Crown of Spain; beſides thoſe that are Feudato- 
ry and Dependant on the Empire; And has, by Inva- 
fon put his Grandſon, the Duke of Anjou, into the 


ſame, and has moreover, taken by Force the Dukedom 


of Mantua, and other Fiefs of the Empire, altho* they 
never belonged to the Monarchy of Spain, and has allo 
cauſed a great Number of his Troops to enter into the 
Dioceſe of Cologne and Liege, hath ſeized and put Gar- 


riſons into all their Towns and ſtrong Places, hath added 


new Fortifications to them, and every where erected 
Magazines, and contrary to our lawful Ordinances and 
the Execution thereof, according to the Laws of the Em- 
pire, committed to the Princes of the Circles, hath ſup- 
ported by Force of Arms, the Elector of Colegne in his 
Diſobedience; And, on the other Side, hath cauſed the 
Faithful Subjects of the Empire to be impriſoned, and 
particularly the Baron de Mean, Dean of Liege, and 
hath ſeized and carried away ſeveral others from off the 


Lands of the Empire, and hath attacked in a Hoſtile ' 


Manner, and ill treated the ſaid Princes of the Circles, 
who according to their Duty, endeavour'd to put in 
Execution our Lawtuvl Imperial Mandates. And fur- 
thermore, his Grandſon the Duke of Anjou hath taken 
to himſelf t e Titles that be!'org to none bur our Arch- 
Ducal Houſe, and hath cauſed himſelf to be called Duke 
of Auſtria, Count of Hababourg, and of Tyrol. We look 
upon it as a Thing inexcuſabſe, any longer to paſs by in 
Silence, ſuch Hoſtilities, and Fractions and Violences, 
committed both againſt our Arch- Duca! Houſe, and our 
High Imperial Dignity. On the contrary, we find our 
ſelves obliged in Conſcience, and by Virtue of the 
Laws of Nature, of Nations, and of the Holy Roman

we had made of an amicable Agreement; and, that o 
much the more, in as much as it is a Matter unqueſtio- 
nable, that the ſaid Will, which at preſent ſerves for a 
Colour of the ſaid Hoſtilities of France, was contriv'd 
by ſome brib'd Spaniſh Counlellors, according to the 
Directions of the French King; And that it was offer d 
to his ſaid late Cat holick Majeſty, when he was ſunk to 
ſuch a Weakneſs of Body and Mind, as not to be able 
to read or underſtand, much leſs to weigh and examine 
as was neceſſary, the large Contents of the ſaid Will, 
and morcover, as it is altogether contrary to the Inten- 
tion of the ſaid late King, which he had ſo often fignifi- 
ed unto us; and as the ſaid Will is full of Falſities, and 
of incomprehenſible and contradicting Matters; and 
laſtly, as it gives as little Satisfaction to our juſt Demand, 


as the King of France could receive from it, not to men- 


tion, that as yet it hath not been executed by them 
but hath already been broken in many Points, and more 

particularly, for as much as it is evident, that the ſaid 
arbitrary Enterprizes, as well by himſef, as in the Name 


of his Grandſon, as the 2rended Lord of the Circle of 


Burgundy, and conſequently a declared Enemy to us and 
the Empire, do tend to the Overthrow and Deſtruction 
of the Imperial Dignity, the Authority and Rights which 
were entruſted to us by a Lawful Execution. Support- 


ed therefore by the Juſtice of our Cauſe, and truſting in 


the Aſſiſtance of rhe Almighry God, We Declare and 
Publiſh by theſe Preſents, that we hold for our Enemies, 
the French King and the Duke of Anjou, with their Sub- 
jects and Adherents; and that, to prevent the Publick 
Violence and Injury which are done by them, unto Us, 
the Empire, and the Loyal States of the ſaid Empire, 
and to defend our Imperial and other Rights, we are ob- 
liged to take up Arms, and to cauſe our Troops to march 
againſt our ſaid Enemies; We command by theſe Pre- 
ſents, the Faithful Subjects ot us and the Empire, by 
rac Duty wherein they ſtand 148 to us and the Em- 
=Y pire, 
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pire, and under Pain of Deprivation of Life and Goods 5 
And we ſeriouſly enjoin them, by theſe Preſents, that 
none of them do engage into the Service of the ſaid 
Crown of France, of the Duke of Anjou, or his Adhe- 
rents; And, that none of them do undertake in the leaſt, 
to do any Service, or give them any Atiiftance, or, to 
maintain with them, directly or indirectly, any Com- 
merce, Partnerſhip or Correſpot dence; But from this 
Moment they do, wholly break c ff and abſtain from the 
fame, and do aſſiſt us with all their Power, to purſue 
and attack our ſaid Enmies, and thoſe which belong 


to them. We have alſo this entire Confidence in the 


Electors, Princes and States of the Empire, that they 
will all in general, and every one in his own particular, 
from this Time forward, at iuch a Time as we ſhall 
conſult with them, according to the Exigence of Affairs, 
concerning what may be fit to be done, in a Matter 
that does not reſpect us alone, bur likewiſe relates to 
the Welfare and Security of the other Principal Mem- 
bers of the Empire, in particular, and conſequently, 
that of the whole Roman Empire; will aid and aſſiſt us in 
our Lawful and Juſt Undertaking, with their Faithful 
and Wiſe Advice, and with the fincere, unanimous and 
firm Conjunction, of all the Force which God and the 
Empire has given them, to free themſelves and other 
injured States from Oppreſſion; That they will contri- 
bute towards removing all thoſe Calamities, and that they 


will not ſuffer themſelves to be drawn away in any wiſe. 


Let every one therefore regulate himſelf, and take Care 
accordingly: In Witneſs whereof we have cauſed theſe 
Preſents to be Sealed with our Imperial Seal. Given at

Pre; arations for the Siege of Landau, we will paſs into 
fal), where we ſhall find the Tranſactions of the Italian 
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Courts hardly worth taking notice of, unleſs it be in 
Rome it ſelf. Here the Holy Father finding his Media- 
tion ſlighted, and the War already broke our, uled all 
the Art, either he or his crafty Court could find our, 
ro declare for and obtain a Neutrality, that he might in 


no wile offend his beloved Catholick Sons; To this end 


it was that the Inveſtiture of Naples and Sicily, fo often 
demanded by the Imperial and Spaniſh Ambaſſadors for 
their reſpective Maſters, was as often denyed, even ar 
the Requeſt of the Imperial and Spaniſh Cardinals. And, 
as to the Venetians, theſe were ſo far from ſhewing the 
leaft Inclination to offend the two Crowns of France and 
Spain, that they with all their Might inſiſted upon an 
exact Neutrality, chooſing rather to endure the Inconveni- 
ences of Winter Quartering Foreign Forces, together with 
their Marches and Countermarches through their Territo- 
ries, than to declare for either of the Contending Parties. 
About this time, the French King, exaſperated at the 

Loſs of Monſieur Villeroy, lately taken Priſoner out of 
Cremona, as has been ſaid before, and to prevent the ill 
Opinion the World might conceive of his Forces, if in 
the next Campaign he ſhould be worſted, to the ſame 
Degree as in the laſt; ſent his Couſin the Duke of 
Vendoſme into Italy, to command his numerous Forces, 
and to revive the drooping Spirits of his Soldiers, to 
regain his loſt Reputation in Italy, and in order to put 


a Stop to the Progreſſes of the Imperial Arms, under 


Prince Eugene of Savoy, who had clolely block'd up the 
City of Mantua, the Capital City of the Duchy of the 
ſame Name. The new King of Spain, (or the Duke of 
Anjou) purſuant to the Reſolutions taken by the Court 


of France, notwithſtanding the many Difficulties and che 


Hazards of a tedious Voyage, landed at Naples in Italy, 
Here he was no ſooner arrived, but thinking himſelf ſure 
of Succeſs, in retrieving the Glory of the French Arms, 
ſent the following Letter to his Couſin the Duke of 
Viendoſine. : 


1 Underſtand by your Letter, and the Count of Col- 


L merano s Relation, that you are preparing to take the 
Field, I am taking the ſame Care on my Parr, in order

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be with you ſpeedily, and, had not ſome moſt impor- 
tant Affairs prevented me, together with the Arrival of a 
Legate from his Holineſs, I had ſer forward before now; 
For, I am in fear, left you ſhould bear the Enemy be- 
fore I come. I permit you in the mean time to ſuccour 
Mantua, bur ſtop there, and ſtay my coming. For the 
reit, nu!aing can convince me of the good Opinion I have 
of you more, than my Approbation of your doing fo 
much in my Abſence, Oc. 


Tho! this Letter might adggit of a World of Com- 
ments, I judge em needleis, as only aiming ar all the 
Brevity this Hiſtory will admit of. In Obedience to this 
Letter of his Royal Maſter's Deputy, the Duke of Ven- 
doſme, through Reſpect or rather Conſtraint, complie4 
with his Command, and atrended his Arrival, after 
having fortunately relieved Mantua, either by the Neg- 
ligence, or want of Reſolution in the Venetians; who 
had promiſed to defend their Territories on that Side, 
againſt any Aggreſſor whatever; whilſt Prince Eugene of 
Savoy had taken all poſſible Precaution, to guard his 
Line from ſtiano, to the Entrance of the Oglio. The 
Duke of Vendeſme not daring to attack them, paſs d 
Oglio at Bardelano, and continuing his March through 
rhe Breſeian, paſs'd rhe Chieſa, and relieved the Place, 
before Prince Eugene could come up with him. He, to 
counterbalance in ſome Meaſure the Loſs, made him- 
{elf Maſter of the advantageous Poſt of Cereſa, which 
being defended by a ſtrong Line, rowards the Side of rhe 
open Country, and by two Forts, one at the end of the 
Caulcway, leading ro Mantua, the other upon the River 
Mincuo, they took a frrong Intrenchment Sword in Hand, 
and forcing the Enemy likewiſe ſoon to quit the Forts, and 
tome other Redoubts upon the Cauſeway of Mantua, 
pichd their Tents ſo conveniently, as to be able to 
maintain themfelves, againſt a much more numerous 
Enemy a!l rhe Campaign, and at the ſame time, fre- 
quently to alarm and annoy the City of Mantua with 
their Great Artillery, which obliged rhe French to pro- 
zue for its Security, by a very ſtrong Garriſon, We

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We will for the preſent from Italy, make a Step to 
the Mine. Here the Imperial Forces, under the Com- 
mand of the Prince of Naſſau Saarbrug, beſieged the 
ſtrong Fortreſs of Keyſerſwerth, and in a :ittle time, re- 
duced it to the Obedience of his Imperial Majeſty, whoſe 
Forces likewiſe inveſting the City of Landau, with all 
the Expectation of good Succels, laid Formal Siege to that 
important Fortreſs. Whilſt the Siege of this City was 
carrying on, the French King, made ſenſible that it 
was high time the World ſhould know the Reaſons of 
nis taking up Arms, or at leaſt, not forget his Modera- 
tion, and Unwillingneſs to trouble the Repoſe of Europe, 
Publiſned the following Declaration ot War. 


The French King's Declaration of War, againſt the 
Emperor, England and Holland. 


By the King. 


\ Lrhough the Treaty concluded at Reſwyck, in a 
Time, when the King, by the Superiority of his 
Forces, was in a Condition to have given Laws to the 
Neighbouring Princes that were Jealous of his Power, 
was a certain Proof of the ſincere Deſire his Majeſty 
had always, to give Peace to his Subjects, and to re- 
ſtore Tranquillity ro Europe; His Majeſty nevertheleſs 
finds, that the Emperor, without any Lawfal Right 
to the Spaniſh Monarchy, hath put himſelf in a Condi- 
tion, by the Augmentation of his Troops, by Treaties 
and Alliances, with ſeveral Princes, and particularly 
with England, and the States General of the United Pro- 
dinces, to trouble the Repoſe of Europe by a new War, 
as unjuſt as ir is ill grounded, they have begun on all 
Sides againſt, and contrary to the Trearies ſo ſolemnly 
{worn to. All Europe is Witneſs, of his Majeſties Mo- 
deration ; He hath ſeen Places arracked, advantageous 
Poſts (ſeized, Convoys ſtop'd, and Priſoners taken, before 
any Declaration of War, and at a time, when his Ma- 
jeſty was endeavouring, by his Ambaſſadors and Envoys, 
to preſerve) the Peace. All theſe Steps being ſo con- 
trary to ſincere Dealing, and to their own Inrercſt, 
aud rhe Manifeſto's and Declarations of War, — the 
L NPCs 
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Emperor, England and Holland, having been Publiſhed ; 
his Majeity finds himſelf under an indilpentable Neceth- 
ty, in order to preſerve his own, and the King his 
Grandſon's Dominions, to arm on his Side, and to make 
Levies ſufficient to oppoſe the Undertakings of the 
Common Enemies; And, for that end his Majeſty is re- 
ſolved to employ all his Forces by Sea and Land, and by 
the Help of Divine Protection, which he implores upon 
the Juſtice of his Cauſe, to declare War againſt the Em- 
peror, England, the States General of the United Provin- 
ces, and the Princes their Allies. His Majeſty orders and 
commands all his Subjects, Vaſſals, and Servants, to 
cruize upon the Emperor, England and Holland, and on 
the Subjects of their Allies, and ſtrictly forbids all his 
Subjects to have henceforth any Communication, Com- 
merce or Intelligence with them, on Pain of Death. 
And therefore his Majeſty hath revoked, and by theſe 
Preſents revokes all Permitfions, Paſports, Safeguards, 
and ſafe Conducts, which may have been granted by 
him or his Lieutenant Generals, and other his Officers, 
contrary to theſe Preſents; And hath declared, and does 
declare them to be void, and of no Effect and Force, 
forbidding all Perſons whatſoever to have any Regard 
unto them. His Majeſty orders and commands the Ad- 
miral, Mareſchals of France, Governours, and Lieute- 
pant Generals for his Majeſty, in his Provinces and 
Armies, Mareſchals de Camp, Colonels, Camp Maſters, 
Captains, Chiefs and Leadets of his Majeſties Sol- 
diers, both Horſe and Foot, French and Strangers, and 
all his other Officers, to whom it may appertain, what 

is herein contained, to Cauſe, to Execute each in his 

Office, within their Towns and Juriſdictions, for ſuch 8 
bis Majefties Will and Pleaſure, that theſe Preſents be 
publiſh'd in all the Maritime and other Towrs, and in 
all the Ports, Havens, and other Places of the Kingdom, 
and under his Obedience, where need ſhail be, to the 
End that none may pretend Ignorance.

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Bur to return to Italy, where by this time, the new 
King of Spain, or Duke of Anjou, being Royally enter- 
rained by the grumbling Neapolitans, arrived in the 
Duke of Vendoſme's Camp, by whom he mer likewiſe 
with a magnificent Reception; and to ſhew his young 
Matter as much diverſion as he could, ſeveral Skirmiſhes 
were had, berween the Parties of both Armies, which 
alternatively rended to each others Advantage. But now 
ſome memorable Action being to be performed by the 
French and Spaniſh Armies, they reſolved to come to a 
General Engagement, ſince they were far Superior in 
Number to the Imperialiſts, whoſe Detachments ſent 
away for the Garriloning of ſeveral important Pofts, 
together with the want of timely Recruirs, had much 
weakned them; ſo that his Highneſs Prince Eugene of 
Savoy, having got timely notice of their Deſign, and that 
they had ſent the old Prince of Vaudemont with a ftrong 
Derachment to Borgoforte, hoping thereby tq divide his 
Forces reſolved to attack them the next Morning, be- 
fore they could be rejoined by the Prince of Vaudemont ; 
Bur finding them buſied in the attacking of Luzare,where 
the Imperzaliſis had a great Magazine; This obliged 
him to alter his Order of Batre], ſo that he could not 
come up wirh the Enemy rill 4 or 5 in the Afrernoon, 
which gave leiſure to Prince Vaudemont to ſend back the 
beſt part of his Troops time enough to his Maſter's Aſſi- 
ſtance. The Action was very Bloody on both fides ; the 
Right Wing of the Imperialiſts, which engaged the Left 
of the Enemy, were repulſed at firſt ; bur being well 
ſeconded, rerurn'd to the Charge, and drove them back- 
wards along the Dike of rhe Po, though they charged 
afreſh four ſeveral times. The Left Wing of the Impe- 
rialiſts, charged their Right, compoled of the Iriſp, and 
other the choiceſt Troops of France; The Fight 
remained very Obſtinate and Dubious on that fide, till 
at laſt, Night approaching, the French retreated to their 
Intrenchments; ſo that the Imperialiſts Challenged the 
Honour of the Day, as remaining Maſters of the Field; 
and the French did the ſame, becauſe Luxara was forced 
to ſurrender to them at Diſcretion the next Day. Let 
dne Reader judge, if he can credit what an Imperial Of- 
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ficer thus writes in brief: Never were Men ſeen to March 
with ſuch a Zealous Alacrity, both Officers and Soldiers 
over-joy'd, advanced with ſo much ſpeed, that our Right 
Wing Engaged about four a Clock in the Afternoon, with 
the — Left, which we met near the Po. We Fired 
ſo thick upon them with our Cannon, that we forced the 
Enemies Army to make a Halt, which gave our Left 
Wing time to Advance, and Range themſelves in order 
of Battel, before Six of the Clock; our Left Wing fell 
on with an undaunted and wonderful Courage, and was 
received very briskly, by the Enemy, both the one and 
the other fought with an extraordinary Obſtinacy, nei- 
ther of the Parties being willing to looſe a Foot of Ground, 
till our Left Wing being deeply Engaged, we over- 
threw the French King's Gens d. Arms, and the Iriſh Re- 
giment, which to increaſed the Courage of our Men, that 
we forc'd them ro retreat ſeven hundred Paces, and to 
leave in our Poſſerſion the Field of Battel, and their Dead, 
though they were much Superior to us in Number, and 
Advantagcouſſy Poſted. Their Firing, which was ex- 
treamly thick and violent, laſted about two Hours; bur 
at length, Night parted the two Armies, and put an end 
to the Combat. Our Army remained Maſters of the 
Field of Battel, and Poſted themſelves upon it, and the 
Enemy Retired ſeveral hundred Paces. 


We may judge by the Enemies Loſs, which as all De- 
ſerters acknowledge, amounts to near 10000 Men, with 
what Courage both Armies Fought, , Our Loſs, accord- 
ing to computation, amounts to Jar, 102 Killed, and 
1904 Wounded, in all 2695. We Lament extreamly 
the lols of the Prince of Commerci, who, in the firſt On- 
fer, was Shot through the Body, and fell down Dead im- 
mediately; we have loſt ſeveral brave Officers. The 
Marquis of Davia, being abroad with a ſtrong Party, 
returned before the Action was quite over, and fell on the 
Enemies Baggage on the other fide of the Army, and 
broughr off a bundance of Horſes, Mules, Oxen and 
Waggons, | ” | 
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On the other fide, the French in their Relations, own 
the Action to be Deſperate and Bloody on boch fides ; 
That after a Fight of three long Hours, _ 
the Combatants, both fides Intrenched; and as as 
Day appeared, Play d again with their Cannon on each 


other. That Lieutenant-General Crequi, an Officer of 


great Experience, with an incredible number of others 
were Killed, Wounded, and taken Priſoners. | 
The French King having notice of the Barrel, and that 
the Imperialiſt claim'd the Victory, and had ſung Te Deum 
in the Camp on that account, 1 iately writ to his 
Couſin, the Cardinal Noazles, to fing Te Deum, likewiſe 
for his Succeſs, as well in the Relief of Mantua, as in 


this Barrel. So whilſt both the Armies are Burying of their 


Dead, and boaſting of the Honour of the Day, we will 
enquire, how Fortune favoured the Inperialiſts upon the 
Rhine, Here the Siege of Landau was carried on at this 
time, with as much Vigour as the preſent Circumſtances 
of Affairs would permit, under the King of the Romans. 
Lately arrived ; Prince Lews of Baden, and other Brave 
and Experienced Generals, of the Imperial Arms. Du- 
ling the whole Siege, which laſted two Months, and 23 
Days, a multitude of brave Officers fell on both fides ; 
till at length rhe Governour, Monſieur de Melac, after a 
moſt vigorous Defence, finding no Proſpect of Relief, 

but all things ready for a general Aſſault, beat a Parley, 
and obtained very Honourable Conditions, whereupon 
the Place was Surrendred to the Inperialiſts. Nor was 
Fortune leſs auſpicious to the Confederate Arms, in the 
Low- Countries. Here, whilſt General Coehorn was 
(as we told you before) Levelling ſome of the French 
Lines, the Marſhal de Boufflers, who Commanded in Chief 
the French Army, before the Arrival of the Duke of Bur- 


| gundy, attempted to have got betwixt the Confederated 


Army and Nimeguen, but being diſappointed in his De- 
ſign, by their gallant Retreat, under the Earl of Athlone, 


the Duke of Burgund), after his coming to the Army, c - 


was glad to ſtand upon the Defenſive, and to be an Eye- 
witneſs of the taking of ſeveral Places of note, by the 
Allies, air rhe Arrival of the Earl of Marlborough ii 
thole Parts. For the Town and Caſtle of Stochem, was 
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vigorouſly attack d by the Prince of Heſſe, and yielded 
at Diſcretion. About the lame time, likewiſe the City 
of Venlo was inveſted, by a Detachment of the Confede- 
rate Forces, of which, a great part were Engliſh, under 
che Command of the Lord Cutts, who Attack d the Fort 
of St. Michael. This being taken by Storm, with about 
200 Priſoners; they ſo cloſely beſieged the City, that 
the Governour fearing a general Storm, beat a Parley, 
and Surrendred to the Confederates. No ſooner was 
this City taken, bur Ruremond and Stephenſwaert, both 
ſtrongly Fortified, underwent the ſame Fate. The City 
of Liege was the next that ſaw the Approach of the Con- 
federare Forces, and immediately ſent our Commiſſioners 
to treat with his Excellency, the Earl, now Duke of 
Marlborough, General of the Contederate Forces, who 
Surrendred the City to him, the French retiring into the 
Cittadel, the Inhabitants obtained very Honourable 
Conditions; The Confederares thus become Maſters of 
the City, auack d the Cittadel, and making a Breach, (on 
which the Governours was made Priſoners) took it by 
Storm, the Enemy flinging down their Arms, and beg- 
ing for Quarter, obtained it. The Fort of the Chartreuſe, 
dreading the Fate of the Cittadel, after the Cannon be- 
gan to Play, Capitulated, and obtained very Honourable 
Terms. The Garriſon was Conducted to Antwerp, 
whiift che French Army, under the Command of the 
Duke of Burgundy, and Marſhal de Boufflers, made little 
or no Oppoſition. After having taken a ſhort View of 
what paſſed in the Low. Countries, and upon the Rhine, 
this Campaign, we muſt not paſs by in filence, what 
was tranſacted in the Heart of the Empire. . 


His Electoral Highneſs of Bavaria, having taken a 
very high Diſguſt at the Confederates, ever ſince the 
laſt Treaty of Partition, (as we told you before) and 
very greedy after the French Gold, wherewith they plen- 
tifully ſupplied his Profuſeneſs, reſolved to give the Empe- 
ror and his Allics, a powerful Diverfion, by unexpectedly 
attacking the Empire; ro which End, denying Paſſage 
for his Imperial Majeſties Troops through his Terriro- 
ries in 1taly, he raiſed Forces and Surprized Ulm, the 

| | Capital 
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Capital of Suabia, and an Imperial City, juſt upon the 
Surrender of Landau, and put a Garriſonof 4000 Men in- 
ro it, and made himſelf entire Maſter thereot ; This 
unaccountable Action being warmly debated in the 
Colleges, that compoſe the Dyet of the Empire, incenſed 
them to far, that it was reſolved immediately to declare 
War againſt the French King, and the Duke of Anjou, 
which was ſoon after done; an Abſtract whereof, take 
as followeth : | |

Thar after the Deceaſe of Charles II. King of Spain, 
making uſe, by way of pretence, of a Void, and Suggeſt- 
ed Will, and violating all his Promiſes, Oaths, Agree- 
ments, and Treaties of Peace, the moſt Chriſtian King 

had made himlelf Maſter by Violence of all the King- 
doms and States of the Monarchy of Spain, though ſeve- 
ral parts of the ſaid States, hold of the Empire, and the 
Houſe of Auſtria, and that, by that means, his Grand- 
— the Duke of Axjcu, has intruded himſelf therein as 
ing. 

That he has made himſelf Maſter of the Milanexe, and 
of Mantua, and ſeveral other Fiefs of the Empire, by 
main Force, and has filled the Country of Liege and 
Cologne with his Forces. 

That he carried away by Violence, the Baron of Mean, 
Dean of the Cathedral of Liege, and other Subjects of 
the Empire, Exacted heavy Contributions, Plundred ſe- 
veral Lands and Towns of the Empire, and Exerciſed ma- 
ny other Hoſtilities and Violencies, by which means he 
has abſolurely broken the Peace of Reſwyck, and has 
omitted nothing that lay in his Power, to obtain the Old 
End of his Ambition, iz. rhe Univerſal Monarch

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That, in conſequence of all theſe Things, the States of the 
Empire, moſt humbly return his Imperial Majeſty Thanks, 
for his War-like Preparations already made, and promiſe 
him in the Name of the whole Empire, to ſecond him af- 
ter an Effectual Manner; To look upon the Breaches, In- 

ts, Seiſures, and Detentions of France, as Breaches 
ot the Peace, and to hold the King of France, and Duke 
of Anjou, their Officers, Soldiers, Subjects, and Adherents, 
as Enemies of the Empire, to declare War againſt them, 
and ro Publiſh through the whole Empire, that the War 
which his Imperial Majeſty has been conſtrained to begin, 
is a War in common with the Empire. To this End, we 
alſo iſe to aſſiſt his Imperial Majeſty upon the ſcore of

want of doing this, his Imperial Majeſty ſhall be

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Name of the Empire: Nevertheleſs, tis preſumed, that 
his Electoral Highnets will Conform to his Duty, and 
Acknowledge his Error, according to the Fundamental 
Laws of the Empire, as was done in the Year 1680. 
as alſo at the prelent Reſolution of the Empire. 


They have alſo thought it convenient to enter into the 
Grand Alliance with England and Holland, upon certain 
Conditions which ſhall be regulated; to the End, that 


none of the Parties may make a Particular Peace by them- 


ſelves, Do exhort the Princes of Italy, not to give any 
Aſſiſtance to the Enemy, upon Pain of being deprived of 
their Fiefs. To write to all the Foreign Potentates and 
Princes, in order to invite them to their Continuance 


in a friendly Neighbourhood, and to do the ſame to 
the Swiſs Cantons and Griſons, to deſire them to preſerve 
their Hereditary Alliance with the Houſe of Auſtria, 


and that they will not ſuffer the Forces of their Nati-

The Beveries Elector, not in the leaſt diſmaid at the 


Proceedings of the Colleges, which he ſaid were ex- 
torted from them, alledging, that the Empire having 
nothing to do with the Spaniſh Succeſſion, no Member 
thereof ought ro be compell'd to eſpouſe this Quarrel, 
reſolved, notwithſtanding all the Admonitions of the 
German Princes, to continue in his Obſtinacy, and to 


join his Forces with the French, under the Command 
of Monſieur de Villars, who was then in a full March 


to aſſiſt him in his Deſigns; But his Motions were ſo 
narrowly watch d by Prince Lewa of Baden, that, al- 


though many Attempts were made between the French 


and Bavarians to join, all prov'd Fruitleſs hitherto, by 
the Vigilance, eſpecially of che Swiſi, who kept ſo ſtrict 
a Guard over the Foreſt Towns, that the Elector of 
Bavaria could nor penetrate that way, as he intended to 
do. In the mean time, Prince Lews of Baden being very 


much weakned, by {ending away Derachments to ſecure 


ſeveral Paſſes, in order to hinder their Conjunction, En- 
camped at Fridlingen, with a imall Body of 800 Men, 
| which 
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which the French receiving Advice of, advanced to at- 
rack the Prince, who by this time, receiving Intelligence, 
that another ſtrong Body of French, under the Command 
of the Count de Guiſcard, were advancing on the other 
de, in order to Surround him, retreated further from 


Fridlingen, but perceiving that Marſhal de Villars was 


ſtill Advancing towards him, Fac'd about. Soon after 


both Armies Engaged, till at length, the Imperial Ca- 


valry, conſiſting moſt of thoſe of the Circles, being put 
into Diſorder, and not able to make Head again, quit- 
ted the Field. The Prince then, doubting whether to 


make a Retreat, or with his Infantry alone, to venture 
another Bruſh, reſolved on the latter; And whether the 


French were ſure of Victory, or intent on Plunder; 
their Horie doing little or no Service to atlift their In- 
fantry, the latter were totally Routed by the Imperial 


Foot. After this ſecond Encounter, the Imperialiſts re- 


mained five Hours on the Field of Battel, and no E- 
nemy appearing, Marched towards Staufen. Both 
Parties claim'd the Victory, the French for having worſt- 


ed the Imperial Cavalry, and Poſſeſſed themiclves of 
Fridlingen the next following Day; The Imperialiſts for 
having beaten the Enemies Infantry out of the Field. The 


Prince of Baden being timely Reinforced, with. a ſtrong 
Body, under the Command of General Thungen, pre- 
vented the intended Conjunction of the French and 
Bavarians, inſomuch, that the former finding no hopes 
of Succeſs, repaſſed the Rhine. Theſe being the chief 


Tranſactions of this Campaign, we well leave the 


contending Parties preparing for Winter Quarters, and 
enquire how the Swiſs Cantons act between theſe Pow- 
ers. Their Republick being Porent for Men and Arms, 
was unportunately Courred by each Party; And no 


Stone, Arr, or Eloquence hath been left unturn'd, to 


engage that Nation to declare themſelves, the one to 
diſown, and the other ro acknowledge the Duke of 
Anjou, for King of Spain, but that Repullick being 
divided, as much in Opinion, as Ih Religion, came to 
no other reſolution than to purſue a partial Neutrality, fo 
we will take a View of our Naval Affairs for this Sum- 


mers Service. 
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The Engliſþ Fleet under the Command of Sir George 
Rook, being joy ned by the Dutch, with a conſiderable 
number of Land Forces aboard, under the Command ot 
the Duke of Ormond, provided with all forts of Stores, 
Ammunitions and Proviſions, neceffary for ſome great Ex- 
pedition ; on the latter end of Fuly ſer fail, and about 
the middle of Auguſt following, the Land-Forces land- 
ed in the Bay of Bulls, near Cadiz in Spain. This Enrer- 
prize being firſt projected by the late Ring Mili am III. 
was now thought fit to be put in execution, upon an 
Intelligence receiv d from the Imperia! Miniſter, and the 
Prince of Heſſe, then reſiding at Lisbon, concerning the 
great Inclinations of the Spaniards ro ſubmit to the 
Houſe of Auſtria. As the reduction of the City of Ca- 
di, was the chief aim of this Expedition, fo the Duke 
of Or mond ſeeing no other way to encompals it. than by 
landing his Forces on the back fide ut the Iſland where- 
upon Cadiz is ſituated, viz. betwixt that City and the 
Ile of St. Pedro: He propoſed the ſame to the Sea Offi- 
cers; but thele differing in opinion from thote of the 
Land Forces, alledging, that they wanted freth Water, 
it was reſolved to Land in the before- mentioned Bay; 
which was done accordingly between Rora and St Ca- 
therine's Fort in Andalowia, Auprſt the 1 5th, O. S. with- 
out the loſs of one Man by the Enemy's Sher, thoug}: 
leveral were drowned in Landing, the Wind blowing 
very freſh. The next Day advancing to Roa, the ſame 
was ſurrendred to them by the Alcade, or Chief Mia 
giſtrate of the Place. Upon a Semmors ſent to the 
Governour of Cadiz for a Surrender, he refuſed the fame 
in a moſt obliging Anſwer ; bur the Governour of Port 
St. Mary's thought fit ro make no other Return than in 
theſe Words, Me Spaniards neither change cur Reli gion 
; nor King. By this time the great Artillery being come 
q up to La Rota, the Confederates march'd from thence 
. Auguſt the 25th near midnight towards Port Se. Mary's, 
vrhich they found deſerted by moſt of the Inhabitants; 
200 Men indeed were retired into a ſtrong Houle, bu: 
ſoon ſurrendred at Diſcretion: Before their landing, his 
Grace the Duke of Ormond, thought it expedient to give 
notice of his arrival, and the true occaſion thereof to the 
Fpaniarde, in the following Declaration. 
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We Fames Duke, Marquis and Earl of Ormond, Earl of 
Brecknock and Offory, Viſcount of Thurls, Baron Bue- 
ler of Lanthony, and Lord Butler of Moor Park, Baron

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Tho the Fort of St. Catherines was abandoned the 
22d of Auguſt, O. S. by the Spaniards, yet the ſucceed- 
ing Outrages, committed by the Seamen, as well as the 
Souldiers, who being intoxicated with the hor Liquors 
and Wines they found ar Port St. Mary's, ſpared neither 
Religious Houſes nor Churches, contributed not a little 


to the Averſion that that biggotted Nation always bad 


againſt any of a different Religion; and conſequently 
proved the occaſion, why many that were well inclined 
to the Houle of Auſtria, wou'd nor diicover themſelves, 


at leaſt not before they ſaw the further effects of this Expe- 


dition. As the whole depended at that Conjunſture on 


the raking of Cadiz, ſo the Duke of Ormond perſiſted 


in bis former opinion, of landing the Ariny in the Iiland 


where the Town is leated ; bur this being again dilap- 


proved by the Sea Officers, it was reſolved to attack the 
Fort of Matazorda, which detending the Entrance of 
the Harbour, they hoped by the taking thereof, to be 
able to burn the French and Spaniſh Ships there. Accor- 
dingly this Attack was begun Aug. the 28th, O. S. under 
Baron Spar, {whilſt the Spaniards ſunk three Galleons at 
the Pontal or Entry of the Haven) but ſucceeded bur 
ſlowly, by reaſon the Beſieged were continually annoy d 
in their Trenches by the Cannon from 8 French Gallies, 
and } Spaniſh and 3 French Men of War: Beſides that, 


_ the Governour having placed the choiceſt of his Men 


in that Poſt, they defended themſelves moſt bravely. Bur 
what was worſe than all the reſt was, that the main 
Battery of the Beſiegers being rais'd on amarſhy Ground, 
without a ſufficient Support of Faſcines, and other ſolid 
Materials, did tink by degrees, and at laſt proved quite 
unſerviceable. Things being come to this paſs, it was 


reſolved Seprember the 5th, in a Council of War, that, 
ſince there but little hopes of raking the Fort, and 


that, aſter all, it would do them bur little fervice to en- 
ter the Harbour, the Siege ſhould be raiſed; and every 
thing prepared for the leaving of that Coaſt. The Prince 
of Heſſe, who had been all this while preſent in this 
Expedition, in the quality of the Emperor's Plenipoten- 
riary, not ſo much ſurpriz d (fer he had foreſeen the mat- 
ter ſome time before) as vex d at this Diſappointment, 


did all he could to diſſwade them from leaying the Spa. 
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niſh Coaſt ; alledging that one Don Franciſco de Santa 
Cruz, and Don Lewis de Panedas, both Perfons of Note 
and Credit, had lately been diſparch'd to him, by ſeveral 
of the Grandees from Madrid, with Letters in Chara- 
ers, wherein they aſſur d him, that if the Confederates 
wou d Winter in ſome part or other of Spain. they might 

be ſure of their Aſſiſtance; and that infallibly Catalonia, 
Valencia and Arragos would declare for them. But, tho 
the Duke of Ormond adhered to his Sentiments, yet this 
being found by moſt of the reſt either quite impractica- 
ble, (in reference eſpecially to the Fleet) or at leaſt as 
ſubject ro too much Danger, their departure was once 
more reſolved upon. Ar parting they intended to have 
Bombarded Cadiz (contrary to the opinion of the Prince 
of Heſſe) but that being prevented by the Boiſterouſneſs 
of the Seas, they re- embarked all their Troops without 
any conſiderable Oppoſition (except ſome flight Skir- 
miſh) and ſo ſteer d their Courſe directly for England. 

In their way thither, Captain Hardy, Commander ot 
the Pembrook Man of War, who being with the Eagle 
and Sterling Caſtle ordered into Lages Bay, was there in- 

* formed by one Beauvoir, the Chaplain of his Ship, who 
going aſhoar and underſtanding the French Tongue, had 
learned the Secret from the French Conſul there, that the 
French Admiral Monſieur Chaſt eau Regnalt, with his Fleet 
and Spaniſh Galleons under his Command, was arrived . 
in the Port of Vigo in Galicia. Upon which the Captain 
returning immediately to Sea, and after a Cruize of ten 
or eleven days, meeting with the grand Fleet, gave notice of 
this Information: Whereupan a Grand Council of all the 
Engliſh and Durch Officers was immediately held, who 
according to a Reſolution therein taken, ſteer'd rheir 
Courſe directly for the Port of I'igo; and found rhe 

| French Fleet and Spaniſe Galleons riding within "the 
| Harbour, ſecured by a Caſtle on one fide, and a large 

Platform on the other, whereon a ftrong Battery of 

Guns being planted, with a Boom made up of Mars, 

Yards, Cables, Top-Chains and Casks laid athwart, 

made our Approach extraordinary difficult and hazar- 
dous. Hereupon, in another Council of the General 

Sea and Land Officers, the arracking of the Port by Sea 

and Land, as allo the French Floor and Gallons ar/ the 
NM 3 lame 
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ſame time was finally reſolv'd upon. In purſuance of 
this reſolution, the Duke of Ormond landed with 2500 
Men, in a ſandy Bay about two Leagues from Vigo with 
about 2500 Men, without any Oppolition. The Grana- 
deers under the Command of the Lord Viſcount Shannon, 
march d directly ro the Platform that guarded the En- 
trance into the r where the Bomb lay, with ſuch un- 
daunted Bravery, that, altho there appear d at the ſame 
time a great Body of Spaniſh Troops between the Fort 
and the Hills, they only made a Show and retited as the 
Engliſh advanced. The Granadeers after ſome ſmall 
Skirmiſhing purſued them fo cloſe to the Platform, that 
they made themſelves Maſters of the Battery. Hereup- 
on Lieutenant General Churchill's Regiment advanced 
upon the Lefr, and made themſelves Maſters of another. 
Aſter the Batteries were taken, the Enemy retreated into 
an old Caſtle or Stone Tower, from whence they conti- 


nually fired on the liſh, but at length opening the 
Gare, wink an inven ſally out on be 5 
forced their way into the Caſtle, and poſſeſſed them 
ſelves of ir. 

No ſooner were the Land Forces got aſhoar, but our 
Admiral gave the Signal ro weigh, which being accor- 
dingly done, and the Line formed, the Squadron intend- 
ed for this Service, viz. fifreen Eng/i/h and ten Durch 
Men of War, (the Channel being G narrow, as not to 

admit of any more at once) bore briskly up toward the 
Boom. Burt when the Van was got within Cannon Shot 
of the Battęries it fell calm, ſo that they were conſtrain'd 
to come to an Anchor again: Bur not long after it 
blowing a treth Gale, the Men of War next the Enemy 
cut their Cables, the reſt weighed, and bearing up di- 
- rectly againit the Boom, received all the Enemies Fire 
till they were got within the length of ir. Here Vice 
Admiral Hob/on in the Torbay (all the Admirals being in 
the Action, to encourage the Service) being clapt on 
board by a French Fireſhip, had been burnt, had nor the 
Fireſhip fortunately blown up. Notwithſtanding this, 
tho he received conſiderable Damage, he broke through 
at once, but the reſt of his Diviſion, and Vice Admiral 
 Fandergces with his Derachment, ſailing abreaſt to add 
the greater weight to the Shock, all ſtuck and were ſe r. ed 
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to hack their way through. The Onſet was made with 
extraordinary Reſolution and Bravery, and the good 
Conduct of the Land Forces contribured very much ro 
the Succeſs of the Enterprize, by their attacking the 
Forts juſt as the Men of War were bearing up to the 
Boom, and pouring in their broad Sides. 

The Duke of Ormond, as ſoon as this hot Scrvice was 
over, advanc'd with his Forces ro Rodondillo, which he 
took, and therein a conſiderable Booty. Neither were 
the Dutch wanting in performing their part through the 
whole Enterprize. | | 

No ſooner had the Eng/ifſh and Dutch Men of War 
paſſed the Boom, but the Enemy following the Exam- 
ple of their Admiral, blew up ſeveral of their Ships, and 
run others athoar, but being vigorouſly attack d, became 
our Prey; and of ſeven or eight and thirty Sail, there 
was not one that eſcap'd being either taken or deſtroyed, 
as may more particularly appear by the following Lift.

Duke, in Compenſation for the Diſappointment before 
Cadiz, having a good Booty on Board, and with a pro- 
{perous Gale ſafely landed in England, where, as a teſtimony 
of his faithful Service, in con junction with Sir George Rook 
Vice Admiral, they were kindly receiv'd by the Queen, 
and rewarded with the Thanks of both Houſes of Parlia- 


ment. Now the time of Action being over, and the 


Armies gone into Winter Quarters, we will inquire the 
reſult of this Winters Conſultations.

reſt of the Allies, might be requeited to do'the like on 
their Parts. After this, the Parliament proceeding on 
the neceſſary Supplies, we will enquire what reception

States Generals were io ready to acknowledge the ge- 
nerous Dilpofitions of the Queen of Exgland and her 


Parliament, and fo univerlally approved of them, 


that they defired the Emperor to loie no time but do

Moſt Serene and Puiſſant Emperor, 

A it is now almoſt a Year fince we jointly with 
other Allies have commenced the War for the Li- 

berty and Safery of the Publick, as well as for the 
Rights of your Imperial Majeſty, and your Auguſt Fa- 
mily, which hitherto by the Grace of God has had a 
happy Succeſs, it appears moſt neceſſary, that all the 
Allies ſhould terioufly conſider, how to carry on the 
War, nor only during rhe approaching Summer, bur 
likewiſe during the preſent Winter; And how we may 
advance the Attairs of rhe Common Cauſe, and in fine 
to take early Reſolutions, and labour at the Preparations. 
Altho' we are verily perſwaded, that your Imperial 
| Majeſty is not ignorant of any of thoſe Things which 
may be beneficial or neceſſary for the Common Caule, 
yet as we think it is not the leaſt of the Allies Duty to 
communicate to each other what is neceffary to be done, 
and to exhort each other; We hope, that your Imperi- 
al Majeſty according to your uſual Good Will for us, 
will not take it amils, if upon this Occafion we think 
it is our Duty; as allo, if we confide our Inquietudes 
to your Imperial Majeity's Breaſt, and tell you our Sen- 
timents upon them, We own, that the great Warlikc 
Preparations the Enemy make, cauſe us to be very un- 
caſie; we daily receive Advices, and are well inform d. 
that the French King gathers great Sums of Mony on 
all ſides without ceafing, that he raiſes Recruits, aug- 
ments his Troops, fills his Magazines, furniſhes his Ar- 
denals, and in ſhort, that he neglects nothing; to bring 
: early into Field next Spring numerous Armies, and abun- 
dantly provided; with intent to oppreſs {uch of the 
Allies, who are not upon their Guard, or prepared for 
their Defence. To diſſipitate this. Jempeſt which we 
foreſee, we have relolved not only to atiiſt the Com- 
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mon Cauſe with all our Power, but even to exceed our | 
Strength for the Publick Good. Bur as the Eves of all 
the Allies, as well as of the Enemies are particularl) I 
tix'd upon your Imperial Majeſty, you will excite the 

farmer to do well by your Example, and fruſtrate the 
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pernicious Deſigns of the latter, if you make ſuch Pre- 
. as are not inferiour to thoſe of the Enemies. 

e earneſtly requeſt your Imperial Majeſty with all 
due Reſpect, that in the firſt Place without loſs of time, 
and by the moſt efficacious means you will oblige the 
Elector Bavaria to quit the Enemies Party before they 
camſuccour him; even during the Winter. For, if it 
be not done, that Prince will invade the very Bowels 
of the Empire, to the great prejudice of the Common 
Cauſe. Next, that your Imperial Majeſty will take 
care to compleat the Troops, as well Infantry as Ca- 
valry in Italy and Germany, and augment them in both 
places according to the preſent preſſing Neceiſity. And 
further, that you will ſeriouſly exhort the Princes and 
States of Germany, that each of them ſend their Con- 
tingents to the Army of the Empire, early at the proper 
Rendezvous, As alſo, that early and without lols ot 
time they provide the Magazines with all things necel- 
ſary, as well for the Subſiſtance of the Armies as for 
carrying on the War. And in ſhort, that they prepare 
in time all things neceſſary, not only to repuiſe the 
Enemy bur likewiſe to attack him. Reaſon, Prudence, 
and Neceſſity require it, for the pood or ill Succeſs of 
the approaching Campaign will be of great weight; and 
from thence may be judg'd, whether the Conclufion of 
the War will be Happy or Unhappy : But to expect a 
happy one, theſe Affairs ought not to be acted with 
ſlowneſs of Council, nor weakneſs of Force, bur all 
imaginable Efforts ought to be made, not to be inferior 
ro the Enemy, nor to be prevented by him. To this 
end all the Allies ought to take care, to augment their 
Troops, and make Preparations of War without loſs c! 
time; this is what above all we expect from the great 
Care and Prudence of your Imperial Ma jeſty: For, tt 
is no {mal matter we ſKrive for, bur to pull out of the . 

Hands of a powerful and vigilant Enemy Kingdoms and ; 
Provinces, which he has poſſe(s'd himſelf of by Artifice - 
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and Force. Theſe things require a more than ordinary 
Care and Pain. Tis for this therefore, we moſt earneſt- 
ly requeſt your Imperial Majeſty to uſe {nch means that 
nothing be wanting, that may be expected trom you, 
to carry on the War with Vigeur, and that no place be 
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unprovided, when the Enemy begin to move; and in 
fine, that by your Exhortat ions and Example, you wil! 
incline the Princes and States of the Empire to a ſuita- 
ble Ardour and Diligence. But, not to be too tedious; 
we have order'd our e are to repreſent 


our Intentions more amply ro yÞbur Imperial Majeſty, 


and as we have no other View then the Good of the Com- 


mon Cauſe, we hope from your Imperial Majeſty's 


Goodneſs that you will rake our Inquietudes and Care 
in good part.

THE Suites General of the United Provinces of the 
Low Countries, to all ro whom theſe preſent I et- 
ters ſtall come, greeting: Whereas we have thought it 
neceſſary ſor the Good of theſe Provinces to cauſe all 
Correſpondence to ceaſe, as well by Letters as by Bills 
of Exchange, with the Countries under the Dominion 
ol France and Spain, and their Subjects; therefore we 
forbid all and every one without Exception after the firit

And left this mighr not be deemed ſufficient, at the 
ſame time the State pabliſh'd other Placarts, forbidding

| ©! the greateſt part of the Circle of Suabia, bur ex- 
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ated large Contributions from the Hereditary Coun- 
tries of the Emperor. That his Imperial Majeſty was 
therefore obliged to oppoſe theſe Violences, that Hea- 
ven had fo favourably bleſs'd his Arms, that the Ning 
of the Romans had taken the important Fortreſs of Lan- 
dau, that the Arms of the Queen of England and of the 
States General had reduced Liege and ſeveral Places upon 
the Micſe: And laſtly, bad taken and ruined in 
the Port of Iigo, the Galleons, and a numerous Squa- 
dron of French Men of War.

Being 
now routed by the impending Danger of what had been 
fo lately foretold them, they unanimouſly reſolved not 
to ſuffer the French Forces to let footing in any Place 
ſeared on the Lake of Conſtance, and accordingly figni- 
fied their Reſolutions by an Expreſs to the French King 
for that purpole to this effect. That, if he undertook 
any thing contrary to this Reſolution, they would re- 
call all their Forces in his Service, The Marſhall de 
illars having likewiſe got timely notice of the Cantons 
Uneaſineſs at his Approach, wrote to them the following 
Letter.

the Forces of the Emperor, the Empire and Holland, ſto 
us. We come not Gentlemen, to give any Uneafinel; 
or do the leaſt Injury ro our ancient Friends and Allies, 
and, if a Body of our Troops appears rear the Lake of 
Conſtance, I will freely tell you the Reaſon of it: You 
knaw Gentlemen, that our Letters have been ſtop'd in 
your Territories in Breach of the publick Faith, theſe 7 
Months; the Authority which you (uffer the Ambaſſador 
of the Emperor to take upon him in your Cities (not 
without a Blemiſh to your Glory and Derogation from 
your Soveraign Power) has intercepted the Letters not 
only of the Court, and the Generals of the Kings Ar- 
mies, but what appears more evidently, tho leſs to be 
regarded, the private Letters of 9 relating 
purely to Commerce. How can I hope to be honored 
with the Kings Orders and to receive Advices from 
France, if I have not a Poſt on the Lake or very near 
ir, by which Letters may be convey'd to the Territories 
o my Camp?

of the Grandces likewile holding teveral fecrer 
Conterences, gave the Court great Uneatineſs, who 
by this time mitirujting lome {ire Tranſactions in 
the Court of Portugal, were Wolly tauen up in ma— 
king Preparations tor the Defence of their Frontiers 
towards that Kingdom and the Coats of Aud uuſia. 
Here we will leave the grumbling Spaniards murmur- 
ing at the Innovations in their Councils, and toiling 
under the French Yoke, and crquire what has been 
lately tranſacted in Portugal.

Grand Alliance; And, notwithſtanding all the Oppoſiti- 
on of the French Ambaſſador at this Court, by offering 
to enter into new Engagements with his Majeſty, for 
the Security of his Doininions, and to make good all 
the Breaches of his Maſters Promiſes, yer that wiſe 
Prince rightly conſidering his True Intereſt, to join in 
the Common Cauſe, hearkened to the ſolid Reajons of 
the Enyliſh and Dutch Miniſters, and concluded with 
them an Alliance under the following Conditions.

Upon the Lower Rhine, 
The Cuy of Ben, in the Electorate of Cologne, being 
helicg'd by the Duke of Mariborcuzh wuh the Eugliſb 
tel and Auxillary Forces under his Command, after a 
very vigorous defence by rhe Marquiis D Age, a 
Jicutenant General in the Freach Service, and Gover- 
nout thereof, was at lalt forced ro ſurrender upon 
honourable Iirms tothe Dake.

durſt not attack him; Bur upon the return of the 
Duke of May/{boroz! were glad to quit Jongeren 
and to retreat into their Lines. To draw them thence, 
the Dutch under General Co-hory and Sparr forced the 
ines that covered the Country of Fae, and intend- 
e to do the ſame with the Lines of Watwerſto (in 
order to beſiege Antwerp) there hapyend a very 
marc Action betwixt 13 Battallions and 20 Squadrons 
of theirs, and double rhe number of the French,ncar Fcheren.

Le: us now return into Germany, and ſee the Effects 
of the Conjunction of the French and Bꝛvarian Forces. 
Theſe began to be very miſtruſtſul of one another, 
che Bavarians nor enduring the haughry Carriage of 
the French Marſhal de Villars, nor theyfon the other 
Hand willing to be commanded by the Ele Hor; this 
cauſed ſeveral ſharp Diſputes, till in the end the Elect- 
or being a Soveraign Prince, and nor to be diſoblig'd 
at this Juncture, got the upperhand of the Marſhal ; 
Finding himſelf at the Head of a prear Army, and 
reſolving to give the Emperor and Empire a powerful 
Diverſion, by way of Excuſe of what he had done, 
Publith'd a Maniteſto ro the folluwing Eftect : Where- 
in he Complains againſt the Einperor and his Allies, 
accuſing them of exorbitant plundering, of extorting 
Contributions, burning his Country, of Murder and 
Outrages committed even in the Churches; and thence 
infinuared, that he took up Arm3 legally in his own 
Detence, denying his having hid any Deſign (as the 
Houſe of Aufi gave out) of joining wich France 
to attack the Empire. Howcrer, that he left re 
Netherlands, and retired to his own Country, meerly 
to keep himſelf out of this new War, and to joir: 
his Endeavours with thoſe of the Circles of Swabia 
And Francomia firmly to eſtabliſh the Peace obcain'd by 
the Treaty of Refwick, He adds, that rhe Miniſters 
cf the Crown of France, having not only by Memo- 
rials, but verbally repretented to the Dyet at Ratiſbon, 
and the Circles of the Empire, that their Maſter 
was diſpoſed ro keep the Treaty of Reſwich inviola- 
bly; and the Circles in their Anſwer expreiling the 
like Inclinations, he had conformably declared on 
rhe fide cf France; and entred into a Treaty with 
that Crown.

Thar his Electoral Highneſs had Cauſe ſufficient to 
complain of ſuch Proceedings of the Imperial Coun- 
cel, but ſmother'd his Reſentment out of Reſpect 
to the Emperor; But, when the Circles of Auſtria and 
thoſe of Swabia and Franconia, without waiting for 
the Reſolutions of the Dyet of the Empire entred in- 
to the War, and conſequently became unqualify'd to 
give an impartial Vote in the Dyer, his Electoral 
Highneſs found his Country left naked and expoſed, 
his Enemys grown more formidable, and h: Houle of 
B varia in Danger of being oppreis d. At length 


hie Highneſs finding that the Imperial Court having 


prevail d with ſeveral States of the Empire to engage 
in the War, had ſecured a Majority in the Dyer, 
and that in ſuch Circumftances the Dyer was fo 


manag'd, that no free and unbyaſs'd Reſolutions could 
be expected; His Highneſs being allo well affured 


that purſuant to the Examples of the Dukes of $1- 
vy, Mmitue and the Elector of Cologne, he was in 
a fair way to be depriv'd of his Beneficinm Ordinn, 
he judg'd it high time for his own Security, and 
for rhe Preſcrvation of his Country, to poſſeſs himſelt 
of ſome. advantageous Poſts , particularly Thin and 
Memingen, to prevent being cruſh'd by this (till now 

unheard of in the Empire) Monarchichal Admini.

lars had forced the Paſſes in the Vale of Kinzig, 
and that his Maſters Country was attack d in ſuch 
a manner that it was almoſt Ruind , his Electoral! 
Highneſs reſolved to make uſe of his Succnurs, and 
fo repel any Violence that ſhauld be offer'd to him 
for the future. Yer this Relolution ſhould nor make 
him alter his Promiſes in Rclarion to the Security 
of the Dyer, and that he would withdraw his Mien 
which he had cauſe!! ro enter there, io won as 
the Emperor ſhould have ratified rhe Concours tor 
(? + : 
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the Neutrality of that City; and that he hoped, that 
on thele Aſſurances, the Dyet would have no reaſon to 
remove. Yer, if Self Intereſt ſhould lo far prevail 
amongſt them, that they would change their Reſi- 
dence, his Maſter would grant them a General Pals, 
ſince they had already agreed ro give his Miniſter an 
Aſſurance, that he might allo go with them, and that 
he expe ced, that in the Inſtrument that ſhould be 
drawn up tor that purpoſe, it ſhould be particularly 
expreſs d, that his Miniſters upon no Prerence what- 
ever, ſhould be excluded from the Meetings and De- 
bares of the Dyer. Hereupon the Dyer retolved, tha: 
theſe Points being of great Conſequence , they cculd 
not come to any Concluſion, without particular In- 
ſtructions from their reſpective Maſters; which, whe- 
ther it was look'd upon as a modeſt Refulal, or whe- 
ther his Bavarian Highneſs thought himſelf now in 2 
condition to reſent it, that Miniſter declar d, that then 
the Elector his Maſter would no longer tlunk himſelf 
obliged to evacuate the Town, though the Ratification 
of the Concluſon of the Dyer for a Neutrality, ſhould. 
be conſented to by the Emperor. 33 

Whilit the Dyct was thus under the Terror of the 
Bivarian Arms, the Imp ialijts laid Siege to Rottem— 
burgh, and having notice that the Bivarians under C 
neral Maffei, were marching ro its Relief, changed 1 
into a Blockade, and advanc'd ro meet them; who 
appearing ncar Krotenſee, to the Number of thre 
thouſand, after a tharp Ditpure were totally routed. 

The Count de Merc: likewile, with a Body of In- 
peria'tiis under his Command, receiving Advice, tha: 
the Mareſchal de Villars was on his March for Un, 
tell upon his Rear, kid many of his Men, and took 
teveral Priloners, with a great Quantity of Baggage; 
on the other hand, the French obtain d a conliderable 
Advantage over jour thoutand Imp-rzal Horle, under 
the Count de la leur, in which Action the Prince ot 
lunnover loſthis Lite 

B; this tune, the Prince of Badens Army being 
zome into Saia, and aun d by Count Stirum's, br- 
Lan la to ddapppint the Deſigns of the French and Bi- 
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var, that they could agree on no other Project, bur 
that the Mareſchal ſhould continue in his advantageous 
Poſt of Dillingen upon the Danube, to oblerve the mo- 
tions of Prince Lewis, whilſt the Elector in- 
vaded the Country of Tirol, in order to open a Commu- 
nication with the French Army in Italy, The Prince of 
Baden and the Mareſchal de Vil.;rs, (unto whom the 
former oifered Battle, and the latter refuſed) like ex- 
perienced Generals, watching cach others motions, ſpent 
che greateſt part of the Campaign in encamping and 


decamping, the one to cover the Neighbouring Coun- 


tries from rhe Excurſions of the French, and the other 


to hinder the Imperialiſts from giving any Moleſtation 


to the Mareichal de Tallard ; who, after the taking of 
Briſac moved towards Landau, and on a ſuddain laid 
formal Siege to it. The Confederate Powers know- 
ing of what imporrance the Preſervaticn of Landau 
would be to the Common Couſe, order'd the Heredi- 
tary Prince of Heſſe Caſſel to attempt the raifing of 
that Siege. The Prince accordingly ſet forward from 


tlie Netherlands with twelve Batallions and twenty nine 


Squadrons, to be join d by ſome Palatine ard Lu- 
nenbin g, Troops. The Froncy having notice thereof, 
ordered ten thouſand Men under Monficur Precontal, 


then upon the Moſee, to joyn the Marefchal de T. 


ard before the Princes Arrival, which was compaſſed 
accordingly with the greateſt Expedition imaginable. 
By that tine the Prince arrived within a few Leagues 
of Landau, and being join d by ſome Forces ke expected, 
and informed by their Generals, that Monlieur Precon- 
tal was as yer at a conſiderable diſtance from Mon- 
neur de Ta!/:rd's Camp, he advanced towards it :c- 
cordingly, but ſoon received Intelligence, that a gre: 
Detachment of the Enemy were come our of thei; 
Lines, and in a tall March to attack bim. It being 
too late to retreat, or to expect rhe Conjunction o. 
ome other Forces, a moſt deſperate Engagement, wit! 
various Succeſs, enſued, rhe Beſieged ſallying out ar 
rhe ſame time; till in the end, Fortune declared for 


he French, though not without the Lois of a great 


many General Officers. as well as Common Soldiers 
. als! 
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on both (ſides, the Confederates having at firſt the Ad. 
vantage over the French ; bur being not ſeconded by 
their Right Wing, which was at too great a diſtance 
behind them, loſt the day, and fo retired to Manheim, 
and t be French returned ro the Siege. The Count 4. 
Frize, Governour of the Town, detpairing of any fur- 
ther Relief, lurrendred to the French on the ſame Con- 
ditions that were granted to Monficur de Melae, the 
French Governour, the Year before; and the Garriſon, 
conſiſting of two thouſand Men, were conducted to 
Phili paburgh. The Elector of Bavaria mer likcwiſe, with 
unexpected Succeſs at firit, penetrating, without any 
conſiderable Oppoſition, into the very Heart of Tir», 
and making hunfelf Matter cf, 1n/{pruch, its Capital 
Cirvy. Bur, in the mean while, the Tiroleze having 
poited rhcmiclves in the narrow Paſſes leading to 
Mount Brenner, and into the Country of the Gri/onr, 
gave ſo hat a Receprion to the Bavarian, that they 
were glad to retreat, which they found a very hard 
Task to do, being ſo clotelv follow'd, and continually 
harralsd by the Imperial Generals Custenſtein and $1 
zi, who came our of the Deer Palatinate, that the 
Flector had enough to do to ger back ro Afunie, 
with the I ofs of the beſt part ot his Troops. This 
INfgrace was in ſome mealure Connter-ballanced, at- 
cr the Conjunction of the ſaid Elector with the 
Marcichal de Pillars, by an Advantage obraind by 
rem over the Imperial General Count de Stirum 5 who 
dating the Danube with a feparare Body, was fur- 
prized before he could be ſeconded by Prince Low:s 
of Baden, by the whole French Army; notwithſtanding 
wiich he niade an Orderly Retreat, but not withou: 
the Loſs of his Carnun, and rhe greareit part of his 
Baggage. 

Ihe Imperia! Army in Italy, being hard preſſed by 
the more Minerous Forces of the two Crowns of 
Trance and Spain, were forced to ſecure their Camp 
nar Oftiglia with ſtrong Intrenchments, which tho 
nch VIgoroully attacking, obliged the Imperialiſts to 
aut dowaſthe Banks of the Po: Whereby not only a 
paciows Tracht of Ground was overflow'd to the un— 
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ſurmountable Inconveniences of the Enemy; bur allo 
Oſtiglia and the [mperialiſts ſecured in their Advanta- 
geous Poſts, In the mean time the Inpe i % being 
reinforced wich Recruits from Germany, made texeral 
ſucceſsful Incurſions into the Dutchy of Amen. 
Whilſt the French under the Duke of Vendoſom: n- 
deavoured to penetrate into the Trez:in, to facilitate 
their Conjunction with the Flector of Bavaria, in 
which they would in all probability have lſucceed- 
ed, had rhey advanced thither at the ſame lime 
when the Birvarians were as yet in the Tiroleze; 
bur flipping this opportunity, were fo warmly re- 
ceived by the Generals Vautone and Solari, now poli- 


ed upon the Banks of the Adige, near Trent, that 


they were obliged to retire with the Loſs of above 
three thouſand Mien; ro recompence which Lols, they 
had the ſtrong Fortreſs of Berzello in the Modeneze, 
{urrendred to them, after a long Block ade. 

The Duke of Vendoſme, after his Return ro P-- 
zenzano, gave the Imperialiſts under the Generals Lan 
bone and Solari, a fair Opportunity to join the Coun:

in Execution. And he having been accordingly pro- 
claimed King of Spain and the Indies, with the Con- 
ſent and Approbation of our Eldeſt Son the King of 
the Romans, we intend, by God's Permiſſion, to fend 
him in a few days to take poſſeſſion of bis ſaid King- 
dom. Now, although your Majeſty will be exactly 
informed of the whole matter by my Son himlelf, 
who we hope will in a ſhort time arrive ſafe in the 
Port of Ii abonne; yet we look upon it as becoming 
Us, to give your Majeſty an Account of it before 
hand by this our Letter; being allo ready to ac- 
knowledge, that your Majeſty's good Advice and the 
ſtrict Treaty of Alliance lately concluded with you, 
has obliged us to defer this Attair no longer. We do 
not doubt but your Majeſty will carry on vigorocuſ]y 
with your Council and Arms, what we have thus be- 
gan for the Good of the Common Cauſe. And on our 
part, we can give no greater Teſtimony of our Con- 
1aence in your Majeſty, than by putting fo Dear and 
Piccious a Pledge of our Confidence into your Hands. 
As we arc pertwaded, your * * has no lels Incli- 
nation to preſerve his Perſon, Crown and Dignity than 
we our elves could have; ſo we beg your Majeity 
to believe, that both we and our Sons will not for- 
get fo great Services; but make ail poſſible Ac- 
knowledgments and Returns, whenever occaſion ſha}l 
preſent. Alio, that we will religiouſly perform al! 
what we have promiled, and moreover omit nothing, 
that iball at any time be in our Power to do for your 
Majeſty and your Royal Family. In the mean time 
that the great God may pre:erve your Majeſty in 
Health, and give a Happy Iſſue to your Councels

plements and Congratulations ot the States General . 


and other Foreign Miniſters, and refreſhing bimſelt 
after the Fatigues of ſo long a Journey, we will look 


into the Winters Tranſactions of that Court. The 
States General of the United Provinces, not a little 
perplex'd ar the Misfortunes that befel the Emperor 
and rhe Empire by the Enemies forcing the Paſſes 
of the Black- Forreſt, and reraking Landau, rather by 
neglect then want of Ability, Courage or Conduct in 
the Gencrals (whilſt the Princes of the Empire de- 
laying ro ſend in their Proportions, took no Care ro 


erect Magazines, nor regard to provide for their 


Lines ſufficiently) This oblig d their High Mighti- 
neſſes to fend their Forces, raiſed for their own De- 
fence to ſupply the Defects of the Imperial number, 
and therefore they thought it high time to pertwade 
his Imperial Majeſty, and the other Princes of the 
Empire, ro act with mote Vigour and diſpatch ; 
| | which 
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which they did by a Repreſentation to his [mperial 
Majeſty ro the following Effect. 

The Seates General having received ſome Diſpatches 
from Germany, relating to the Dangers the Empire 
15 now expoled, they appointed their Deputies for 
toreign Aﬀairs, to have a Conference with the Mi- 
niſters of the Emperor and the Princes of the Em- 
pire, in Concert with the Miniſters of her Majeſty 
of Great Britain; wherein it was urged on their 
part, that by the Acceſſion of the Duke of Au 
to the Spaniſh Throne, the Liberties of ſeveral Szazcs 
of Chriſtendom were in ſuch Danger, that there 
was no other way to preſerve the fame, and recover 
a juſt Ballance of Power than by a firm and vigo- 
rous Union of all Princes and States for reducing 
the exorbitant Power of France, and reſcuing Spain 
from the Houſe of Bourbon. That in order thereun- 
to, the Emperor, England and their High Migbeincſſes con- 
cluded a Treaty which has been called the Grand 
Aitance, into which ſeveral Powers have entered ſince, 
any namely the whole Body of the Empire; who 
having declared the French King an Enemy thereof, 
and given the moſt ſolemn Aſſurances, ro act with 
the urmoit Vigour, it was expected that the effect 
would have been anſwerable to the great Prcmiles 
made on their Part. Thar, England and this Re- 
publick have brought vaſt Armies into the Field, 
tired out large Fleers, with incredible Charge, and 
anſwer'd all their Reſpective Engagements, and dont 
more than they were obligd to. The World had 
reaſon to hope, that the Empire, who is no leſs chu 
cernd in this Quarrel then others, if not more. 


would have at leaſt perform'd their Promiſes, ba: 


inſtead thereof no Magazines have been made, the 
Frontier places have been left unprovided, and fou 
Princes of rhe Empire thinking the Danger very 41. 
ſtant from them, have not tent their quora of Troops ; 


' ſome others have ſent but part thereof, and fo late, 
and with ſuch limited Powers, thar inftcad of act- 


ing offenſively againſt the Common Enemy, the Eu- 
pire has nor been able ro defend their own Coun 
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try, and hinder the French from marching into the 
very Heart of Germany. Some Circles and Princes, 
have indeed made extraordinary Efforts, which de- 
ſerved not only to be commended , bur allo ro be 
imitated by other Members of the Empire ; bur that 
the loſs of their important Frontiers, and the other 
Advantages obtaind by the French, ſhew that moe 


Vigour, more Dilpatch and more Forces, were abſo- 


lurely neceſſary for carrying on the War with any 
Proſpet of Succeſs againit an Enemy fo Powerful 
and Vigilant. That laſt Winter their High Mightin-T:; 
were perſwaded to ſend a Detatchment of their For- 
ces to the Aſſiſtance of the Emperor, upon a ſo- 
lemn Promiſe, that the ſaid Derachroent ould be 
ſent back in a (ſhort time, when the Forces of the Em- 
pire were to be ready; Bur inſtead thereof, Applicati- 
on was made unto them, not only to leave thofe For- 
ces on the Rhine, bur to fend them ro the Danube ; 
which their High Rlighrineſſes conſented ro, for the 
Common Cauſe ; in hopes, that their Example would 
have a good Eticct. Thar: their High Mizhtineſss 
having concluded a new Treaty with the King oi 
Portugal, the better ro obtain the End intended by 
che Grand Alliance, and being oblig d in Con junction 
with her Majeſty of Great Britain to lend Forces to 
the Aſſiſtance of that Prince, and to ſeveral other Charę- 
es, they ſhaii have occation for their own Troops, tha: 
are in Germany, whom they had lent for a time, 
but not for ever. The Depuries alledg'd further, 


that the Forces of the Republick being thus diſpers'4 


from the Danube to the Sea, they could not do the 
Service that was expected from them, and concluded 
that the only way left for prelerving the Empire,

{o powerful a Body, would they bur exert their Force, 
do for the future act with more Vigour and Uni- 
on than heretofore; which being perform'd, they 
goubted not thro God's Bleiſing to fee this War 


 Crown'd with a Glorious Succets. Their High Mig 


tine ſſas have ſent DueSios i their Envoy Extract 
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dinary at the Court of England, to adviſe with her 


Majeſty's Miniſters on the ſame Subject; in order 


to find out the moſt proper Expedients for awakening, 
if poſſible ſome Members of the Empire, who ſeem d 
to be leizd with a fatal I ethargy, whilſt the Duke 
of HWirtemburgh, and other Members of the Circles cf 
Swabia and Franconia, or rather the whole Empire, 
are expos d to the greateſt Danger that ever was. 
Whilſt the State: General were thus deliberating 
on the preſent poſtmre of Affairs, in order to raile 
more Forces to carry on the War with Vigour, they 
received a Jetter from the Duke of $57, ro the fol- 
lowing Effect: | 
The Suſpicions France has entertam'd of our In- 
clination and Ad' erence to the Common Cauſe, have 


obligd her to ute an unheard of Violence towards 


us, againſt publick Faith, in ſeizing, diſarming and 
detaining Priſoners all the Officers and Souldiers of 
our Troops, who were in the Army of the two Crowns 
in Traly, We acquaint your High Miphtineſſes there- 
with, being very glad that an Uſage of ſuch a Na- 
ture, ſhould afttord us the Liberty to let you know 
the ſame, and a fincere Deſire we have to join the 
Alles; expecting from your Friendſhip that you wii! 
afford us ail the Aſſiſtance that is neceſſary for vi- 
goroutly maintaining ſo juſt a Cauſe, for which wr 
are ready to ſacrifice all that depends on us. (Ze, 

Within few Days after the Sate: Genzral receiv'd 
a Declaration from the ſaid Duke, to the following

Herein his Royal Highneſs appeals ro all the Prin- 


ces and States of Chriſtendom, whether any one ot 
them has been free from the Vexations of the Mi- 
niſters of France, who by Methods quite unknown 
in former Reigns, have brought that Crown to ſuch 
a degree of Power, that they think all other Sove- 
raigns are to obey their Laws, Thar his wile aud 
prudent Counſel have very well obſcrvd, as well as 
hipnſelf, that France had granted ſuch Advantages rg 
his Family only, to keep him from minding his real 
intereſts, which is to be inſeparably united to the

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Houie of Auſtria as the on'y way ro preſerve hin, 
If from being ohe of the Victims to that Ambitious 


Crown, as are all the Princes that have luffer'd them- 


jelves to be h! a Slerp ü by ns Enchantments. His 
Royal Hivghne's the Duke of Lorrain, and his Elector- 


al Highnc(s of Cologne are late Wuneſſes ot the truth 


af this; as for the elt his Rov al Hiphneis illues this 
Declaracion in aug ct a Manifeſto oniy ro make his 
Subjects rake Arms, till ſuch time as the Manifeſto 
be Printed in ferm, to be ſent to the reſpective 
Courts to ihew what juſt Reaſons his Royal High- 
nels has to act in this . after the Propoſals 
made to him by the French, whereby he would only 
have forged Chains for dme, if he had been ſo 
tencelels as to . them. Hereupon the States Ge- 
neral did by their Nlialſters at the Imperial and Eag , 
Courts, requeſt cho E Powers to join with them in al 
lilting 'his Roya! Hybnels, and return'd him an anlwer 
ro the following Fitect. 

We have been inforurd by a Letter from your Rov-

the Allis. £5 to our Part, we are relolved to give 
You j0.atly with dur A! lies, as powerful an Atliftance 
as phie, and are act tually conſidering how to do 
„ off:&tually, ard concerting with our Allies aforeſaid 
the 
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che neceſſary Meaſures, that are to be taken in order 
thereunto. We have already interpoſed our good Of- 
fices with the Emperor, that in the mean time ſuch 
Succours as are moſt ready at Hand may be ſent, 
without any delay, to your Royal Highneſs. And, as 
we underſtand, that her Majeſty of Great Britain will 
forthwith ſend a Miniſter ro your Ny Highneſs, we 
will likewiſe fend one of our own, and ſhall neglect 
nothing that may be in our Power for contributing to- 
wards the Support of your Myal Highneſs, in this juſt 
Cauſe, which henceforth we ſhall conſider as the Com- 
mon Cauſe ; aſſuring further your R/ Highneſs, that, 
upon this and other Occaſions we ſhall endeavour to 
manifeſt by real Proofs, how nearly concern'd we are 
for your Intereſt, how much we eſteem your Friend 
ſhip, and how fincerely we are, Ge. 

After this the Marquiſs de! Borgo, Envoy Extraordi- 
nary from that Duke, repairing ro the Aſſembly of 


the States General in a publick Audience, delivercc

The High Ide 2 which his Reyal Highneſs has of 
this Republick, ard the Remembrance of an Amity 


which bas been ways o dear to him, wakes bim 
petfionarety a gehre your Powerful Alliance. The 
occalion which leaves my Maſter at Liberty ro te- 


tity the RefpeÞ} he bas for your High Miphean: ſſes, 
is dangerous for his Territories, and has made him 
feel an unjuſt and unheard of Treatment: You 
know eit lig and Mighty * 4 Yer this very lame 
Occaſion revives bis ſor, becauſe it opens him a 
way to unite himſelf to T Potent Allies. You 
have formerly given him Effenrial Marks of your 
Sincere àdherence, and your High Maightineſſes have 
juſtly _— to your ſelves his Royal Acknow- 
ledęment. 

Lis enough to re ii you, High and Mighty Lords, 
that the Delire of his RO“ Tiigbreſi my Matter, 
to unite himſelf with you, is not occaſioned by an 
Ammoiity, inſpird by what has Jarely happened ; 
but is rather an Effect of the Ecem he has fer 
vou, and of rhe Intereſt he takes in the Common 
Caule. Tis tor this, that he is going to expole his 
Dominions, drain his Treaſury, and pour out the 


Blood of his SubjeAs ; What do I fay ? His Roy! 
Hinineſs will not ſpare his own Perſon, bur by fe- 


eing ail Dangers, will wake it appear to all the 
World, with what Fervency he concerns himſelf for 
the Liberty of Europe, againſt a Potentate who rec- 
bens all to be his Enemies, who will not be bs 
Slaves. 

Lis true, H:izh cad Mizohty Lords, that, to drav 
all the Advantage that can be expected from thc 
AMagranimous Reſolution of my Maſter, you are to 
iecond the lame. I don't pretend here to leſſen your 
Venetration, and thole lively Lights with which you 
ſce in the rwinkling of an Eye, the Conſequences 
at the War in Piemont. I would only admire with 
vou. the Depth of Divine Providence, which merhink< 
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never appear'd more brightly, than in this preſent 
[uncture. France, with a Deſign to lubject Ita, which 
1s of ſo great a Weight to give Law to the reſt of 
Europe, kindles an unjuſt War in Piemont; and it 
will be by this War, that the French being driven 
our of Jah, ſhall lole the Tyrannick Superiority 
which they pretend to have in Europe. It will be, 
I ſay, by means of this War, and the Vigorous Al- 
ſiſtance which you ſhall give to ſupport it, that the 
Chains of the States of Milan ſhall be broke, that 
France {hall receive all the Wounds which ſhe de- 
ſerves, in her own Heart; And in a word, by gi- 
ving owerful Divertion in favour of the High 
e Safety and Peace of Europe ſhall be 
te- eſtabliſhed. : 

You know, Fiz) and Mizhty Lords, the Neceſſity 
to haften your Reloluricns ; And that the juſt Agrec- 
ment and Union which is to prepare thoſe grcar Suc- 
ceiles, muſt be ſpeedily retolved on. The Enemy 
we have to deal withal, never fails of his Word 
when he threatens, and be threatens us very arro- 
gantly; Dont let us add to his Strength, the Ad- 
vantage he may draw from the delaying of th- 
meatures which we ought to rake; Dont let us war 
till his Progreſs rouze us up; Seeing it is better 
o employ our Etiorts ro prevent Loſſes, than 
to repair them ; and that no Colt ought ro be pur in 
the Ballance ro ſtrike a great Blow, eſpecially when 
that Blow is ablojucely neceſſary. 

You will do it, High and Mighty Lords; Your 
Prudence is too great to let flip the Opportur.iry of 
a decifive minute; His R“ Highneſs has reaſon to 
hope for every thing, and to believe, that your Aſ- 
fiftance will be capable ro ſupport the Liberties of 
lealy, the Dignities of your Republick, and the Glo- 
ry of your Renown and Fame. 

As for my ſelf, who know the Sentiments of my 
Matter, while I ſhall bave the Happineſs ro be fo 
near your High Mightineſſes, I ſhall fervently ſeek 
the Honour to pleaſe you, and indiffolubly to anie 
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my Maſter with you, which I beg your High Mig Hei- 
neſſes to be perſwaded of, 

By this time his Catholick Majeſty Charles the 
Third, having been Royally entertained, and received 
with all the Demonſtrations of Reſpect, all things 
were now ready for his Departure : So raking leave 
of the Stares, and artended with a ſufficient Con- 
voy of Engliſh and Dutch Men of War, with a fair 
Wind fer tail for Eng/and, where we will leave him 
for the prelent, making the beſt of his way, and the 
States General raiſing the neceſſary Supplies for the 
next Campaign, and conſulting on the moſt proper 
Methods ro aſſiſt their new Ally the Duke of Savoy; 
whilſt, in the mean time, we enquire how the Par- 
liament of Eng/and approve of the King of Portugal. 
and Duke of Saves quitting the French Intereſt. 

Ar rhe day for the meeting of the Parliament, the 
Queen repaird ro the Houſe of Peers, and ſeared 
on the Throne in her Royal Robes, with the ulu- 
2] Solemniries, ſent for the Commons, and then ad- 
cireft her ſelf to both Houſes of Parliament in the 
following Words:

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vou truſted me in the Conduct of ir. And we 
cannot ſufficiently acknowledge the Goodnefs of Al- 
mighty God, who is pleaſed ro afford us fo fair a 
Proſpect, as we now have, of bringing it to a Glo- 
rious and Speedy Conclufion. 

I muſt therefore defire you, Gentlemen of the 
Ilcuſe of Commens, to grant me ſuch Supplies as ſhall 
be requiſite ro defray the neccfſary Charge of the 
War for the next Year ; with Regard not only to 
all our former Engagements, bur particularly to our 
Alliances lately made with the King of Portugal, foi 
recovering the Monarchy of Spin from the Houſe 
of Bourbon, and reſtoring it to the Houſe of Auſtria: 
Which Treaty in it ſelf, being of the highctt Im- 
portance imaginable, and requiring all potſible Dil- 
patch in the Execution of it, has neceſlarily occati- 
oned a great Expence, even in this preſent Year. 
though not ſo much as it will require, and for 
which I hope we hall be amply recompenied in the 
next. 5 

The Subſidies which will now be immediareiy 
requird for the Atiiltance of the Duke of Savoy, 
will likewiſe occaſion a further neceſſary Charge. 

I muit rake notice ro you, that, though no par- 
ticular Proviſion was made in the laſt Seton, ei- 
ther for the Charge of our preſent Expedition into 
Pertugal, or for that of the Augmentation of Troops 
deſired by the States Genera“; yer the Funds given 
by Parliament have held cut to well, and the Pro- 


duce of the Prizes has proved ſo conſiderable, that 


vou will find the Publick will not be in Debt, by 
reaſon of either of theſe Additicnal Services. 

may furcher oblerve to you, that, though rhe 
Funds for the Civil Government are diminiſh'd by 
the War, I have in Conjunction with the Srares 
General, contributed our of my own Revenue, to- 
wards ſome Publick Services, and particularly to- 
wards the Suport of the Circle of Swabia, whoſe 
firm Adherence to the Intereſt of the Allies, under

HE Manifeſto's which the Duke of Sav:y has 

diſperſed throughout his Domintons ro incite his 
Subjects to rake up Arms to defend themiclves, his En- 
ceavours to perſwade all the Courts of Emnpe, ot 
the Violence done his Troops the 29th of September 
laſt, when they were ſeiz'd and ditarmd by 1 
Duke of Lende, purſuant. to his Majeſty's Orders. 
might make ſome Impreſſions on Mens Minds, if the 
oo well known Infideiiry of that Prince had not con- 
ſtrain d his Majeſty to rake that Reſolution, fo con— 
rary to the Conduct he purſued at the time, when 
the Superiority of his Arms, and the contiderablc 
Advantages he had gain d over the Princes and States 
Confederared againſt him, enabled him ro grant em 
Peace on his own Terms, Of this the Treaty made 
in 16986. between his Majeſty and the Dufte of Savry 
the Bond of which was the Marriage of his Grand- 
lon the Duke of Burgundy, with the eldeſt Daugh- 
ter of that Prince is an unconteſtable Proof, as well 
as the Advantages which the laid Prince found want- 
ing on the fide of the Alliance made between him 
the Emperor Englund and Holland. 

King Charles II. dying in the Year 1700, and the 
Succeſſion of rhe Monarchy of Spain devolving on 
Philip the V. by Right of Inheritance, the Tenor of 
the Laws of all the Eitares which compole har No- 
narchy, the Will of the laſt King, and the Withes 
of all the People: This dilpolitien ſtir d vp the fea- 
louſie of rhe Enenuies of the Grandeur of France, that 
1s Majefty was oblig'd, for prelerving that Monarchy 
entire, to order ſoon atter fome Troops ro March in 
to Lay, which feemd likelieſt ro be ſirſt attack d,

This Treaty was 
executed Bona Fide, on the part of the rwo Kengs, 
the firſt Year ; and though that Campaign ſuccecd- 
ed ill, rhongh the Emperors Army penetrated into 
ſeahy, and the Duke of S;vox withdrew his Troops 
ar the time there was moſt occaſion for them; ver 
he cannot be charged with not performing his Par: 
Likewile, that Campaign being ended, his Majeſty 
ſeeing the Progrcis made by the Enemies Troops, 
determined to fend thirty Batallions and thirty Sq1a- 
drons to augment his Army, and give it the Sn 
periority requiſite to eſtabliſh the Tranquility 9 
ſraly, and put the Emperor out of all Hopes gt. 
rendring himlcit Mater of it; Ar the very me 
that his Majeſty received Advices from all Pass, 
of the Intelligence the Duke of Savry preſerved 
with the Emperor and England, he cauſed his u. 
baſſador to demand an Augmentation of Subfidics. 
and having rendered his Fidelity ſuſpected, his Ma- 
jeſty reſolved ro conſent, that his Troops ſhould bo 
reduced to half the number he was to furniſh, an 
that the King of Spain ſhould put himſelf ar th. 
Head of the Armies. 

Theſe Suſpicions, already bur too well grourdes. 
were heightned by certain information of his Ne— 
gotiations, ard Propoſals of treating with the Em 
peror.

A Piedmontoiſe Qiticer, who was known to be much 
mn favour with the Duke ot Savoy, was furprizcd 
Wien ſome of the Enemies Officers, aud broug t in- 
ze the Camp by a Party of our Amy, and it was 
ctiſcover d. he had not been treated as a Pritoner while 
ne was among the Inpertaliſts. 

The Doke po gab had concerted an nterprize 
with the Generals of our Army, ihe =—_ of 
which depended on Secricy. Tie Prince of Lande: 
nut, Who had heard, and was witructed in every 
Circumftance of this Frejet, and in what manner 
r was io be execured, was urder's towards Man- 
ua; Bur, he had tet been long gone from the 
Army, when the Duke of Save wrote a Letter to 
nim, in which all the particulars of this Deſign 
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different ways with the fame Letter, which he took 
Care ſhould nor be writ in Cyphers, and one of 
them was taken by the Enemy, who fore-warn'd 
of the Project prevented ir. It was hard ro ſup- 
pole he did this in prudently, and with no Deſign, 
He confeſſed he had not done wilely, but ſaid, he 
would take Care not to be fo negligent again. He 
is not guilty of Negligence, when he is carrying on 
his own Defigns- 

He thought ir his Inrereſt to give our, that the 
Emperor had order'd the Inhabitants of the Inperial 
Ferrirories ro rake vp Arms, and join the Rebels of 
Mondovi, and had promited to turn them with 
Money and neceflary àmmunitions. The Piedimons 
toiſe Officer declared this pubi.ckly ro his Troops, in 
giving the Word, f 

It would be tedious to reckon up all the Rex- 
ſons we had to ſutpect his Inrent.ons, the Pretences 
be ſought to complain, ard the Secret Journics of 
his Miniſters in Whom he mot confded. 

The Armies were ſtill in the Field, and the Ene. 
mies were ſuperiour in number, when be marched 
his Troops back into Piedmont: All the inltances 
made to him to leave his Forces with our Army, 
werc uſeleſs. 

Immediately after his Return to Turin, he repre- 
ented to us, that it was impoſſible for him to ex- 
cute the Treaty. He complained the Subſidies we 
.greed to give him, were too little; He demanded 
. Advantages, and inſiſted upon them with great 
Farneſtnels, when he Feld the cloſeſt Correſpondencc 
with our Enemies. His Ambaſſador ar ienna, de- 
voted to the Emperor by his private Intereſt, con- 
tinued at that Cuurr, (under colour of bis ewn By- 
ſinels) long after the German Troops had enter'd Ha- 
{z, and begun the War. Nor could the Duke og 
dave ealily prevail with himſelf at length to reca! 
him, though he knew perfectly well, that fo pub- 
lick a Corretpondence with the Emperor, was at 
leait indecent, after the Engagements he had enter'd 
into with us and the King of Spain. It was con- 

jecturey 
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jectured from rhe long Audience thar Ambaſlade; 


bad of him at his return ro Juin, that his ſtay 
ar Vienna muſt needs have been prolonged by the 
Dukes expreſs Orders, more than by his own private 
fairs. Theſe Conjectures were not falſe, and the 
certain Advices we received ſufficiet t.y verified then. 

The Duke of Sus knows how to carry on his 
Deſigns with profound Secrecy, but his Character fre 
quently excires the Curioſity of Perions that orhcr- 
wile would be indiiferent, Publick matters of Fact 
compared with private Advices, do ſometimes and 
ſpeedily enough diſcover Truth and reveal Myfterics, 
which he imagines rw have wrap'd up in Du 
nels. 5 

We knew, that the Emperor about the beginning 
of the Year 17 2. offer d him the Moneferar, that he 


promiſed ro ute his Intereſt with the late King of 


England Hilliam the III. ro procure him Subiidies, 
that he pretied him ro enter into his Alliance, and 
accordingly to gn a Treaty; there were others con- 
cerned in this Negotiation betides the Marquiſs de Prise. 
but to relate the particulars of the Management ©: 
it is at preſent ne*dlefs. | 

The Court cf Vienna had then great Hopes of the 
Progreſs of the Germans in ltah, either becauſe rhe 
Emperor made ture account of terminating the War 
gloriouſly without Succours, or becaule he thought to 
prevail upon the Duke of Savoy to declare himſelf 
without delay; he proteſted that if he Heſitated to 
accept his Offers, he would no longer be bound ro 
them. He promiſed to forget ail that was paſſcd, 
and remonſtrating to the Duke what Duty he o d 
to his Soveraign, aſſured him he would again receive 
him into Favour, provided he did not wait before 
he declared himſelf for a Conjuncture in which he 
ſhould not want his Aſſiſtance. 

_ The Inclinarion the Duke of Savoy always ſrew'c 
to the Houle of Auſtria, was check d by the Con- 
lideration of his own Intereſt. He was defirous in- 
deed to owe the Enlargement 6: his Fortune to tha: 
Family, but he was willing to be well allured of 
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hat Advancement upon joining With them; he would 
not be latisfied with the Emperors bare Promile ; he 
was doubrful he did not ftand forgiven at Vienna, 
for the Treaty he made with us in 1696, the more 
that Court appear'd confident of carrying all before 
them in TIraly, the more difficulty he imagin'd they 
would make to grant him the Advantages, he thought 
he ſhould Merit what they oficr d him, did not an- 
wer the hopes he had fondly entertain d. 

Having a high Opinion of the Politicks of the late 


King of England, he judg'd that Prince would ſpare. 


nothing to get him into the Leagne; He therefore 
communicated to him the Emperors Propoſals, and

his Anſwers to thoſe Propoſals. , He profetied to place 


an entire Confidence without the leaſt Reſerve in the 


King of Great Britain, vet was careful at the ſame 
time to take all Precaurions that Diſtruſt ſuggeſted 
o him. 

The reciprocal Diſtruſt which he knew the Courts 
of Nienna and England, entertain d of his P openſity 
o break his Engagements was the Ground of his 
Caution. He therefore, charged his Envoy in Eng- 
and to uſe the ſtrongeſt and moſt fubmiffive Words 
ne could invent, bur forbid him to deliver one Sy 
lable in Writing. Thar Envoy was infructed to 
ay ; That his Maſter was determined wholly to go- 


vern himſelt by rhe Organ of the King of England 


{fur we repeat the very terms to your Blefſedneſs ) 
hat he would owe every thing to his Protection, that 


he depended wholly on him for obtaining rhe Pre- 


entiotis he had already communicated to him, and 
which he would never directly propoſe to the Eni 
peror. That the Hazard ke ſhould run was imminent, 
but that the Aqvantages ought to be proporrion'd to 
the Dangers be was to expole bimfelf ro. Ir was this 
the Protect ion of the King of England (Terms often 
icpcared) that the Duke of Savoy hoped henceforth to 
aggrandize his Family, be thought by humblirg hin. 


tclt in this Manner to become more Conſiderable, it 


by this Submiſſion be obtain d ſome confiderable Ad- 
dition to the Promile of the Moneferat, which he 


thought

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thought was too ſmall a Recompence for the Service 
he hopcd to do the Emperor. 


He was poſitively afſured by King Yam the III. | 


that Enzland and Holland wouid quickly declare War 
againlt us, and the mean Idea he had form'd of our 
Forces gave him a Perl{walicn, that they would not 
be ſufficient to withſtand the Eiforts of the Enemy. 
The firſt ſervice he promiſed the League was, to 
reduce the Troops he lent us, and to oblige us to 
be content with halt the Number he furniſh'd the 
firſt Year. He engaged, he would refute all the Ad- 
vantages we ſhould otter, ro induce him, to let his 
Troops ſpend the Wimer with our Army and to la- 
tisfy them, how heartily he elpouſed their Caule, 
he aſſured them that the XH it ſhould not temp: 
rim; and that he wovld not accept of ir, if we 
ſhould offer it him. He pretended, by forbearing to 
receive any new Advantage from us, to be diſcharg d 
from his Engagements to us, and to be at Liberry 
o join his Troops to the Emperors; immediately 
upon the Conclution of the Treaty that was in agi- 
tation between them. He reierved to himielf the 
concerting with thein, the Time and Manner of put 
ring this Deſign in Execution, till the Article relating 
to his particular Incereſt ſhould be adjuſted. 

His Envoy was to reprelent likewile the indiſpenſa. 
ble Neceſſity, his Maſter was in of concealing his 
| Intentions, by his Conduct in that Interval, and em- 
ploy ir g his urmoſt Dexterity, becauie Secrecy was 


mott abſolutely neceſſary for avoiding the fatal Con- 


tequences chat would enſue his being diſcover'd. 
His Anſwer to the Emperor did yet more ſtronęly 
confirm the Sulpitions, we had of him; and were it 
not neceffary to ſhew how well they were ground- 
ed, we thould paſs over in filence what he ſaid: 
of hs profound Acknowledrement of the great Gcod- 
neſs the Emperor had condeſcended to expreſs towards 
lim ; of the Hope he always had , that the Em- 
por wou'd hav? the Generoſity to prey him for bs 
being fereed to enter into arksome Engagements , fer 


prefe ding h D minions ; ; in ſhort, of the confidence be 
bad 
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ad that thoſe very Engagements enabled him to do the 
greater Service to the Houſe of Auſtria. 

He mentioned the Uncaſineſs he felt in his Mind, to 
ſubmit to tle Fatal Law impoſed on him, in Spite of 
which he ſaid be had preſerved an Inward Affection for 
the Emperors Service, and profeſſed, that in Acknewledg- 
ment of his Goodneſs, and ef his Protection, he had al- 
ways kept his Heart entire for bim. 

He repreſented, that, after the Peace cf Reſwyck, he 
had made the firſt Offer to ſerve him in Italy, that be 
had conſtantly ſignify'd to him the Importance of taking 
neceſſary Meaſures for ſecuring the Deminicns of the 
Crown of Spain to the Houſe of Auſtria, that upon the 


Death of the late Catholick King, Le had remer ſtrated at 


Vienna ebe Neceſſity of preventing the Houſe of Bourbon's 
poſſeſſing themſelves of the Dutchy of Milan, that, had 
his Counſels been followed, the Execution of the Plan 
formed afterwards would have been eaſie. That he ſhould 
have had an Opportunity to ſacrifice bimſecif, according 
to his Deſires, in premoting the Intereſts of the Houſe 
of Auſtria, and, that be ſkou!d have eſcaped the violent 
[xtrematies, to which he had been conſtrained to ſubmit. 
He lamented the Neglect of ſo many favcurable Opportu- 
nities, and to mabe his Alliance the more coveted, deſcribed 
the Condition of our Forces in Italy, more to their Ad- 
vantage than be either thought or uſually talked of them. 
Fe repreſented the Calamities his Country would be expo- 
ed to; be added, that his Intention in laying before the 
Empercr theſe Rias and Difficulties" was only the better 
to ofſure him of bis conſtant Perſevering in his ſmcere 
Deſire to ſerve him, and of hi Readineſs to ſacrifice blind- 
al Things to his Glory and Intereſt. The King of Eng- 
land, he faid, would witneſs for him, that theſe were 
bis Real Sentiments, and be hoped the Emperor wou'4 
dive bim Shining Proofs of his juſt and genercus Magni- 
ſcence, properticnable to his Sacrifice; and to the meft 
Eſential Advantage the Houſe of Auſtria weuld reap frem 
ons Alliance, 

To concinde, he urged as an undoubted Proof of his Al. 
ſection to the Emperor, the Condutt he had cbſerved the 
Proceeding Tear; ſeeing it was ere to diſcover his true 

| Sen- 
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S-utiments in retarding the March of his Trocpt, and 
bringing a leſſer number of them into the Field, than 
be was oviiged to furniſh ; and in his delaying to repair 


* 


in Perſon to tie Army. Iſe promiſed ta purſue the ſame 
Conduct the next: Camp uipn, and boaſting, that he had al-. 


ready taten M.aſures to reduce bis T. oops to baff the num- 
ber, he had furniſke1 before; Ie added, that be won 
deep the beſt of them in his own Territorics, for he wa; 
reſolved roery way to ſhew bis P. iin to ſerve the Em- 
perar, featrering hiinſelſf, he would accept bis mi ſt humble 


and mit ſincere Endeavonrs.. 


The Canqueſt of the Kingdom of Nap'es appeared tc. 
be the Emperors chief Aim at that time; ſome Sedi:tous 
repteſented, that it would be an eaſe Enterprize and 
and could not mils of Succels, and therefore prefled 


him to turn his Forces that way; the Duke of S489 


was afraid of being leſt roo much expoled, if they 
ſhould remove to lo great a Dii!zance from Piedment, 
and therefore remonſtrated very earneſtly to the Court ot 
England, that the chief Advantage of his Alliance would 


| be loſt, if the German Army ſhould be employed any 


where but in the Aſilanc ze, and the Acquilition of that 


Duchy ought to be look d upon as the Baſes of the 


Eſtabliſhment of the Houſe of Auſtria in Itaq. 

While this Negotiation went on in Eygland, the 
Duke of Savoy had the Satisfaction to attribute to his 
own Directions and Management, the Conſent we gave 
that he ſhould reduce his Trcops to half the number 
he was obliged to furniſh us, bur this Satisfaction was 
diſturbed by the News of the Death of the late King 
of England. He grounded his Chief Hopes on the 
Credit that Prince had gain d among his Allies; ke 
feared the Emperor would for the future be more 


difficult. Tis ſuppoſed, he will not deny, that he was 


for a while under great Perplexity, leaſt the Secrets he 
had entruſted to King Milliam, ſhould be diſcovered, as 


many others were by the Papers found after rhe Death 


of that Prince. We knew his Deſigns and the Steps he 
made, to put them in Execution; yet without ſhew- 
ing any Uneaſineſs or Diſtruſt, be eaſily performed his 
Promiſes roche Emperor and the King of England. His 


Troops 
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Troops, reduced to half the number, marched from 
Piedmont late in the Summer, to join our Army, 
He might have taken upon him the Command of 
them, and have ſerv'd our Enemies, as he boaſted he 
had done the Year before; Bur he had alterd his 
Thoughts ; he had engaged ro uſe his beſt Endea- 
yours to excuſe himſelf from Commanding the Army; 
And if he ſhould have been compell'd to it, he be- 
ſought the Emperor to impure it to the Unhappy 
Circumſpection which he was obliged to obſerve, to 
woid giving us the leaſt 1 
Ne. leſt ic to his Choice, to mand the Army 
or rot, he complain d of this Indifference; For he 
rerperually ſought Occaſions to complain, and took

any, though never ſo frivolous, viz. The Arrival of 
Ide King of Spain in Lombardy, which afforded a new 
| Prerence : He complained of the Ceremoniale. You 
2 know, moſt Ho!y Father, that he would quit the Pre- 
, fon he has kept up with ſo much Heat againſt 


e Hoh Chair, if your Holineſs would conſent to treat 
} he Ambaſſadors of Savy as favourably as thoſe of 
the Republick of Venice, and would give them Au- 
Ciznce in the Royal Hall of the Vatican. Forgetting 
he Rank he holds in Traly, he affected to appear dit- 
Cc Woovenred ar the Kings Refuſal ro give him the Hand 
and an Elbow-Chair, he called th's Treatment a new 
e roof of the Ingratitude with which his Services 
were recompenced, 
Ic would be tedious ro enumerate in particular, 
8 de Secret Meſſages ſent by Prince Eugene to Turin, 


he and by the Duke of Sado ro the Imperial Army; 
as tis Removing to ſeveral Country-Houſes, and the Dif- 
| - 


iculry of getting Admittance ro him, could not pre- 
rent the Diſcovery of the Truth. His moſt Secrer 
Conferences with his Miniſters formerly employed at 
'!enna and London, his Regret, his Diſturbance, when 
de found the Emperor unwilling to grant the Advan- 
ages with which he thought his Alliance ought to 
de purchaſed, were known. Nay, it was uſeleſs to pre- 
end to conceal all this from the Publick, who being 
ng before well acquainted with the Inclinations of rhe 
R 2 5 Duke 
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Duke of Save, for rhe Houle of Auſtria, judged ö 


that by the Courſe of his Proceedings, he intended to 
purſue that Inclination as ſoon as he could do it Ad- 
vantageouſly and Safely. 

This was the Interpretation they made of the Ex- 
rraordinary Care he rook to keep his Troops well 
Diſciplined, and ro Forrify his Places of Strength ; Far 
from commending in him this Application to becom- 
ing a wiſe Prince: They only laid, he had thereby 
dilcovered his True Deſigns. 

He helped ro dilcover theſe Deſigns, by making 
ſeveral Attempts to levy Tronops in Switzerland, and 
by continuing Levies in his own Dominions. He re- 
preſented, that rhe Subſidy, he received, were not 
anſwerable ro the Expence he was obliged to bc 
at to execute the Treaty; He prevail'd with us to 
yield to his Leſſening his Troops, and at the ſame 
time he augmented the Fortifications of his Places, 
he made new Levies; his Projects could not eaſily 
be concealed; The contrariety between his Actions 
and Diſcourſes appearing ſo very manifeſtly. 

He flatter d himſelf with a Belief, that he had 
proceeded with impenetrable Secrecy, till the Princes 
Confederated againſt the 2 Crowns began to reveal all. 

They thought the more eaſily ro perſwade the 
King of Portugal! to enter into their Alliance, by 
acquainting him, that the League gain'd new Allies 
every day; Thar ir would be impcſflible for us 
to reſiſt the Number of our Enemies; and ro convince 
him of this, they diſcover d ro him the Diſpoſitions 
of the Duke of Savcy. | | 

This News was quickly divulged all over Europe ; 
The Advices from all Quarters ſaid, the Duke of 
Savcy would make Amends for the Injury he had 
done bis Allies the laſt War; 7 he would re- 
cover their good Opinions by to bortant Shock; 
It was every where reported, that the Perſon em- 


ployed by the Emperor in Negotiating this Affair, was 


Salvay, whom be lately admitted into his Council, 
and grarihed with forty thoutand Florins, as a Re- 
compence for his Trouble, and Journeys to Turin.

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there in May laſt, of the Treaty between his Ma- 


ter and the Duke of Savoy, as openly as the Count 


de Lembergb did afterwards at Rome, 

Wagers were laid about it at Lendom and at the 
Hanne, Merchants and others were informed what 
Party the Duke of Savoy would take, before the 
End of the Year: They reckoned in England and 
Holland, as well as at Lienna, upon the Progreſs of 
the Fanaticks in Languedoc, upon the Intelligence held 
by the Duke of Savoy with thoſe Rebels, and upon 
the Succours he would ſend them. 


Would ro God, meſt Holy Father, a profound Silence 


on this Article could efface the Remembrance of a 
Catholick Prince's grounding his Hopes on the Cru- 
elties of thole ſeditious Miſcreants, not to ſay on 
the Correſpondence he held with them. We are un- 
willing to inform your Holineſs, how favourable a 
Paſſage the Religionaries, (that is, Proteſtant Refugees) 
coming from other Countries, found through the 
Territories of that Prince, to get into our Kingdom. 
His Speech to the Preſident of the Parliament of 
Orange, is but too well known, as well as the Ad- 
vice he gave him not o go far from the Frontiers 
of France, becauſe Time might change; And that 
therefore he wonld do well ro wait in the Neigh- 
bourhood, for a favourable Opportunity, to return in- 
to his own Country with entire Liberty to exerciſe 
ais Religion.

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The Emperor's Ambaſſador in Poland, diſcourſed

from our Enemies, would ſeriouſly reflect on his 
own Conduct, and laying afide all Thoughts of new 
Engagements, would make good thoſe berween him 
and us.

We were informed of the Arrival of that Miniſter, 
of all the Steps he took, of his Lodgings in ſeveral 


Houſes, ſometimes in Turin, and ſometimes in the 


Country; Of the Duke of Savoy or his Miniſters 


treating with him. This Negotiation became (© 
publick, thar the Duke of Savoy alone made a Mi- 
ttery of it; The publick Diſcourſe ar Turin ran on 


the Conditions of the Treaty; They talk'd of car- 


rying on the War into Dauphine, of employing the 
Vaudois, and the French of the pretended Reformed 
Religion, whom that Prince might engage in his Ser- 
vice: Ir was talk d, what Courſe the Germans ſhou}d 
take to get into the Alexand-in, to put the Duke of 


Savoy in Poſſeſſion of it, as the Reward of his En-

falſe, the Honour and Intereſt of thar Prince equally

whether he would reflect on what he was Doing, 
and whether in the Irreſolution we ſuppoſcd he might 
be in, he could be brought over ro his True Intereſt, 
and the Intereſt of all Italy. 

The General Advices we had received of his En- 
gagements, were communicated, by our Direction, ro 
his Ambatiador., He dilown'd them, and, though 


without Order, he aſſurd us, his Maſter would al- 


ways faithfully keep the Treatics he had made with 
Us and the King our Grandſon. This Anſwer was 
confirmed by the Duke of Savoy, who added deep 
Proteſtations, that he had not made, nor would make 
any Treaty with the Emperor and his Allies, and 
according to his uſual Practice towards us and others, 
he demanded new Advantages, as the juſt Reward 
of his Services, and adhering to his Alliance with 
us. 

He declared himſelf much to the ſame Purpoſe to 


our Ambaſſador at Turin; ver without atluring hun 


lo pofirively, that he would nor conclude any Trea- 
ty with the Emperor. One can hardly deny a Truth 


ealy ro be proved; He Evaded explaining hi:nſelf 


directly on fo Effential a Point; He made a Sort of 
an Apology for the Conduct he had purſued, fince 
the Death of the late King of Spain. 


All the Complaints he made on ſeveral Occations 


were repeated; He concluded with theie Words, that 
he kad Sentiments nice enough ro make himſelf re- 
ſent highly ſuch Procecdings. I hav? ſtocp'd, ſaid he, 
i have buckled to Fortune; But at length the Shy is 
grown clear, 1 bave nom an Opportunity, cr I ſhai! never 
have ane to advance my Family, Ihen ſpeaking of 
the Poverty of Savey, though he had no Deſign ro 
treat, he inſinuated, that he had deſerved by his Ser- 


vices to have his Dominions enlarged. He could not 


eaſily have hinted in plaincr Terms, the Progreſs of 
the Negotiarion begun be:ween the Emperor and him, 
'wr as they had nor yer fully concerted meaſures for 
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executing it, it was neccfſary to ſuſpend owning it. 
and to leave us a while in doubt. 

To this End he cauſed a Memorial to be drawn 
up, by which, in General Terms he gave us to un- 
derſtand, that he expected the M:/ariege in Recom- 
ence of his great Services, pretending V'e ard the 
King our Grandſon, were beholden to him tor the 
Dominions belonging ro the Spani/> Monarchy in 
Italy. | | 

We were well informed of whar paſſed concerning 


rhe Audiences he gave our Ambaſſador ; and the An- 


ſwers returned by him, were communicated to the 
Emperors Miniſters ar Turin, and that nothing was 
done without his Participation; That all the Oitcrs 
we could make to the Duke of Savoy, would be 
ſhewn to that Miniſter, fo we did not matter What 
Anſwer we return d ro the Memorial he ſent us.

The 
Officers and Soldiers of his Troops began apace to 
leave the Army, under feignd Pretences of Sicknels, 
We could reproach our ſelves with nothing, bur the 
Hazzard we bad run in too long deferring a Reſolu- 


tion that ſcem'd indeed violent, though indiſpenſably ne- 


cellaty. At length we order d the Troops of Savoy to 
be ſeiz'd and diſarmed, conſtrain'd to it by the many 
Pealons we have related to your Bleſſedneſs. 

Though this Recital is but too long, we can affirm 
we have onnitted divers Material Circumſtances. But 
a what purpole itould we enumerate them, when we 
are juſtified Þy our very Enemies? The Princeſs of 
Denmark, i Er Speech to rhe Parliament of England, 
190k Pleaſure in acquainting them, She had engaged 
rbe Duke of Savoy in the Intereſts of the League: Had 
we ferin d a Deſign to invade his Dominions, as he 
would fain periwacc the World, his Conduct long 
nee pave ns Outs to treat him as an Enemy; But 
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tar from having uch a Thoughr, we are ſtill diſpo- 
ted to let Piedmont and Savoy enjoy a perfect Neu- 
*7aliry during this War, provided the fortified Places 
de put into the Hands of the Swiſs, as we have pro- 
zuled to the Cantons, that a Paſſage through the Coun- 
try be left open for our Troops, and that the Duke of 
Savoy Ctlarm his. | 

This done, vour Holineſs would quickly ſee an end 
oi rhe Diſquiet, which this War may have given you. 
Gur Army in Italy will be employed cnly to reflore 4 
Tranquility ro it; Tis what we deſire of the Al- 
mighty, as well as the Peace of all Chriſtendom in ge- 
neral; Nor can we doubt of your Blecdneſs's ardent 
Prayers to the {ame Purpole ; And we defire you to 
believe, that the more it ſhall pleaſe God to bleſs the 
juſtice of our Arms, and confound the Deſigns of our 
Enemies, the readier we ſhall be to terminate, by a 
firm Peace, the Calamities that have fo long afflicted 
Europe. We pray God, moſt Holy Father, your Bleſſed- C 
eſs may long govern his Church.

To examine all the Particulars of this Letter, would

Ty 
prevent this Imminent Danger, the Treaty of Par- 
tition gave to the Arch-Duke Charles, at the Deatb 
of his Catholic Majeſty, the Kingdoms and Domi- 
nions that Prince was poſſeſled of in Spain, the Lon 
Countries, and the Kingdoms of Sardinia, Maj oc. 
and Minorca, and the Heſt Indies; and to the Dan 
phin the reſt of the Dominions, and part of Gui 
puſcon. 

Thar his Chriſtian Majeſty conſented ro this Ac- 
commedation, and having fiipulared it with En- 
gland and Ialland, invited all other Princes, and 
the States of Errepe, to join in it, carneſtly ſolli— 
citing his Pertiugue ze Majeſty to come into that A.- 
lociation, which his Majeſty cceniented to, as be— 
lieving this to be the moſt Eficctual means to pre- 
ſerve the Peace of Europe, and deliver it from the 


Imminent Danger that threatned ir. That, to this 


Purpoſe he concluded a Treaty with the moit Chi 
ſtian King, of which England and Holland were 
Guarart-es. Bur the Catholick King dying in Novem- 
ber og, and a Will being Publiſhed in his Name, 
declaring the Duke of Anjeu, Second Son to the 
Dauphin, Heir of that Monarchy, the moſt Chr. 
ſtian King alter'd his Reſolutions, and notwithſtand- 
ing the Treaty of Partition not long before conclu- 
ded with the three Powers of Portugal, Eng land and 
iJo.cand, and withour Regard ro his Engagemer:s 


therein, rather chole ro accept of the whole 


Fucceſſion to the Crown of Spain for his Grand- 
for ; Flarrering the Sani d in the Letter he wrote 
ro the Governgurs, during the Interregnum in tha! 
Monarchy, with Premiſes, that he would reſtore n 
to 1's Ancient Splendor, and railc it to the higheſt 
Pitch of Glory; Intinuaring, by this means, that he 
would reſtore to it the Kingdoms and States which 
had bcen ſeparated from ir. | | 
This Reſolution of the moſt Chr:ſtian King, taken 

at the very Moment he received Intelligence of thc 
Death of bis Catholick Majeity, being a manifel 
and evident Breach of the Treaty, and Contempt 
Ft 
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of thoſe Powers concerned in it, highly provoked 
thoſe that had Confederated with France tor the Ex- 
ecution of the Partition; And much more the Em- 
peror, who would not conſent to it: But it being 
propoſed ro his Purturueze Majeſty from the matt 
Chriſtian King, by his Ambaſſwior the Preſident of 
Rowille, that the King his Maſter found it more 
expedient for his own and the Peace of all Cen- 
dom, that the whole Monarchy of Spain, as the Cu- 
thoiick, King had polſefied ir, ſhould remain united 
under one Prince; becauſe by this means the Bal- 
lance of Europe would be the better kept up; He 
therefore was willing ro {acritice ro the Intercft of 
Europe, that great Part of his Dominions, which by 
the Treaty of Partition was to be annexed ro it: 
Taar the aforefaid Prince was to be his Grandion 
the Duke of Anjou, in whom the Catholick King 
had owned the Undoubred Right of the Dauphin his 
don; Declaring the ſaid Duke of Anjou Univertal 
Heir of all his Dominions. That the Monarchy »i 
pain ſhould be governd by its own Laws and 
Conſtitutions, without the leaſt Innovations or any 
Dependance on France; $9 that only the Reigning 
Family would be changed, that of Baurben being 
placed on the Throne initead of that of Auftria; 
and Europe would remain in the tame Potture vr 
was in before the Death of the Catholic Ning 
Charles II. The molt C,. Ning was detireus 0 
renew with the King of Portupa!, the ancient Trea- 
ties, and that his Grandion would do the tame, ant 
he would be Guarantee of the Peace between th. 
Crowns of Por:ugal and Caſ{ite. | 

That his Portugue e Majelty having made the be- 
ceſſary Reflections upon thele Repretentat tons, ac- 
cording to the then preſent Circumitances, ne though: 
he ought to Sacrifice the Breach of the 1reaty con- 
cluded with Fance to the Publick Peace, as look 
ing upon it that Europe remain'd in the lame Contt:- 
tation and Poſture it was in before, with only very 
little Difference. And to prevent the Inconveniencic+ 
of a War within his RKirgdoms, {which could ao! 
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have been done, had he permitted the Nations that 
made War in Spain, to reſort to his Poſts becauſe 
of the Danger, leſt the Neighbouring Fire ſhould lay 
hold on his Dominions, he concluded a Treaty with 
the moſt Chriſtian King and his Grandſon, by which 
his Portugueqe Majeſty only obliged himſelf not to 
receive into his Ports, the Ships of thoſe Nations 
chat ſhould make War on the two Crowns, upon Ac. 


count of the Succeſſion of the Duke of Anjou ; thus | 


only making the ſaid Duke as it were Poſſeſſor of 
the Monarchy, for the Conveniency of ſecuring the 
Peace of Portugal, or at leaſt removing the Danger 
of a War; Br, in regard thet the Powers of En- 
gland and Holland («hich it may be judgd might 
enter into a League with the Emperor to revenge 
the Breach of Treaty, and to ſecure their own In- 
tereſts and Safety) would not conſent perhaps to be 
excluded the ſaid Ports, the moſt Chriſt ian King ob- 
liged himſelf ro ſend them fuch Succours of Men 
and Shipping as his Portugue de Majeſty ſhould judge 
proper and neceſſary upon Occaſion. The Duke ot 
Anjou has alſo reſigned up to the Crown of Portu- 
al, all the Right the Crown of Spain prerends tc 
ave to the Lands ſeated on the North fide of the 
River of Plata, on which is built the Colony called 
del Sacramento, and has obliged himſelf ro Indemnity 
the Royal Company of the Indies, in which the Sub- 
jects of Portugal have engaged great Stocks, and 
received no leſs Damages by the Infringements the 


Government of Spain have made in the Conditions 


of the ſaid Contract, which has been authorized by 
the two Crowns of Caſtille and Portugal. 

The Obſervation of this Treaty was ſuitable to 
That of the former; For his moſt Cbriſtian Majeſty 
ſignifying to his Portugut de Majeſty, by his Ambal- 
ſador the Preſident Roui lle, that the Navy fer out by 
England and Holland were deſigned againſt the Port 
and Fleers of Portugal, his ſaid Majeſty required in 
due Seaſon, and by Vertue of the ſaid Treaty, that 
a moderate Number of Shipping might be ſent him, 
to ſecure the Trade of his Subjects, and the Coats 
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of the Kingdom, and nor a third part of what 
was delir'd has been ſent; the Miniſters of the 
Court of France being oblig d ro own to that of 
Portugal (which ſolicited this neceiſary and due Sup- 
ply) that the Crown of France was not in a Capa- 
city to anſwer that Obligation; and that his Meff 
Chriſtian Majeſty own'd, that the King of Portugal 
was abſolved from the Tye ol the Treaty concluded 
with him and his Grandſon upon a Condition of 
that Succour. 
The Duke of Anjou, has not been more Punctual in 
fultlling the Contents of this Treaty; For, neither has 
he paid the Sums he ought ro pay to the laid India 
Company, nor has he deliver'd them from the Vexati- 
ons and Violences offer'd it, in the ſaid Indies as was 
{tipulared ; Bur on the contrary, greater Wrongs were 
ofter'd them. And the Governor of Buonos Ayres, by 
privare Orders from Courr, contrary to the publick 
Ones ſent by vertue of the Treaty, has excluded the 
Subjects of his Poreugeze Majeſty, the Benefit of the 
Lands about the Colony del Sacramento, blocking them 
up cloſe. 
All this not only ſufficiently juſtifies, with how 
much Reaſon his Portugeze Majeſty has departed from 
the laſt Treaty, concluded with his Mt Chr ſtian 
Majeſty and his Grandſon, but how much Cauſe he 
has to Reſent ſuch repeated Infringments. 
Beſides, this ſecond Treaty was no ſooner concluded, 
bur his Mc Chriſtian Majeſty began to ſhow, that 
his Deſign tended to Unite the Monarchy of Spain, 
Governing even at firſt, according to his own Will 
in all Reſpects, from the higheſt ro the loweſt, the 
Negotiations and Embaſſies of the Crown of Sparn 
began to be guided, not by Inſinuations, but by Ex. 
prels Commands from Paris. The Vice-Royſhips ard 
Lovernours of the Kingdoms and Provinces of Spain, 
and its Dominions, the Preſidentihips of Counce!e, 
the Arch-Biſhopricks, Biſhopricks and Prelacies, re 
Commendams Places, Offices and Employ ments, C:. 
il and Military, and in ſhort all things of Prot, 
and Honour, are at _ Diipolal of trench Minift. ne 
4 | dis 
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The Bulwarks of the Monarchy, Flanders and Milan, 
were ſeiz d by the French Troops under the Specious 
Title of Auxilaries ; the Grandees of Spain, whom 
the Catholick Kings had placed in the next Degree 
to their Royal Perſons, were oppreſſed and affronted, 
obliging many to go to Paris, ro pay Homage to 
the Deſpotick Power of the Court of France, and 
equalling em to the Peers, and the. Peers to them, 
as if they were but one Nation, and ferved but 
one King. The Holy Tribural of rhe - - Was 
moletted in its Head and in its Members. Th: 
Flags of the Royal Navy of Spin, were command 
ed by thoſe of France in their own Seas. The 
Trade of the Hel- Indies, which is not allowed to 
all the Subjects of the Monarchy but only to tho 
of the Crown of Cie, has been laid open to the 
French, to the utter Ruin of all Spain. And in 
ſhort, all rhe Subjects of the Monarchy have been 
undervalued and oppreſſed by Miniſters, or other Per— 
ſons of the French Nation, and treated Lke Slaves, 
tho' the French were of the meanceſt Quality, an! 
the Spanzards of the greateſt, The illuſtrious Spaniſs: 
Nation, ard its van Monarchy being thus brought 
under the Ferch Yoak, was the End of the Promitc 

of raifing and re- eſtabliſning it in its Ancient Glory. 
It is needleſs to mention the particular Perlors ot 
Facts which demonſtrate what is here urged; be 
muſe it is lo notorious and viſible ro the Eyes na: 
only of the Sani arde, but to all Europe, that wary 
Grandees were oblig'd ro ſubmit ro the Indigni'y 
ct ſerving in Employments, not ſuitable to their Gre::- 
nels, or ro take Sanctuary in ſtrange Countrice, 
abandoning their Houles and Eſtates to prelerve th. 
Honours and Dignities they bad inherited from tber 
anceltors. France uting all means to debaſe this Rank 
\mce there have been Perlons admitted to it, who 
could nor either for their Quality or Merits alpire to 
ir; and have been only raiſed for being Initruments 
of Enllaving their Country, and Afifting by their En- 
events, 10 ſupport and feed that Cancer which gnaws 
the 
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rae Bowels of that Monarchy, like Vipers devouring 
the Common Morher which gave them Being. 

Having ſo plainly diſcover'd the Deſign of France, 
which is to unite the Spaniſþ Monarchy to that of 
France, and reduce it to a Province, like any of 
the conquer'd Countries, whercas its Separation and 
Independence was the Baſis and Foundation of the 
Treaty concluded with the M»-ſ# Chriſtian King and 
his Grandſon. And his Portugeze Majeſty ſeeing fo 


Illuſtrious and Heroical a Nation, fo debaſed and 


oppreſſed, as if it had been Conquerd, he was 
obligd to alter his Meaſures, and take other Courſes 
then he had done before to ſecure his own Kingdoms, 
and rake off the Fetters which the French Ambition 
has put upon the SpaniſÞ Nation: It being allo for 
his Majeſty's Reputation, that, fince God has put 


into his Hands ſuch a Part of Spain as Portugal is, 


he Endeavours the Liberty of all the Spaniſh Nati- 
on, and Strives to deliver it from the Shame of 
being under a Foreign and Violent Domini- 
on. 

For the compatiing theſe two Ends, with the una- 
nimous Conſent of all the Potentates concern'd in 
the Grand Alliance, and with rhe univerſal Appro- 
bation of all others which have not yet joyned in 


it. Further then, in their Liking and Aﬀections it 


has been judg'd the moſt juſt, ready and efficacious 
means, that his Imperial Majeſty and his eldeſt Son 
the moſt ſerene King of the Romans, ſhould Refign 
and Renounce to the Arch-Duke of Auſtria Charles III. 
Son to his ſaid Imperial Majeſty, and Brother to 
the ſaid King, the Right they had to the Succeſſion 
to the Monarchy of Spain; and none can doubt 
chat, tho that be not altogether Indiſpurable (as mot! 
Men do believe it) yet it allows of ſo little Con- 
troverſie, that to invalidate it the Partiſans of France 
who can be no other but French themſelves, or ſuck 
as are corrupted by private Intereſt) muſt maintain 
thac moſt execrable Maxim, and of the moſt perni- 
cious Conſequences ro humane Society, by giving 
zut that rhe Promiſes ard Engagements of Kings 
ar” 
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are null and void, when they are againſt their In- 
rereſt, tho they be ſtrengthned by the Solemnity 
ot Treaties and the ſacred Ties of Oaths. For, all 
this appears againſt the Righr of France, as is no- 
rorious by the Pyrenean Treaty, ard the main Srtrels 
of thoſe that defend them conſiſts in inſinuating this 
Doctrine. 

Hereupon his Portugexe Majeſty, by a folemn Trea. 
ty concluded with their Imperial and Britannick Ma- 
jeſties, and with the Srates of the United Provinces, 
that, as ſoon as his Imperial Majeſty, and the King 
of the Roman had made their Renunciation of the 
Sp-miſh Monarchy to the moſt ſerene Prince Charles 
Arch Duke of Auſtria, theſe four united Powers 
would concur ro Place the ſaid Prince on the Throne 
of Spain, and none of them be permitted to con- 
_ clude a Peace, til! this be done; And, his Imperial 
Majeſty having perform'd the Renunciaticn which 
the King of the Romans has approved, and that 
Prince being own'd Lawiul King of Spin, not only 


by the Einperor his Father, and the Kirg of the 


Romans, but even by inoft of the Confederate Pow- 
ers and other Princes, is as well known to all Eu- 
rope; And the ſaid Catholick King Charles III. being 
come into the Dominions of his Portugeze Majel'y, 


for the Execution of ſo juſt and advantageous a 


Reſolution for the Peace of Europe; His Porengeze 
Majeſty has thought fit, before any Military Exe- 
cution, not only to make known the Motives that 
induced him to it, but to propoſe to the Renowned 
Spaniſh Nation, That not only the propereſt, but the 
only opportunity it can ever have, is now offer 'd 
to recover its Liberty, Reputation and Glory, by 
excluding from the Throne of its Monarchy, a Prince 
of a Nation and Family the moſt oppoſite to its 
Intereit and its Heroick Reputation, whom they 
admitted much againſt their Will, being oblig'd ro it 

the Terror and Violence of the Arms of France, 
which allows him only the Title of a King, hav- 
ing aſſumed to himlelf the abſolure Diſpoſal of the 


Monarchy. 1 
| he 
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The Nobility of Spain, and all its People and 
Dominions have ſeen and found by Experience, how 
falſe the fair Promiſes of France are, and that t he 
Encreaſe promiſed ro the Monarchy, is converted 
into an Imperious Servitude, unworthy noble and 
generous Souls, ſuch as true Spaniards ought to be, 
who ought to conſider, that, if France at the ſame 
Time that ir is invaded by ſo many Powers to oblige 
it not to exceed the Bounds of Reaſon and Juſtice, 
and to deliver the Spaniards themſelves from the Op- 
preiſion now lie under, does now treat them 
with ſo little Reſpect, what can be expected if the 
Great Alliance ſhould be diſſolved, and they leſt un- 
der the ſame Loak? Who doubrs not but France 
will Reduce them to the urmoſt Calamity, reputing 
them 2s a People that have ſubmitted themſel ves 
and a Conquer d Nation that has yielded ro the 
Will of the Conqueror? And it is plain, that ſuch 
an Opportunity as this is, cannot eaſily be expected, 
it being impoſſible that Fout ſuch mighty Powers, and 
ſo proper to produce the happy Effect of the Liber- 
ry of the Spani/þ Monarchy, ſhould again agree upon 
it. 

All that has been here (ſaid makes it credible, that 
the Spaniards being recover d from the Terror of 
France, Which oblig'd them to take the Dauphin's ſe- 
cond Son for their King, having now ſo many Po- 
tentares, with Land and Sea Forces Superior ro thoſe 
of France ro aſſiſt them, will ſtand up reſolutely 
for their Honour, their Reputation, their Glory, 
and laſtly for their Liberty, expelling a Prince who 
has pofſeled himlelf of the Throne of their Mo- 
narchy by Violent Means, and receiving Another 
whom they would ardently wiſhd ro have been in 
Spain at the Time when King Charles II. dyed to 
deliver the Scepter into his Hands; It being certain 
that his Title, after rhe Renunciation of his Farher 
and Brother, is indiſputable ; and that his Heroick 
Vertues are worthy of the Crown of ſo Great and 
Wealthy a Monarchy, and equal or ſuperiour to 
thoſe of the Glorious Auſtrian Princes, who have go-

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vern d Spain theſe two laſt Ages; under whole Hap- 
py Influence, the Illuſtrious Span; Nation hath rai- 
{ed it ſelf ro the higheſt Pitch of Glory. The $a.

Bur, in Caſe the Spaniards, either ſeiz d by a Pa-

may compals the Oppretiiun of their Liberty, n 
will be unavoidable, that his Majeſty, aſſiſt ing the 
Catholick King Carle, III. and ſupporting the juſtica 
of his Cauſe with his Arms, and thoſe of his Al. 
lies, muſt endeavour by Force to give the Spaniard: 
that Redreſs they ſtand in need cf, and which is don« 
by a Madman and one in a lethargy, who rauſi 
he ſeverely Blooded for their own Preſervation ; thc 
one regarding it not, and the other oppoling ir, be. 
cauſe Both of them having their Faculties deadned 
and vitiated, are deprived of the Liberty of refſect 
ng and knowing their own Good.

I have been informed, the King of Porugal not 
only reſuled to fulfil rhe Offenſive and Defenſive 
Alliance which he made with the two Crowns, bu: 
that inſtead of keeping the Neutrality ſtipulated in 
that Alliance, he made a quite contrary Treaty with 
the Emperor, England and Holland, offering them 
his Troops, and agreeing that the Chief Provinces 
of my Kingdom thould be ſeparated and deſtroyed 
by the War; And that the King of Porruzal, un-

and Liberty of Europe, endeavours to put the Arch

That that 
King makes Uſe of the Arms and Trocps of the 
two Crowns and Catholick Religion, which is inex- 
prethly threatned in ins moſt Sacred Myfteries, by 
theſe Hererick Troops. Thar he pretends to ſeitle 
the Arch-Duke in Spain, by ſowing Sedition among 
the People, by violating the Rights of Nations and 
the publick Security, and without any other Decla- 
ration of War, he has made Reprizals on the Effects 
and Ships of my Subjects. Theſe juſt * have 
obliged me to Put my ſelf at the Head of my Ar- 
mies, to defend the Honour of my Subjects; Who, 
by cheir Exploits, Fidelity and Glorious Etiorrs, will 
be the Honour of all Nations, the Terrour of their 
Enemies, the Buckler of Religion, and the Protectors 
ol this Kingdom, and of my Righr. 

That it may be notorious to all the World, that 
am oblig'd to concert with all my Sabjects and 
Vaſſals ro take Arms for Religion, the Crewn, and 
for te Country, for theſe Reaſons I declare Ene- 
mies of the Stare, the King of Portugal, the Arch 
Duke Charles of Auſtria and their Alles: I exhort, 
order and command all my Subjects to take up 
Arms with my Allies, for Fg Defence of their own 
Cauſe, and particularly cf Religion, ro which they 
are more addicted than any other Nation. This De-

and pitching their Tents at Alcantura, where King 
Philip, otherwiſe the Duke of Anja, held a grea: 
Council of War, and declared his Reſolution to in- 
vade Portugal in Perſon, and for that Purpoſe iſſued 
the following Proclamation. 


The Duke of Anjou's Proclamation. 


Eing reſolved ro begin the War in Portugal, 

have given Orders for my Troops to Enter tha 
Kingdom ro morrow the 7th inſtant (May,) and | 
torbid them, on Pain of Death, to make any one 
a Priſoner, or do hurt to any Perſon, that ſhall nc: 
be found in Arms: I likewiſe forbid all Plundcr 
ing, allowing only of rhe taking what is ncedful to 
the Subtiltance of the Soldiers and Forrage : I like 
wiſe forbid, on Pain of Death, the doing any Dx. 
mage to Churches and other Sacred Places, to Wo- 
men, Children, Prieſts and Perſons, of any Religiou+ 
Oraer. 

This done, the Forces were ordered to marc! 
and inveſt Salvatæra, which being effected, ana th. 
Governour ſummoned to ſurrender with Threats «: 
the atmoſt Rigour, in caſe of Refuſal, being with. 
out any Proſpect of Relief, yielded himſelf, with

Ac- 
y cordingly, having provided for the Security of the 
Frontier Places on that fide, turn d his march that 
way.

returning to Lisbonne, and the Duke of Anjru to Ma 
did; Where we will leave them, and now take a 
View of the Affairs cf the Empire. The late Pro. 
greſſes of the French and Bævarians upon the Dube, 
agether with the Irruption of the Hungarian Malecon- 
rents into Auſtria, having put the greateſt part of the 
Empire, and Lienna it ſelf into no ſmall Danger; 
dad the Fneliſh and Dutch * being fenfble, that 

ater 
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nleſs proper and ſpeedy meaſures were taken for its 
Relief, it would in all probability be quite over-run 
in the approaching Campaign; It was reſolved, That 
the Duke of Mar/bcrough, with all the Engliſh, and 1 
great Body of Auxiliary Troops, ſhould march to the 
Danube, to put an end to the War in Bavaria. As 
the Succeſs of this great Enterprize and Stupendi- 
ous March, from the Frontiers of Holland, into the 
very Hearr of Germany, depended in a great meaſure 
on Secreſy ; ſo the better to amuſe the French, it was 
given out, that a powerful Diverſion was intended 
upon the RH e, in favour of the Empire. This ſuc- 
ceeded lo well, that the Freych, not daring to with- 
draw their Troops from their ſeveral Poſts, till they 
were fully certified of the march of that Army, that 
they arrived a Month before the Elector of Bavaria 
could be join'd by the French under the Mareſchal 
de Tailard, ard conſequently furniſhed the Allies with 
a Opportunity of obtaining their firſt Victory on the 
Schellenberg. The Elector of Bavaria knowing the 
importance of that Poſt, in order to maintain him- 
ſelf in his ſtrorg Camp at Dillingen and Lawingen 
upon the Danube, had polted the Count D' Arco with 
a ſtrong Body there; and now, upon the Approach of 
the Confederares, ſeveral thouſands of Pioneers had 
been for many Days employed to caſt up Intrench- 
ments to cover Donawert ; But notwithſtanding their 
Strength, and the number of Troops that defended 
them, the Duke of Marlborough reſolved to attack the 
Enemy, which being done accordingly, of the Suc- 
ceſs thereof I think I can give no better Account, than 
in the following Letters. 


The Duke of Marlborough's Letter to the States 
General of the United Provinces. 


High and Migity Lordi, 
I Pon our Arrival at Oderingen I underſtood, that 
che Elector of Bavaria had detach d the beſt of 

bis Foot to guard the Poſt of Schellenberg, where he 
had been caſting up Intrenchments for {ame Days, be- 


caule 
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cauſe ir was of great importance. Therefore I reſolv d 
to attack him there, and marched yeſterday at the Head 
of a detachment of fix thculand Foot, and thirty Squa- 
drons of our Troops, and three Batallions of Imperial 
Grenadeers. Whereupon the Army began their march 
ro follow us; But the way being very long and bad, 
we could not not get to the River Mernrz till about 
Noon, and it was full three of the Clock before we 
could lay Bridges for our Troops and Cannons ; So 
that all things being ready, we attacked them about 
lix in the Evening. The Attack latted a full Hour. 
The Enemies defended themſelves very vigorouſly, 
and were very ſtrongly intrenched; bur at latt were 
obliged to retire by the Valour of our Men, and 
the Good God has given us a Compleat Victory. 
We have taken fiftcen Pieces of Cannon, with all 
their Tenrs and Baggage: The Count D' Arco, and 
the other Generals that commanded them, were of 
liged ro fave themſelves by ſwimming over the Da- 
nube. I heartily wiſh your 79h Mirhrineſſes good 
Succeſs from this happy beginning, which is ſo glo- 
rious for the Arms of the Allies, and from which! 
hope, by the Alfiftance of Heaven, we may reap ma- 


ny Advantages. We have loſt very many brave Offi- 


cers, and w2 cannor cnough bewail the Lots of the 
Sieurs Gore and Benbeim, who were kill'd in the Acti- 
. The Prince of Baden, and General Thung:n are 
lightly wonded ; Count Stirum has received a Wound 
crots his Body, but it's hop'd he will recover. The 
Hereditary Prince of Heſ Caſſel, Count Horn, Lieu- 


renanis General, and the Major Generals Hod and 


Palandt, are allo wounded. I can at preſent give 
our High M:ghtineſes no more particulars, but will 
nor fail to do it the firſt Opportunity. 

A little before the Attacc begun, the Baron of 
laltenburg, Adjutant General to Prince Eugene, was 
tent to me by his Highneſs, with Advice that the Ma- 
reſchals Villeroy and Tallard were marched to Strasburg, 
having promiſed a great Reinforcement to the Elector 
if Bavaria, by way of the Black Ferreſt; And I had 
Advice by another Hand, that they defign'd ro fend 
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him fifty Barallions, and ſixty — of their beſt 
Troops. Since I was Witneſs how much the Sieur 

 Mertagne diſtinguiſh d himſelf in this whole Action, 
I could not omit doing him the Juſtice, ro recommend 
him to your High Meghtineſſes, to make up to him the 
I ofs of his General. Wherefore I have pitched upor 
him to bring this to your Hiph Migheineſſes, and to in- 
form you ot the Patticulars.

Houſes. The Enemy burnt only their Bridge and 
ſome Magazines, and retired in great haſte early this 
Morning.

There were ſeveral other Letters tent trom the 
General Officers to their Reſpective Maſters, which 
being all to the ſame purpoſe, for Brevity-ſake [ (hall 
omits No ſooner was this Action over, but {ome 
Orertures of Peace being made by the Emperor to 
the Elector, the latter ſeem'd diſpoſed to hearker 
thereunto- Hereupon Court Miatiſlau was (ent to 
confer with him upon the Conditions, which were 
very advantageous to the Elector, who having only 
made this Step to gain a little time, refuſed ro ſign 
D And declared he had received Advice, that the 
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Mareſchal Talard was on his March in order to al- 
fiſt hm, and that his Honour would not permit him 
to hearken ro a ſeparate Treaty, as long as the 
French King made ſuch Efforts to ſupport hun, and fo 
the Negoti ation broke off. 

The News of this Battle haſtened the Mareſchal 
de Tallard's March, who, after the Loſs of ſeven hun- 
dred Men in the Siege of Iillingen, ſeared at the 
Spring-head of the Danube, and conſequently of great 
importance to ſecure his Retreat, railed it, and in a 
little time afterwards, without any Oppoſit ion, jom d 
the Elector not far from Augsburgh, where they 
itrongly intrench'd themſelves. The Duke of Mar(- 
verough judging the forcing of them impracticable, in 
order to draw them our, laid waſte the Country be- 
tween Aupibrwgh and Munich, with Fire and Sword, 
which ſucceeded ſo well, that the Elector nor able 
ro brock to be an Eye-Witneſs of the Deſolation of 
luis Country, urged the matter with ſo much Earneſt- 
nels to the French Generals, that, though not with- 
much Reluctancy, at length they quitted then 
tiropg Poſt, and paſſed the Danube. This cauſed the 
Duke, with the General Officers, to hold a Council 
ot War, in which the artacking them was the Final 
Reſolution. Concerning which I ſlould do Injuſtice 
to the Merit of the Ditke and the whole Army under 
bis Command, as ro Poſterity, if I ſhould omit the 
following Letters.

Whereupon 1 order d my 
Brother Churchil to advance at one of the Clock in 
rhe morning with his two Batallions, and by three 
the whole Army was in Motion ; For the greater Ex- 
pedition, 1 orderd part of the Troops to paſs over 


the Danube, and follow the March of the twenty Ra 


tallions; And with moſt of the Horſe and the Foot of 
the Firſt Line, I paſſed the Lech ar Rain, and came 
over the Danube at Donawert. So that we all join d 
the Prince that night, intending to advance and take 
this Camp at Hochſtet: In order whercto we went 
our early on Tueſday with forty Squadrons to view 
the Ground, but found the Enemy had already pot- 
ſeſſed themſelves of ir. Whereupon we reſolved to 
attack them, and accordingly we marched between 
three and four yeſterday morning from the Camp at 
Munſter, leaving all our Tents ftanding. About fix 
we came in view of the Enemy, who we found did 
not expect ſo early an Onſet. The Cannon began co 
play about half an Hour after eight ; They formed 
themſelves in two Bodies, the Ele or uh onſieur 
Marſin and their Troops on o'r Right, and Monſieur 
de Tallard with all his on our Left; Which laſt tell 
to my Share; They had rwwo Rivulets, belides 2 Mo- 
rals before them; Which we were obliged to paſs 
over in their View, and Prince Eugene was torced 


to take a great Compaſs ro come to the Enemy So 


that it was one of the Clock before tbe Battle be- 
gan. Ic lafted with great Vigour t! Sur- tet, when 
the Enemy were obliged to retire, and by the Blefling 
of God we obtained a Compleat Victory, We have 
cur off great Numbers of them, as well in the Action, 
as in the Retreat; Beſides, npwards of twenty Squa- 
drons of the French, which I puſhd into tae Danube, 
where we ſaw the greateſt part of them perith ; 
Monſieur Tallard, with ſeveral of his General Off- 
cers, being taken Priloners at the lame time. And in 
the Village of Bleinbeim, which the Enemy had in- 
rrenched and fortified, and where they made the 
greateſt Oppoſition. I obliged twenty tix entire Ba- 
'allions, and rwelve Squadrors of Dragoons, ro ur 
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render themſelves Priſoners at Diſcretion. We took 
likewiſe all their Tents ſtanding, with their Cannon 
and Ammunirion, as alſo a great number of Standards, 
Kertle-Drums, and · Colours in the Action; So that ! 
reckon the preareſt part of Monſieur Tallard's Army 
is taken or deſtroyed. The Bravery of all our 
Troops on this occaſion cannot be expreſſed, the Ge- 
nerals, as well as the Officers and Soldiers, behaving 
themſelves with the greareſt Courage and Reſoluti- 
on. The Horſe and Dragoons were obliged to charge 
four or five ſeveral times. The Elector and Mon- 
fieur de Marſin were ſo adyantageouſly poſted, tha: 
Piince Eugene could make no Impreſſion on then, 
till the third Attack, near ſeven at night, when be 
made a great Slaughter of them. But being near 3 

Wood. fide, a great Body of Bavari ans retired into it, 
and the reſt of that Army retreared towards Lawiy 
gen, it being too late, and the Troops too much 
tired to purſue them far. I cannot ſay roo much in 
praiſe of that Princes good Conduct, and the Bra 
very of his Troops on this Occaſion. You wil! 
pleaſe ro lay this before her Majeſty and his Royal 
Highneſs, ro whom I fend my Lord Tunbridge with 
the good News, I pray you likewiſe inform your 
ſelf, and let me know her Majeſty's Pleaſure, as well

I The Confederate Forces appearing near Ulm, 3 
ſtrong Detachment, under the Command of Genera! 
Thungen, laid clole Siege to it, and forced the French 
and Bavarians, poſted therein, to ſurrender upon Ho- 
nourable Terms; Several other Cities did the ſame, 
whereby the whole Electorate of Bavaria was 
brought to ſubmit to the Imperial Arms; The Elector 
himſelf, with the remaining part of his Scattered 
Troops, making the beſt of their way from the Vpper 
Nine to the Netherlands, not only rendered this Vi- 
ctory entirely compleat, bur freed Germany from the 
Deſtruction that tchreatned it. The Scene of Affairs 
| being 
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being thus alter d in the Empire, prov'd of great 
Conlequence to the Common Cauſe in general. Bur 
to conclude this Glorious Campaign on the Imperial 
fide, the King of the Romans (now Emperor) arriving 
larely in the Camp, held a great Council of War, 
wherein the Sicge of Landau was relolved on, to be 
undertaken by the Imperial;ſts, whillt the Duke of 


Marlborough and Prince Eugene ſliould cover the ſame ; 


Which, though it was vigoroully attack d, yet did 
not furrender, till after a long and ſtout Reſiſtance 
of ten or eleven Weeks, to the Imperialiſts, upon 
Honourable Terms. Whilſt this Siege was carrying 

on, the Duke of Mx orough receiving Advice, that 
the French had a Defign ro make an Irruption on 
the fide of Tryers, march'd with part of his Forces 
to prevent them, which being etieCtually done, ſe- 
cured the Winter Quarters on the Myſelle ; Eſpecially 
fince about the tame time the Prince of Heſſe, ſetting 
down before Traerback, obliged that Place, after a 
brave Defence, ro {ubmir ro his Imperial Majeſty's 
Arms, We will now paſs into Tah, and take a 
View of the Remarkable Tranſactions of this Cam- 
paign» The Duke of Sweys Troops, join d with the 
Imperial ones, by that Prodigious March of the Coun: 
de Staremberg, were now in a Condition ro make 
Head againit the French and Spaniſh Forces; Yi 
o as to be forced to remain upon the Defenſive, 
the Emperor not being in a Condition to fend any 
conſiderable Reinforcements at fo great a Diſtance, 
whilit he had the Bavarians, French and Malecon- 
tents of Hungary, ſo near home. Twas this that ob- 
liged the Impertaliſts ro abandon all their Poits in 
the Mantuan, except Mirandols, and the Duke of 
Savoy ro be a Spectator of the taking of Ferceil, 
on the Borders of the Mzi/areze, and not long after 
of Ivera. But, as theſe Places defended themſelves 


with unſpeakable Bravery, and the Duke was always 


at Hand to annoy the Enemy in the Siege, the ra- 
king thereof ſtood them in ſo much Time ard 
Blood, as that they were not able to keep them; 
and therefore ſaw themſelves under 2 Neceliity ot 
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Diſmantling them. Notwitliſtanding the many Lofſe: 
the Duke of Samy had received this Campaign, and 
that the French boatied to reduce him before 11's 
End, yer ſo great was his Conftancy and Adherence 
ro the Common Cauie, that nothing could alter his 
Relolution, though ar this Time tempted to it by 
the French King in a Letter, containing theſe few 
Lines. |

the continual Loſs the French and Spaniſh Forces ſuf- 
fered in theſe Sieges, by the Seaſon and Sword, made 
them no great Gainers by this and the other Places. 
We will now proceed to the Netherlands, from 
whence the Seat of War being transferred this 


ö into Germany , nothing Material was 


d in theſe Parts. All the Endeavours 
Monſieur Auverquerque, who in Chief Commanded 
the Dutch Army there, uſed to engage the Enemy, 
proved fruitleſs; The Bombardment of Bruges and 
Namure, was fo tar from being a ſufficient motive to 


provoke the French to Fight, that they did not fo 


much as ſtir out of their Lines. The Elector of 
Bavaria, about this time, arriving in the Nether- 
lands, after the Fatigues of his Precipitate Flight out 
of Germany, reſolved to Revenge the Loſs of 
the Battle of Hochfter, and of his own Dominions, 
to venture another Engagement, and attack the States 
Army; But the Marſhal de Villeroy — 1. oppos d 
it, and finding he was not able to diſſuade him from 
ſuch a daring Enterprize, and dreading the fatal 
Conſequences of another Defeat, ſhew'd him a po- 
ſitive Order from the King his Maſter ; forbidding 
him to hazard a General Battle : Hereupon, the in- 
rag'd Elector finding himſelf thus diſappointed of all 
his Hopes, left the Army, and full of Diſcontent re- 
tired to Bruſſels. 1 
The Campaign thus ended on all ſides, we will 
take a view of our Naval Affairs, and inquire what 
our Fleets have been doing this Summer : The Fleet 
under the Command of Sir George Roo, appeared 
before Barcelona in May, with 2500 Land Men on 
Board, in hopes of being admitted into the Place 
by the Party of the Houle of Auſtria; Accordingly 
the Prince of Heſſe Darmſtade landing a 
dy of Men, ſent a Summons to rhe Soverner 
U te 
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to Surrender to King Charles 3d, King of Spain : But 
The Governor returi'd for anſwer, That be knew no 
King of Spain, but Philipthe 5th, and made the ne- 
ceſſary preparations to attack the Prince, who find- 
ing his Deſign diſcovered, with his Men Em- 
bark'd again, and the Fleets returned from the Coaſt 
of Catalopia toward the Ocean, and were there joyn'd 
with a Squadron. under Sir Cloude/ly Shovel. After 
this, the whole Fleet . throughly Supplied with 
freſh Water and other Proviſions, return'd again 
to the Srrezgbes, at the Entrance of which, a Coun- 
cil of War being held, it was reſolved, an attempt 
ſhould be made upon the Town of Gibraltar. In Pro- 
ſecution of this Deſign, the Fleet ſoon appeared in 
that Bay: And the Prince of Heſſe at the Head of 
1800 Engliſh and Dutch Marines Landed, and im- 
mediately ſent a Summons to the Governor to Sur- 
render, who with great Reſolution refuſed. Here- 
upon the Admiral began to Cannonade the Town, 
whilſt the Prince attacked it by Land; but what 
moſt conduced to the Reduction of that Place, was 
a Body of Sea-Men under Captain Mhitaler, who 
having firſt made themſelves Maſters of a great 
Platform, and then of a Redoubt half way betwixt 
the More and the Town, fo frightned the {aid Go- 
vernour, that, upon the receiving a Letter from Sir 
George Rook, and a Peremptory Summons from the 
Prince, he yielded up the Town upon Honourable 
Terms, of which the Prince immediately took Pof- 
ſeſſion. The French not a little ſurpriaed at this un- 
expected News, and hoping to hereave us of the 
fruits of this Conqueſt, if by their Superiority 
they could make us quit the Streigius, before the 
Place could be ſufficiently provided for a long De- 
fence, ſoon after gave us a Meeting, of which, the 
following Relation is given by the Engliß Admi- 
ral. | 
Op the gth of Auguſt, { 1704 ) returning from 
Watering our Ships on the Coaſt of Barbary to Oi. 
braltar , with little Wind Eafterly, our Scouts tv }: 
the Windward, made the Signal of ſeeing the Ene 
mies Fleet, which according to the Account the?

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gave, conſiſted of 66 Sail, and were about 10 Leagues 
to the Windward of us. We then called a Councel 
of Flag Officers, wherein it was determined, to lay 
to the Eaſtward of Gibraltar, to receive and engage 
them; But perceiving that Night, by the report of 
their Signal Guns, that they wrought from us, we 
followed them in the Morning with all the Sail we 
could make. — 

On the 11th, we forced one of the Enemies * 
a-ſhore near orolo, the Crew quitted her, 
her on fire, and ſhe blew up immediately; we con- 
tinued ſtill pur ſuing them. On the 12th, not hear- 
ing any of their Guns all Night, nor ſeeing any of 
their Scouts in the Morning, we had a Jealouſie 


they might make a Double, and by the help of their 


Gallies, flip between us and the Shore to the Weſt- 
ward,ſo that a Councel of War was called, wherein it 
was reſolved, that, in caſe we did not ſee the Enemy 
before Night, we ſhould make the beſt of our way 


to Gibraltar : But ſtanding to the Shoar about Noon, 


we diſcover'd the Enemies Fleet and Gallies tothe 
Weſtward, near Cape Malaga, going away large; 
we immediately made all the Sail we could after 
them, and continued the Chace all Night. 


On Sunday the 13th in the Morning, we were 
within three Leagues of the Enemy, who brought 


too with their Heads to the Southward, the Wind 
being Eaſterly, formed their Line, and lay to receive 


us. Their Line conſiſted of 52 Ships and 24 Gallies, 


they were very ſtrong in the Center, and weaker 
m the Van and Rear, to ſupply which, moſt of the 
Gallies were divided into thoſe Quarters: In the Cen- 
ter was Monſieur de Thoulouſe with the White Squa- 
dron; in the Van the Whzre and Blue, and in the 


Rear the Blue, each Admiral had his Vice and Rear 


Admirals. 

Our Line conſiſted of 53 Ships, the Admiral! and 
Rear Admirals Bings and Dills being in the Center, 
Sir Cloudeſiy Shovel and Sc John Leak led the Van, 
and the Dutch the Rear. | 

The Admiral order'd the Swalm and Panther, 
with the Lark and Newport, and two +ire-Ships,

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to be tothe Windward of us, that in caſe the F- 
nemies Van ſhould — through our Line with their 
Gallies, the Fire Ships they might give them ſome 
Diwerſion. | 
We bore down upon the Enemy in order of 
| Battle, a little after Ten of the Clock, when 
being about half Gun Shot from them , they ſet 
all their Sails at once, and ſeemed to intend tc 
Stretch a Head and Weather us: So that our Ad- 
miral, after firing a Chace Gun at the French Ad- 
miral to ſtay for him, of which he took no notice, 
put the Signal out, and began the Battle, which fell 
very heavy on the Royal Citherine, the St. George and 
the Shrewsbury. About two in the Afternoon, the 
Enemies Van gave way to ours, and the Battle ended 
with the Day, when the Enemy went away by the 
help of the Gallies to the Leeward. In the Night the 
Wind ſhifted to the Northward, and in the Morning 
to the Weſtward, which gave the Enemy the Wind 
of us. We lay by all day, within three Leagues of 
one another, repairing our defefts ; and at Night

n the 15th in the Morning, the Enemy was got 
4 or 5 Leagues to the Windward of t before 
Noon we had a Breeze of Wind Eaſterly, with 
- Which we bore down on them till 4 of the Clock af. 
ternoon; it being too late to Engage, we brought too, 
_ Jay by with our Heads to the Northward all 
Night. | | 
the 16th in the Morning, the Wind being ſtil! 
Eafterly, Hazy Weather, and having no Sight of 
the Enemy or their Scouts, we filed and bore away 
to the Weſtward, 1 they would have gone 
away for Cadiz; but being adviſed from Gibraltar 
and the Coaſt of Barbary, that they did not pals 
the Streighes, we concluded they had been fo ſeverely 

treated as to obl ge them to return to Thoulon. 

Ihe Battle was ſo much the more Glorious to Her 
Britannick Majeity's Arms, becauſe the Enemy had 
the Superiority of 600 great Guns, and the advan- 
tage of cleaner Ships, being lately come out of Port; 
beſides the great uſe they made of their Gallies, 
Towing 
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Towing on or off their great Ships, and in ſuppl 
them A ith freſh Men dls wk as they had any led 
or diſabled. The loſs on the Engliſh ſide was 1632 
Common Sea-men, and 32 Officers wounded; 6 
Common Sea-men killed, and 8 Officers; fo that 
the whole wounded and killed was 2358. The loſs 
on the Durch fide, 268 wounded , and 92 killed 
including Officers; in all 360. 

Other Authentick Letters affirm, That after the 
Fight, the Engliſh and Durch Fleet lay two days 
in Sight of, the French, preparing for a ſecond En- 

ement: But the French declined, and ſtood from 
them in the Night, and ſeveral of the Engliſh Ships, 


which the French might ſuppoſe they had funk, were 
| Towed out of the Line of Battle for want of Shot. 


The Dutch Admiral fent likewiſe a Letter to his 
Maſters, their High Mightineſſes, much to the fame 
effect; adding, That the French ſhewing no Incli- 
nation to renew the Fight, kept a-loof, whereupon 
the Engliſ Admiral called a Councel of War, in 
which Admiral Shovel reported, that the Van of the 
French, had continually retired from him, ſo that 


he had not been able to engage them as he would 


have done. It appear d like wiſe to the Councel, that 
Admiral Rook with the Center, and the Durch in the 
Rear, had been engaged in a very ſharp Fight, and 
that Her Majeſty's Ships of the ſaid Admirals Di- 
viſion, had likewiſe ſpent the greateſt part of their 
Powder and Shot, fo that they had ſome of them 


but 10 Rounds left, which would not ſerve for above 


an Hours Fight. Hereupon, it was reſolved to Sail 
with the Fleet towards Gibraltar, and to provide 
there all that was neceſfary, as well for the Ships as 
the Place, in caſe we ſhould ſee the Enemy no more. 
In few days after, we came to an Anchor in the 
Bay of Gibraltar, purſuant to the Reſolution that 
had been taken. There, in another Councel of War, 
it was reſalved, That, ſeeing the Seaſon was far ad- 
vanced, and our Victuals almoſt ſpent, the damage 
the Ships had received being repaired, and Gibraltar 
provided with 2500 Engliſh Marines, and with 
ill things uecefſary for its deience, we ſhould

The Van of the Enemy 
was Commanded by Sir Cloude/ly mm” the Body 


of the Battle by Sir George Rook, and the Rear 


were the Dutch Ships, Commanded by Admiral 
Calemberg. They had 60 Ships, almoſt all very big, 
and ſome Bombing Veſſels, of which they made very : 
good uſe ; Sir Cloude/ly Shovel came up with a full 
Sail, ſeparating himſelf from the Body of Battle, 
but obſerving that the Marquis of Yellerte made all 
poſlible Sail to ſurround him, be kept to the Wind. 
and Sir George Rook, who took notice of the Danger 
he had expoſed himſelf to, bore upon the Kings 
Fleet. The Eight began about 10 of the Clock, North 
and South off of Malaga, 10 or 11 Leagues, and la- 


ſted till Night; the Fire was very great on both ſides, } - 
ms rang the Enemy had the advantage * 
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of the Wind, which blew the Smoak * the French 
Fleet, they always kept as near the Wind as the 
could, while the Count de Thoulonſe made all poſſi- 
ble Efforts to approach them; the Marquis de Velette 


had fo roughly uſed the Van of the Enemy, having

> three times a Ship of the Enemy, bur quitted the 
: ſame, ſeeing ſhe was on Fire in ſeveral places: Butz, 
4 becauſe of - Smoak * could not fee whether ſhe 
LY was ſunk. The Bayly of Lorain was killed with a 
Cannon Shot, and the Sieur de Relmgue had one of 


his Legs ſhot off: They were both Seconds of the 
Count de Thoulouſe, — diſtinguiſhed themſelves, 


continuing to Sheer off, the Fight with the Van end- 
ed about 5, with the Body of the Battle about 7, 
and with the Rear towards Night; The Frencb Fleet 
nemy, except their Flags had none. The 25th, the 
Wind Blowing again, the Enemy Saild towards the 
Coaſt of Barbary, ſo we loſt fight uf them at Night. 
The 26rh, they were ſeen again about 4 Leagues di- 
ſtance, the Wind having again ſhifted to the-Eaſt, 
which gave them a fair opportunity to renew the 
Fight; but they did not think fit to approach, and 
have not been heard of ſince: Hereupon it was 
judg'd they had paſſed the Srrezghts, and this obliged 
the Count de Thoulouſe to return the 27th to Muluga 
with the Gallies. We have had about 1500 Men killed 
or wounded; we do not know the loſs of the Enemies, 
which mult be very great, ſince it is ſaid, two of 
their Ships funk. Amongſt the Slain, are the Bayly

dince there is nothing more Material this Winter in 
tue other chief Courts of Euzeps but Warlike Pre- 
parations, we Will begin with the firſt Act of Ho- 
tity in Spain, where the French Faction at Madrid,:

The News thereof 
ſoon reaching the Court of Portugal, cauſed a Ge- 
neral Councel of War to be immediately held, 
wherein it was unanimouſly reſolved, That the pre- 
ſervation of Gibraltar being of the higheſt Impor- 
tance, all poſſible means were to be uſed for its 
Preſervation. In order thereunto, Vice Admiral 
Leak with a Squadron of Ships (et Sail from Libor 
Novemb. 5th, and Arrived in the Bay of Gibraltar 
the 9th following, whereby he not only diſappomted 
the Enemies attacking the Place from the Sea fide, 
but alſo his Men proved very ſerviceable in aſſiſt- 
ing the Garriſon in repairing their Works, and 
„. ſome New ones. Within two days after, 
500 of the boldeſt of the Enemy, got, by the help 
of Rope Ladders, upon an adjacent Rock which 
Commanded the Place; but being diſcovered the 


next Mormng, were diſlodged thence by the Engl; 


Granadiers, and 160 taken Priſoners. Among the

iith in the Night, 5 or 600 of them found 
means to climb up the Rock, and by the Help of 
Rope Ladders got upon the Mountain through a 
way which was thought impracticable; they were 
to be ſuppor ted by 3000 Men : But the former be- 
ing diſcovered in time, the Prince of Heſſe marched 
againſt them with 500 Men, and charged them

Arrogant, the 
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ſiderable Breach made, oblig d the Garriſon to beat a 
Parley after fix Days opening of the Trenches, deſi- 
ring a Capitulation for the Town, by Reaſon the 
Garriſon intended to retire into the Caſtle : But the 
Earl rejected their Propoſal, and threatned to put 
them all to the Sword if they did not Surrender both 
Town and Caſtle; which, upon better Conſideration, 
they immediately did, and obtain'd very Honourable 
Conditions. Neither was the P ze General, 
the Marqueſs de Minas, who Commanded a ſeparate 
Body in the Province of Beira, idle on his part ; for he 
Vigorouſly Attacking Salvaterra, forced the Gar- 
riſon to Surrender at Diſcretion, and thereby made 
himſelf Maſter of a pu many Priſoners, with Store 
of Ammunition, and Proviſions of all forts. After 
this, the Marqueſs Advanced and Plunder'd the Town 
of Sarca, one of the Wealthieſt and Richeſt 
of that Country. But, to return to rque, 
whoſe Garriſon being marched out according to the 
Capitulation to the Number of 800 Men, a Trum- 
peter whom his Excellency had ſome few days ago 
ſent to the Enemy, return'd, and brought advice, 
That the Marſhal of Theſſe, with Six Regiments of 
French Cavalry, and Three of 2 making in all 
about 4000 Horſe, beſides a few Foot, and four ſmall 
Pieces of Cannon, were Encamped at Villa del Rey, 
within three Leagues of us: Thereupon a Council 
of War was call'd, but came to no Reſolution. Ge- 
neral Fagell taking upon him the Command of the 
Army in his turn, March'd from Albuquerque, and 
Encamped within two ſhort Leagues of Neftra Sig- 
nora de Catova near the River Chevora, where a Par- 
ty of 50 Horſe of the Enemies Attacked our Fc- 
ragers and took ſeveral Mules ; but a Detatchment 
30 Troopers of Major General Harvey's Regiment 
Purſued them, and took a French Prifoner, and reco 
vered all the Mules. About this time we heard 
the firing of ſome Guns from the Right of our Army, 
which we ſuppoſed to be from Oguella, a Place belong- 
ing to the Portugreze, within two Leagues of our Ar 
my: Thereupon the Conde de Galveas, General of Arms 
in this Province, declared, that he expected a Con-

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voy of 600 Wagons or Carts from uy Aſajor, 
and was affraid they were attacked by the Enemy. 
Our Generals were very much ſurpriz d at this De- 
clafation, having had no manner of Norire of it be- 
fore: But immediately a Party of 600 Horſe was 
Detatch'd to ſecure the Convoy, which foon after 
ſafely atrived in our Camp.

At length, the Garriſon of Verrue, being in extream 
want of Proviſions, and their Communication with 
the Duke of Savoy quite cut off , by reaſon the 
French at laſt made themſelves Maſters of the Bridge 
over the River, beat a Parley, and offered to ſur- 
render the Place on Honourable Terms: But the 
Duke of Vendoſme told them, Since they had refuſed 
them formerly, he would grant them none at pre- 
ſent, unleſs they would remain Priſoners of War ; 
and for their Uſage, they might depend on his Civili- 
ty. This not being accepted of, the Duke of Ven- 
doſme continued to 13 the Place, till the Garri- 
ſon having nothing left for their Subſiſtance, in the 
Night Blew up all the remaining Fortifications, ex- 
cept the Donjon, and Part of a Baſtion, into which 
they retired, beat a Parley, and next Morning ſur- 
rendred Priſoners of War, after having defended 
the Place from the Fourteenth of October, to the 
Ninth of April following (1705.)

By the Relation which I have cauſed to be drawn up 
in haſte, and herewith ſent by this Letter, your High- 
neſs will ſee what hapned Yeſterday between the 
two Armies: I ſhall cauſe Te Deum to be Sung, to 
return Thanks to God for this happy Succeſs, which 
is ſo much the more Remarkable, becauſe the whole 
Army of the Enemy was got together, which I Cid 
not know before the Fight; And, conſidering the 
Ground where the Enemies were beaten, it ſeems 
almoſt impoſſible, becauſe of their being moſt Ad- 
vantageouſly Poſted. According to the Advices I 
have juſt now received from Deſerters, Priſoners 
and others, their Loſs is * conſiderable; and their 
Confuſion was ſo great at a great Number of 
their Men were drowned in the Adda, and a great 
E of their Baggage loſt therein. Our Regiments 
ring ſtill ſome Standards and Colours, and we 
have taken a great Number of Priſoners; and a- 
mongſt them, ſeveral Officers. One may judge, 
that the Action did not happen without Loſs on 
our ſide; eſpecially, ſeeing the fire was Terrible, 
and almoſt Incredible on both Sides.

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'Tis certain that this was one of the braveſt 
Actions that ever happen in /raly, The Imperi- 
aliſts having forced the Enemy from behind two 
deep Canals, but the third being too deep, gave 
them leiſure to paſs the Adda over their Bridge, 
defended by ſeveral Batteries and Redoubts; fo that 
alt the French could boaſt of , was, that they nar- 
rowly eſcaped a Total Rout ; neither could they 
have prevented the Paſſage of the Adda to Prince 
Fugene , had they not been reinforced by a conſi- 
derable Body from the Duke de la Fuillade, who was 
thereby diſſenabled to 8 in Execution his Projects 
againſt Turin, the only Thing the Confederates aim'd 
at this Campaign in /raly; So that Prince Eugene, 
ſeeing the Seaſon far advanced, and that by the 
great Rains that began to fall, his Retreat might be 
cut off by the French, repaſs d the Oglio, and the 
Duke of Vendoſine march'd back to ſecure the Man- 
tuan; Theſe being the Chief Tranſactions of this 
Campaign, except the taking, of the Caſtle of Nice, 
Which was forced to Surrender the following Win- 
ter, and ſome {mart Skirmiſhes betwixt the Duke 
of Savoy and the French in Piedmont; Each fide 
Prepared for Winter Quarters in Italy, from whence 
we will proceed to Germany. 

The Duke of Arg having reſolved to 
open his way into France if poſlible, by the way 
of Triers, march'd with great Expedition from the 
Netherlands to the Saar, whereby he Blocked up 
Marſhal Villars in his ſtrong Camp near Syrke ;

Hereupon , 
the Duke of Marlborough, after Seventeen days ffay 
in ſight of the French Army, Without the leaſt 
Profpe&t of bringing them to an Engagement, 
was obliged to repaſs the Saar, in order to ſtop the 
Progreſs of the Elector of Bavaria and Marihal of

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Villeroy in the Netherluds, who had taken Huy, 
the City of Liege, and were preparing to attack the 
Cittadel; Monſieur Auverguerque, with the States 
Army under his Command, not being able to op- 
poſe them. No ſooner did the Duke of 1arlborough 
return to the Netherlands, but the French quitted 
Liege, Huy was retaken, and their Lines, though 
repreſented as inacceſſible, were forced; Of which 
Action, we will give you the Authentick Letters, 
( as we have done m moſt others ) of the Duke of 
Marlborough and my Lord Auverguerque.

SIR, 
| T H E Refolutzon being taken to attempt the 
paſting of the Dyle, Lieutenant General Hec- 
| helem was Detatch'd Yeſterday at five of the Clock 
in the Afternoon, with Five Batallions and Nine Squa- 
drons of the Army of the States; and the Duke of 
Wirtembergh, with Count Oxenſtiem, were Detatch'd 
at the ſame time from the Army under the Duke of 
Marlborough, with Twelve Batallions, and Eleven 
Squadrons : They March'd towards Corbeck Hever, 
 Neer Ie, and St. George, having with them the 
Number of Pontons that were neceſfary to lay 
Bridges, and ſome Pieces of Cannon; theſe De- 
ratchments arrived about Ten a Clock to their 
Reſpective Poſts, and about Twelve the Armies 
decamp'd to ſupport them; that is, The Duke 
of Marlborough to ſupport the Duke of Wirtem- 
burgh, and I, Lieutenant General Heulelum. Theſe 
Detatchments were order'd to take Poſt with all 
Poſſible tpeed; and accordingly they begun before 
Break of Day to lay Bridges, and when I arriv'd, Lieu- 
tenant General Heukelum was advanc'd to Neer 
Jhe and St. George, and our Infantry having paſs'd 
that River with fome oppoſition , they beat two 
Batallions of the Enemy, and a Regiment of Dra- 
goons, Whereby they became Maſters of L 
Ait. 
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Poſt. The other Detatchments found greater Diffi- 
culty at Corbeck and Hever : For, the Enemy 
had a great Body of Foot poſted there, and it 
was judg'd impoiſible to poſſeſs that Poſt without 
expoling the Infantry to an entire Rout, Where- 
upon the Duke of Marlborough ſignified to me, 
that it was 'his Opinion, that the Enterprize 
was not to be puſh'd on, ſeeing the whole Army 
of the Enemy was marching and coming upon 
us; and that we ſhould recall our Troops, which 
was done in very good Order. We had not on 
our {ide Thirty Men KilF'd and Wounded; but 
cann't tell you how many were kill'd on the fide 
of my Lord Duke of Marlborough, which muſt be 
very few.

Army under the Duke of Marlborough, and Mon- 
fieur Auverguerque, march'd from Brain le lieu and 
Fleurimond, with an Intention to attack the Enemy 

in their Advantageous Camp near Louvain, But 
| theſe having cut down Part of the Wood of Soig- 
mes, through which it was intended to attack 
the Enemies Flank of the Right Wing of the 
French; upon a narrow View of all the Paſſages 
leading thereunto, all the Dutch Officers (except 
Monſieur Auverguergue, ) and conſequently their 
Field Deputies, Monſieur Rowenrout, Van Heem- 
kerk and Van Schagen, were againſt it; though 
they were hard preſs'd by the Duke of Afaribs- 
rough and the Engl Officers to conſent to it.

High and Mighty Lords, 
Purſuant to the Letter, I did my ſelf the Honour 
to write to your High Mightineſſes the 13th of 
this Month, the Army march'd laſt Saturday, 
That day we encamp'd at Corbais and St. Martin, 
and the next day at Genap. On Monday we came 
to Tirlemont , and Yeſterday we were in motion 
before break of day, and baving pais'd ſeveral 
Defiles, we came into a pretty ſpacious Plain, and 
found the.

There happening nothing more materia) in the 
Netherlands, but the paſſing of the Canal de- 
twixt Bruges and Gent by General Sparr, and 
the taking of Lewe, We will look towards the Mo- 
ſelle, where the Marſhal de Yillars, after the 
marching away of the Duke of Marlborough, o- 
_ the Palatine General d Aubach, (left behind 
with 7000 Men) to quit Triers; After which, he 
retook Homburg, and then marched to Attack Lau- 
terburgh; but the Imperial General Thungen, had 
ſo well fortified his Camp, for the Security 
of that Place, that the French where repuls'd in 
ſeveral Attacks. After this, the Imperial Army, 
being Reinforc'd, began to act offenſively, by forcing 
the French Lines, and driving the Mareſchal under 
the Cannon of Straſ burg Whereby having made 
_ themſelves Maſters of Haguenauand ſome other 

Poſts, they block d up Fort Lewis, and ſecured their 
Winter Quarters in Alſace. The Campaign being 
thus ended in all Parts, we will take a view of 
our Naval Afﬀairs; Hitherto, their having been 
but a ſlender Progreſs made towards the intended 
Reduction of Spain, this put the Courts of Eng- 
land and Holland, upon new and more effectual 
Meaſures: To encompaſs which, the Grand Fleet of 
England, Commanded by the Right Honourable 
the Earl of Peterborough and Sir Cloude/ly Shovel, 
with a good Body of Land Forces on Board, 
Sail'd from St Helens on the 24th of May, O. S. 
and with a Proſperous Gale for ſeveral days, arri- 
ved ſafe at Lisbon the gth of June next following. 
About Eight days after, the Dutch Fleet Com- 
manded by Admiral Ale monde arriving alſo, in à 
Grand Council of War held by the King of Sun, 
both the Admirals and Generals, the Prince 
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of Heſſe Darmſtadt come thither lately from Gi- 
braltar, and other Chief Officers, a Deſcent was 
reſolv d on to be made in Catalonia, and the Pre- 
parations for that Enterprize being accompliſh'd 
after ſome time, and two Regiments of Dragoons 
added to the Land Forces on Board already, 
the King of Spain took his Leave of the Court 
of Portugal, and embarqued on Board the Rae- 
laugh with the Earl of Peterborough, to be preſent 
at this Expedition. On the 28th of July, N. . 
the whole Fleet ander the Command of the Far! 
of Peterborough, and Sir Cloudeſiy Shovel, avid Ad- 
miral Alle monde, with his Catholic Majeity and 
about 10000 Land Forces Engliſs and Dutch on 
Board, with a fair Wind ſteered their Courſe to- 
wards Gibraltar, where on the ſecond of Auguſt 
they happily arriv'd, and his Catholick Majeſty 
went a Shoar, exchang'd the Garriſon conſiſtin 
of a Batallion of the Exgliſß foot Guards, — 
three old Regiments, and leaving two new Re- 
giments therein, and ſo embarqued again. After- 
wards as the Fleet failed more Eaſtward they 
put the Spaniſh Coalt into a great Conſternation. 
Sailing by Alicant, an Officer was ſent on Shoar 
to deliver a pacquet of Letters to the Inhabi- 
tants, which was refuſed; and upon his returning 
a ſecond time, was rold they would fire on him 
if he return'd again, notwithſtanding his Boat had 
a Flag of Truce. The Fleet ſteering towards 
Althea anchor'd in the Bay the 11th of Aug, 
and met there with a very kind Reception.

After this, tne Vice Roy Don Franciſco de Vela/cn 
was immediately ſummoned to Surrender the City, 
and upon his Refuſal, the neceſſary Preparations 
were made for Beſieging it, However, moſt of the 
Generals doubting the Succeſs of attacking, with ſo 
ſlender a Force, a City wherein was to Numerous a 
Garriſon, and well ſupplied with all manner of Ne- 
ceſſaries, propoſed to march towards Terragona, a 
City zo Leagues Eaſtward of this, where the Fleet 
might attack the City by Sea, whilſt the Army did 
the fame by Land. But the Prince of Heſſe D' 
Armſtat earneſtly infiſted on attacking Fort Mont- 
jouich with Sword in Hand, a ſtrong Caſtle lying a- 
bout two Miles on the other fide of the Town, on 
which the Forces Landed, viz. on the Weſt fide, 
which being at length approved of, the whole Expe- 
dition was contrived in this Manner; A thouſand Men 
being detach'd for this great Work, one half of 
them were ordered to advance towards Ierranona, 
to amule the Garriſon ;; but about 10 at Night 
Commanded to turn their March towards the Fort; 
being followed about Midnight by the other half, 
ſuppor ted by ſome Dragoons. The ways being very 
Rocky and Difficult, it was Day-light before they 
could quite paſs the Mountains, fo that the Enemy 
taking the Alarm by the report of ſome Scouts, 2 
Confederates found tiem Reidy to receive then; 
which they did with all their Cannon and Artüle 
ry; Notwithſtanding all this, the Pc Prince 4 
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Heſſe and My Lord Charlemont, ordered Col, Lothme/ 
to begin the attack with the Granadiers, which he 
form'd with ſo much Bravery, that he not only 
entred the Cover d Way and the Ditch, but alſo got 
upon the Courtine, and beat the Enemy from a Ba. 
ſtion of a New Work. Theſe being now retired 
into the Donjon, the Prince of Heſſe, who was every 
where in the thickeſt of the Fire, as he was pallinz 


| by two of the Baſtions, without the leaſt Shelter, 
to give Orders for the attacking of a Fort, which it 


taken, would prevent the Communication of the 
Fort with the Town, was unfortunately wounded 
by a Muſquet Shot in the Thigh, which cutting 
ſunder an Artery, and he continuing to encourage 
his Men, he dropt for Dead upon the Ground, and 
as ſoon as he was brought to an adjacent Houſe. 
Expired. The Fall of this Hero, which was diſco 
vered to the Beſieged by the Confuſion they per. 
ceived among the Aſſailants, jom d to a Reinforce 
ment of 200 Granadiers, ſent them out of the 
Town, had almoſt produced a Fatal Change in that 
Enterpize. For about 250 Erglih advancing unwea- 
rily too near the Fort, whoſe Gate the Span:ard. 
had _ on purpole to entice them thither, were 
all taken Prifoners, which, with the beforemen- 
tioned Accident, ſtruck ſuch a Damp among the reſt, 
that they were juſt preparing to Retreat. My Lord 
Peterborough being adviſed of what had happened, 
flew thither immediately, and with his Sword in 
Hand led them on afreſh to the Aﬀault, which they 
made with ſuch Fury, that they once more chaſec 
the Enemy from all the Outworks into the Denon. 
At the fame time, all Communication being inter- 
cepted betwixt the Fort and the Town, they ply'd 
the Donjon warmly with Bombs, one whereof in 
two days after falling in, and blowing up their Ma- 
gazine of Powder, the Garrifon came running out. 
and Surrendred Priſoners of War. After the taking 
of this Fort, {which ſtanding upon a Hill, Commands 
the Town on that fide where it is weakeſt,) the At- 
tacks were carried on from thence with all poſſible 
Afhtduity, the Batteries beginning to play the 226 
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of Sept. with ſuch Succeſs, that a very large Breach 
was made, and the Intrenchments with ſome Mines 
being blown up, and the Breich made wider by three 
ls that fell into them at once, the Gover- 
nour deſired to Capitulute the 8th of Offober, which 
was Sign'd the next following Day; the Articles 
whereof being very long, we will give only an Ab» 
ſtratt of them.

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March from the Frontiers of Porrugal, (having by 
the 11 Deſtroyed ſeveral Places that had de- 
clared for his Carholick Majeſty Charles the zd, 
without ſo much as ſparing even the Churches 
arrived at Saragoſſa; Where on the 28th of Decemò. 
a great Tumult hapned, which had like to have 
deen of ill Conſequence, if the Vice Roy of Ar» 
ragon had not pacified the Matter. It hapned 
thus; A French Regiment of Horſe coming to 
Sarageſſa, brought with them two Spaniſh Boc 
with their Hands tied behind them, with an in- 
tention to put them to Death, for having as they 
— killed two French Men. The Magi- 
rates being informed thereof, deſired the French 
Commander to deliver up to them thoſe two 
Boors, promiſing to punifh them according to the 
Laws of their Country, if they were found Guil- 
y of the Murther charged upon them : But the 
ch refuſed their Demand, and pretended they 
would 9 them according to their Military 
Laws. This Affront offered to the Magiſtrates, 


ſo incenſed the People, that they took up Arms 


to the Number of Three or Four Thouſand Men, 
and reſolved to reſcue thoſe two Men. The 
Vice Roy being informed of that Commotion , 
came in Perſon at the Head of a Regiment, an 

Repreſented to the French the ill Conſequences of

leaſed thoſe two Men, an the People being ſatisfied, 
returned to their Houſes. No ſooner was this Tumult 
appeaſed, but a Batallion of the Regiment of Sillery, 
came to one of the Gates of 7 called del Portello, 
and deſired to paſs _—_ the City as fome 0- 
ther Troops had done before; But, the Captam 
of the Guard that conſiſted only of Burghers, re- 
fuſed to open the Gates, pretending, that by 


their Priwiledges they were exempted from any 


Paſſage of Troops through that City. Thereupon, 


the Vice Roy and Mareſchal de Theſſe repaired to 


that Guard, and cauſed the Gate to be opened by 
force, and the French ent'red the Town with 
their Bayonets in the Muzzle of their Faſees , 
B b 2 1 he 


> Whereupon, they re- 
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The Inhabitants took the Alarm, and fired upon 
them from their Windows, inſomuch, that the 
Mareſchal de Theſſe retired to the Houſe of the 
Vice-Roy, — among the reſt, three of his 
Servants wounded, and the Magiſtrates ſet a 
Guard of Sixty Men of their own to prevent any 
further Infult. The French in this Commotion 
had their Baggage plunder'd ; The Mareſchal was 
ſo Enraged at this Affront, that he deſigned to 
attack the City with all his Forces; But the 
Vice-Roy, Nobility and Magiſtrates perſwaded 
him to the contrary, and thereby put an End to 
the Commotion, notwithſtanding, the French had 
Two Officers and Thirty Soldiers Killed, and about 
Fifty Wounded. 
This Tumult being likewiſe appeaſed, the Vice- 
Roy found Means to put ſome Troops into the 
City, who brought ſeveral Pieces of Cannon with 
them to awe the Inhabitants. However, we will 
mention one more, fince it ſhews the Inclinations 
of the Inhabitants of theſe Parts. 

The French Batallions having ſtaid for ſome time 
to refreſh themſelves at Carregia , within Nine 
Leagues of Saragoſa, were Order'd to march , 
and accordingly being come to the Gate, the 
Commander Order'd the two Batallions to be 
drawn up, that he might view them, to know 
if any of his Men h deſerted. A Lieutenant 
being miſſing, a Guard was ſent into the Town 
to enquire at his Lodging for him, where they 
found him Stab'd in his Bed. The French Com- 
mander was fo provok'd thereat, that he march- 
ed back into the Town, cauſed the Houſe where 
the Murther was done to be pulled down, and 
Quarter'd his Men at Diſcretion on the Inhabi- 
tants. This being ſoon made known to the 
Mareſchal, was 1 by him, and he ſent his 
Orders to the French Commander to continue 
there till further Order, and afterwards ſent to 
— Court of Afadrid to complain of this U- 
lage. 


By 
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this time, the Mareſchal having refreſhed 
all his Forces, and given the Neceſſary Orders 
for the Continuance of their March, in a few Days 
appeared before the Caſtle of Miraver, defended 
by 150 Boors, and upon their Refuſal to Surren- 
der, brought his Cannon before the Caſtle, took 


it, and afterwards hanged the Governour and Six 


Perſons more that were of his Councel, beſides 


the Gunner of the Caſtle, for having declared 


for his Catholick Majeſty Charles the 3d. 

About the ſame time, the Duke of Noailles aſ- 
ſembled a ſtrong Body of French Troops near Per- 
pignan, in order to march towards Catalonia to 
joyn the Mareſchal 4% Theſe, which was ſome 
time after, though not without ſome Difficulty, 
effected. In the mean time, the Mareſchal de Theſſe 
arriving near the Ebro; very much ſtraighten d 
the Garriſon of Falentia; upon Notice whereof , 
the Earl of Pererborough Log to march to 
their Relief, and reſolved to attack the Count 
de las Torres, Who was encamped with a ſtr 
Body between him and Valentia; but the Count 
hearing of the Earls Approach, retired with great 
Precipitation to Segorbe, Ravaging , Plunderin 
and Deſtroying the Country in a moſt dreadfu 
Manner. About this time, ſeveral Parties of each 
de meeting one another, Lieutenant General 


Cunningham received Intelligence that a ſtrong Party 


of French, under the Command of the Cheva- 
lier D' Asfeld, had paſſed the River Cinca, in 


Order to attack the Dragoons at Tamarite, where- 


upon, he immediately Order'd Colonel W:lts to 
march with three Hundred Granadiers, and a like 


Number of Fuſiliers, who arrived there about one 
in the Morning. Here he had Advice, That the 


French had repaſſed the River , and retired to 
Balbaſtro, from whence the Chevalier D' Ageld 
being remforced , return'd to attack Colonel 
Wills, who was likewiſe joyn'd by more Troops 


under Colonel Palm. Theſe advancing to Benofar, - 
attacked D” Asfelds advanc'd Guard, and beat 


em back to their Main Body. The French re- 
MO —— rreated 


A 
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treated with great Confuſion , and Colonel Mill: 
followed them for a whole League, till at length 
being icyn'd by Lieutenant Colonel Cmingham, 
and each Party unwilling to part without a Blow 
march'd to St. Eſte van de Litera. Here D' Avfeld 
attack d them about Eight of the Clock in the 
Morning; The French at firſt began? to be too 
hard upon two Companies of Cumungham's Gra- 
nadiers, but Major Bufton coming up ſeaſonable 
to their Aſſiſtance , beat the French back; at 
which time, Lieutenant General Cumingham re- 
ceived a Shot in the Belly, and was carried off, and 
in few Days after Died. Colonel W:{s then ſuc- 
ceeding in the Command, continued the En- 
gagement till three in the Afternoon, and main- 
tam'd his Ground with great Obſtinacy , each 
ſide Fighting ſo, that the Muzzles of their Pieces 
met. Major Bufton had the Misfortune to re- 
ceive Four Stabs in his Body, and Colonel Palm 
an Experienc'd Officer, had two Shots in the Bel- 
ly, they being ſo enraged at one another , that 
no Quarter was given on either Side. The French 
retreated to Fons and Almang , Colonel Wills re- 
main d two Hours on the Field of Battle, and 
then march'd to Balaguer. But, to return to the 
Earl of Peterborough, who being informed of the 
great Preparations that were making by the French 
to regain the Kingdom of Valentia; march'd to 
their Aſſiſtance, and arrived at Tortoſa, where 
de was received by the Magiſtrates and Burghers 
in Arms, and Saluted with a trible Diſcharge of 
the Cannon and ſmall Arms. The Earl was Con- 
ducted to the Biſhops Palace, where he was No- 
bly Entertained ; Here receiving Advice, That 
St. Mattheo was hard preſſed by a cloſe Siege, he 
continued his March with all poſſible Speed to 
Relieve that Place; But the Spaniares conſiſtin 
of 1800 Foot, and 1500 Horſe, at his Approach 
quitted the Siege, and retired in great Confuſion. 
His Lordſhip purſued them, and advancing with 
a ſmall Body of 150 Troopers, took Priſoners 
Aber double the Numble of Horſe, in the Sigh |

| ſuperior in Horſe, his Lordſhip now found himſelf 


the Afairs of Spain, Cc. 377 
of 2000 Spaniſh Foot , who contrary to his Lord- 
ſhips Expectation, did not offer to oppoſe him. 
Afterwards his Lordſhip advanced in Perſon, with 
a ſmall Party of Fifty Dragoons, within Five Leagues 
of Valentia, diſperſing his Orders for the Country 
to bring him in Bread and Forage, which made 
the Spaniards believe he had his whole Army with 
him : By which Stratagem, and a very expeditious 
March, he took a great Number of Horſes, with 
which he recruited his Horſe, and formed a Regi- 
ment of Dragoons of the Lord Barrimore s Regiment 
of Foot. This Accident gave a Happy Turn to the 
Affairs of his Catholick Majeſty Charles the 3d : For, 
tho' the Country was level, and the French much 


in a Condition to attempt the Succour and Re- 
lief of Yalentia, In the mean while, having re- 
ceiv'd Intelligence that Brigadier Mahon: with 
Four Hundred French Horſe, lay at AMorviedro, 


where he was ſtrongly entrench'd, and ſecured by 


a River; his Lordihip refolved to march thither 
and ſecure that Garriſon, whoſe Approach the 
Brigadier did not in the leaſt reſiſt, tho capable 
of making a good Oppoſition, but capitulated, 
and had Leave to march out with Bagg and Bag- 
age, which accordingly he did, leaving the Town 
and Caſtle to his Lordſhip's Command. The next 


Day his Lordihip march'd to V. _ ; and in- 


ſtead of meeting Mahoni in the Plains of Valentia, 
as the Brigadier threatned, met with nothing but 
the Acclamations of the Common People, crying 
out, Viva el Reg Corlos tercero, Viva Reine 45 
Viva my Lord & les Ingles: Their Joy was ic 
great hardly to be expreſſed. When his Lordihi 


approach d the Town, the Governuur, Nobility ; 


Gentry complimented him in behalt of the City, 
with whom he immediately entred the Place, to 
the unſpeakable Joy of all the Yalentians, tho the 
French and Spaniſh Army conſiſting af Three Thou- 
fand Horſe, and as many Fodt, lay within a

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But, to return to the French and Spaniſh Army 


under the Mareſchal de Theſſe. The French an 


Spaniſh Generals began by this time, to be at great 

arience, whether to beſiege YValent:a before Barce- 
lona, or march directly to the latter. The French 
pretended that the Siege of Barcelona would ruin 
the Intereſt of che Partiſans of Auſtria; and the 
Spaniards alledged, that fo ſtrong a Place as Valentia 
ought to be Taken firſt, by reaſon it would pre- 
vent any further Inſurrections in the Kingdom of 
Arragon, whoſe Inhabitants began openly to 
eſpouſe the Auſtrian Intereſt, and declare in fa- 
vour of His Majeſty Charles the 3d. To pre- 
vent therefore any further Diſpute between the 
French and Spaniſh Generals, which Place to 
beſiege, Expreſſes were diſpatch'd to the Courts 
of Madrid and Verſailles for further Orders, and 
the Army order'd to continue encamp'd till their 
Return. Thereupon a Council was called at 
Madrid; from whence Orders were diſpatch'd to 
the Mareſchal de Theſſe to prepare his Forces to join 
Kmg Philip, and to lay cloſe Siege to Yalentia, 
Whilſt the Brigadier Mahon: ſhould take upon 
him the Command of the Forces aſſembled by 
the Biſhops of Murcia and Onihuella, who on the 
Brigadier's Arrival ſerved in the Quality of Mære- 


 Chaux de Camp under him. The Mareſchal de 


Theſſe having received this Expreſs, made Pre- 
parations to execute the Orders of the Court of 
Madrid, but whilſt he ſtay d in Expectation like- 
wiſe of an Expreſs from France concerning the 


intended Siege, we will inquire into the Duke 
of Noailles March from Perpignan; He being by 


this time order'd to join the Mareſchal de Theſe, 
decamp'd, and receiving Intelligence that the Earl 
of Donegall, Governour of Girone, was on his 
March to attack Baſcara and Navara, two Places 
lately abandon'd by the Miquelets, order'd a De- 
tachment to relieve the latter, whilſt he did the 
like to the former. There happened two ſharp 
„ at each of theſe Places, wherein the Duke 
of Noalkes got the better, wi n 
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Sides; and afterwards paſſed the Terry, and en- 
camp'd at Losbisbal!;, after which he ſent a ſtrong 
Detachment to ſecure a Bridge near Pont Magor, 
which they did for about two Hours, till at 
length the Governor of Girone rallying again, beat 
them from the Poſt, tho' ſupported by Noailles in 
Perſon, and obliged them to retire to Torellade 
Montgri, and to quit Losbisball and ſeveral other 
Poſts they had ſecured on that Side the Terr. 

The Duke of Anjou having ſent Orders to the 
Mareſchal de Theſſe to lay Siege to Valentia, as has 
been before related, ſummoned his Council again, 
wherein he acquainted his Grandees and Coun- 
cellors, that being reſolved to Command his Army 
in Perſon, to ſtop the Progreſs of his Enemies, who 
had invaded his Dominions, to reduce the Rebels 
and protect his Faithful Subjects, he had thought 
fit to leave the Adminiſtration of the Govern- 
ment to the Queen, who, (after ſhe had a little 
while declined to undertake the fame ) ac- 
cepted it, and that he hop'd from their Fi- 
delity they would aſſiſt Her. The Grandees with 
great Submiſhon and Demonſtrations of Reſpect 
aſſured him of their Fidelity, and kiſſed his Hands, 
tho many of them at the ſame time excuſed 
their Attendance in the Field, under ſeveral | 
cious Pretences. Hereupon the Councel being dif- 
miſſed, that Prince attended by his Conſort, the 
Prince of Tilh, the Duke of Gandia, the Conſta- 
ble of Caſtile, the Duke of Medina Sidonia, with 
ſeveral other Grandees, and taking 2 with 


him the Crown- Jewels, ſet out from Madrid be- 


tween Twelve and One of the Clock on . 
the 23d N. S. chooſing the direct Road towards 
the Kingdom of Valentia: But on the 25th in 


the Morning he receiv'd two Expreſſes, one from 


the Mareichal de Theſſe, and the other from the 
French King: The Mareſchal informed him, That 
according to his Commands, he had decamped 
and was advanced to Alcaniz, but, that having re- 
cieved an Expreſs from the oft Chriſtian King, 


with poſitive Orders to march into Catalonia, in order 


to 
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to beſiege Barcelona ( for which all the neceſſary 
ations were made) he could not proceed 
any further. The French Expreſs was likewiſe to 
the fame Effect; inſomuch that King Philip was 
obliged to alter his Deſign, and take the Road of 
Catalonia. On the 27th he arrived at Loeches, and 
after having dined with his Conſort, that Princeſs 
return'd for Madrid, whilſt he contined his Journey, 
and by the 12th of March arrived at Caſpe, where 
the Mareſchal de Thefſe had prepared every Thing 
for his Reception. During this March, ſeveral Pre- 
lates, to ſhew their extream Loyalty to the Houſe 
of Bourbon, and Hatred to that of Auſtria, pub- 
liſhed their Paſtoral Letters, which, for the 
maſt part, enjoin'd Prayers to be made for the 
Proſperity of King Philip, and to divert the Anger 
of God, who had permitted Hereticks to kindle 2 
War in Spain, thereby bringing Religion intoCon- 
tempt, and diſpoſing the People to embrace Here- 
fie; for the preventing of which, all Confeſſors un- 
der ſevere Penalties, were enjoined to examine the 
People on their Fidelity due to King Phelip, and 
to refuſe Abſolution to ſuch as ſhould not adhere 
faithfully to King Philip. And, fince the Biſhop of 
Afurcia's Letter above all the reſt has made fuch 
a Noiſe abroad, we hope it will not be judg'd im- 
proper to inſert an Abſtract thereof, to ſhew the 
Weakneſs of that fighting Prelate, as well as of 
the reſt of his Brethren.

'Twas a Renunciation that that Prineeſs 
could not make, to the Prejudice of her Iſſue in 
an Affair of fo great Conſequence, as is the King- 
dom of Spain ;, and if ſhe could not make it, that 
Renunciation is Null and of no 1 But 
ſuppoſe it to be dubious, whether ſhe could make 
it or not, it is unqueſtionable, that our Ki 
Philip the Fth is the Grandſon of a Daughter 
Philip the 4th, Siſter of our laſt King Charles the 
zd. 'Tis undeniable likewiſe, that by the Laws of 
the WF and by Natural Regular Succeſſion, 
Philip the Fifth ought to inherit the Crown 
Right of Blood, before the Arch-Duke Charles, 


| whoſe Pretentions are founded on a more remote 


Degree of C — Suppoſing that Renun- 
ciation was unqueſtionably juſt and valid, it muſt 
own its Validity to this, viz. That Philip the 


ath, as abſolute Monarch and Sovereign Legiſlator, 


deing of the Opinion, that it was for the Publick 
Good of his Kingdom, cauſed it to be Regiſtred in 
all the Courts of Judicature, and to be approved 
by the General and Particular Eſtates that com- 
poſe this great Monarchy, as a Law and a Rule. 
Philip the 4th had a Power and Authority to 
make that Law, or he had not; and the like 
muſt be underſtood of the whole Kingdom that 
accepted it, If that Monarch had yot that Power, 
the Acceptation is null; if he had it, which is the 
utmoſt that can be ſaid in Favour of the Arch- 
Duke, what Man in his Senſes will deny Charles 
the zd the Power and Authority he grants Philip 
the 4th, when the Uſe the latter made of it was 
to overthrow the Laws of Nature and of the 
Kingdom, and tbe other only re-eſtabliſhed them 
and reſtored them to their due Force and Vigour f 
Philip the 4th, for the Benefit of his Kingdom 
makes a Law : Charles the 2d, for the Good of 
his Dominions makes a quite contrary Law: Both 
the one and the other were received, ns the 

atter 
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latter with the greater Solemnity, and with Pro- 
clamations of greater Force. Which of theſe two 
Laws are the Subjects bound by a New Oath to 
? One of theſe Laws excludes from the 
Throne the Blood of our Kings, the other r+-alls 
them to it, conformable to our moſt eſtabliſh'd 
Laws, which do not barr from the Succeſſi m either 
the Daughters of our Kings, or their Iſſue, and by

But, What was the Principal Aim of Philip the 
4th in _ that Renunciation to be made, and 


Was it not to pre- 
vent the Incorporating of the Kingdom of Spain 
with that of Fance? Now, that End ſubſiſts ſtill, 
and Charles the 2d had it in his Eye. Tis the very 
Depolition made by the Will; He does not call the 
Dauphin to the Succeſſion of the Crown, nor the 
Duke of Bur gundy, but Philip the 5th, the Dau- 
phin's ſecond Son. He anulls the Excluſion (which 
was unjuſt and contrary to the Laws) of all the 
Deſcendants of the Princeſs his Siſter ; but he leaves 
the Incompatability of the Union of the Two King- 
doms as it was. Charles the 2d made this Dif. 
poſition, or Law, which is in Appearance, contrary 
to that of the King his Father, after he had for 
along time examined and conſulted withm the 
Monarchy and without, both the ableſt Divines 
and ableſt Lawyers, after he had confulted even 
the whole Apoſtolical See; and ſhall his Subjects, 
or rather ſome Rebels, queſtion the Lawful Right 
of Philip the 5th, after having Invited him, after 
having Receiv'd him with Univerſal Acclamations, 
Crown'd him with all the Formalities, and taken 
a general Oath of Allegiance to him, without 
Reſtriction, or without any viſible Oppoſition ? 
Beſides, Is he not in full Poſſeſſion of his Do- 


minions, and is not the Right always, preſum'd to 


be in theſe Caſes on the Side of the Poſſeſſor? Is 
there any Doubt in this? Does not the Church 
give King Philip the 5th all the Rights of his 

own ? Does not Rome, as formerly, receive all

make us Happy. A King, that is vitibly Protected 
by the Hand of God; Who has declared. him 


to be his choirn Veſſel, by the Hazards and Trea- 


jons 
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St. Lewis, gſt his Glorious 
Anceſtors. 2 in whom no Vice or Fault is 
even in the Hrſt Years of an Abſolute Power, 
and of a vigorous Youth. A King, that frequents 
the Sacrament, as we all know, twice or thrice 
a Week ; A King, that rarely ſleeps before he 
has Confefſed himſelf and received Abſulution. A 
King, to conclude, who in the Flower of his Age 
bears with fo great Fortirude and Refignation the 
ſevereſt Strokes with which the Almighty exer- 
ciſes his Elect. If at Twenty-two Years, a King 
ſhews us ſo many Vertues and diſtinguiſhing Qua- 
lities, what can ye invent againſt him ye Nerd. 
ous, =o teful Spreaders of Falſe and Perni. 
cious Principles ? My Beloved, look not thoſe 
unnatural Wretches with Pity but Indignation. 
We are not worthy of the King that God has given 
nor does he d our Diſloyalty and our In- 
difference; He conſiders us as his Children, and 
loves us as ſuch. He Pardons gracioully the Wrongs 
and Inſults that have been and ſtill are continued 
to be done againſt him, when Information is given 
himof them. He only lifts up his Hands and Eyes 
to Heaven, and ſays, Lord, thou art the King of King, 
the Kingdom is thine, thine is the Crown, thou broughteſt 
me hither, and if it be thy Will I ſhould Reign, watch 
thiu over me and my Subjects.

Nevertheleſs the Portugeze Arm 
paſſed the River Solor, and continued their March 
een Rocks and Defiles, where Three Hundred 
Men might have diſputed their _—_ and tho 
the Generals in their March receiv'd Advice, that 
the Duke of Berwick had enter'd Brocos with Three 
Thouſand Horſe, yet they reſolved to attack the 
Place. Accordingly by the Advice of the Earl of 
Galloway and the other Generals, the Marqueſs 
des Minas divided the Army into Two Bodies, and 
at the Head of moſt of the Horſe and Sixteen Terzo's 
of F march'd directly for Brocos, whilſt the reſt 
of the Army was left behind under the Earl of Gallo- 
way and the Conde dela Lorſana, for the Security of 
the Artillery and Proviſions. Aſſoon as the Duke of 
Berwick ſaw the Portugeze enter the Plain where the 
Town is ſituated, he quitted the ſame, and retired 
through a Wood, lying between the ſaid Town and 
Carceres. Upon this the Marqueſs ſent a ſmall De 
tachment to take Poſſeſſion of Brocos, where they 
found a good Quantity of Corn and Meal; and ſent 
anether Detachment of Horſe towards the Wood.

The Portugeze being thus Maſtery of Alcantara, and 
of ſeveral other Places hereabouts, ſt aid ſome few 
Days in the Town to refreſh their Forces, and to try 
if the Country would come in and Declare for King 
Charles the 3d, to which purpoſe the Earl of Galloway 
publiſhed the following Nan. feſto.

and Fleets for no other Purpoſe, than to aſſiſt the 
Good Sp.miards to ſhake off the Yoak and Domination 
of France, and to place on the Throne of Spain his 
moſt Excellent Majeſty Charles the zd. To the End 
therefore, that the Spaniards themſelves may have the 
Glory to Co-operate in ſo Honourable anUndertaking 
as is the Eſtabliſhing the Liberty and Felicity of their 
Native Country, the faid Moſt Serene Queen has 
been pleaſed to Command me, to declare a new Her 
Royal Pleaſure, That I ſhould in Her Name ſuccour, 
ind ſupport them.

Affairs being ſettled in Alcantara, the Portuges- 
Army advanced towards Coria, on whoſe Approach 
the Town ſubmitted; here by a Councel of War, of 
all rhe Generals of the Army,it was unanimouſly re- 
ſolved to march forward to Placentia. Purſuant here- 
unto, a ſtrong Detachment of the Army paſſed the 
River Alagonat Gahſteo, and tho' the French had 8 
Squadrons of Horſe poſted there to ſecure that Paſs, 
pet they, upon the Approach of the Portugexe Troops, 
retired to Placentia, But the Porrugueze, with the 
whole Army paſling that River ; and purſuing their 
March, obliged the Duke of Berwick to quit the 
Town and in Revenge to the Inhabitants,who oppoſed 
his deſtroying their Proviſions, carried away the 
Governour and Biſhop of the Town, after having 
burned the Ammuniton, and then retired to Malper- 
tido. The Portugueze Army enter d Placentia, whoſe 
Magiſtrates and Chief Inhabitants, with the Clergy 
immediately made their ſolemn Submiſſion to King 
Gags the 3d. Whilſt the Marqueſs d Minas, with 


the Portugeze Army continued here, Intelligence was 
3 by one of his Partiesſent out to oblerve the 
D. of Berwici sMotions, that he had ſtrongly entreoch 
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ed himſelf with a good Body, of Horſe and Militia 


on the Banks of the River Maſſagone. Hereupon the 


Generals reſolved to Fight him, and marching thi- 
ther, accordingly found him advantageouſly poſted 
behind the River; the Porrregueze Army paſſed the 


ſame, attacked the Entrenchments, and forced the 


Duke to retire with great Precipitation, and purſu- 
ing them a conſiderable way, return'd and poſſeſſed 
themſelves of his Camp. After this a Councel of 
War was held, concerning the further Operations 
of the Campaign, but broke up without coming to 
any Reſolution, the Portugue ce Generals, who were for 
ſeeurg the iſſue of the Siege of Barcelona, againſt the 
opinion of the Engliſb — Dutch Generals, were for 
marching back, and beſieging 1 which the Ex- 
gliſþ and Dutch vehemently oppoſed, ſo that Expreſſes 
being ſent upon that Account to Lisbon; we will leave 
them till their return, and enquire how tne Court of 
Madrid relithed the Progreſſes of the Porrugueze.

This Speech raiſed a great many Thanks, and ſome 
few Gifts from ſome Biſhops and Towns, and thus 
concluded this Honourable Aſſembly; from whence 
we will proceed tothe Camp before Barcelona. 


The French and Spaniſb Army, under the Duke of 
Anjou and Mareſchal Theſe ſetting down before the 
Town, the French Fleet under the Command of 
the Count de Thouloze Inveſted it by Sea; they made 
incredible Preparations for carrying on the Siege 
with all Expedition, wherein their main Hopes 
conſiſted at that JIuncture: In order thereunto, great 
Stores of Proviſions and Ammunition were landed 
to ſupply the Army. Upon the Approach of this 
Fleet and Army, N Charles reſolved to continue 
in the Place, and by his Preſence to Encourage his 
Loyal Subjects in the Defence thereof; and the better 
to annoy the Beſiegers, the Count de Cifuentes at the 
Head of 300 Horſe, went out of the Town to join the 
„ who had declared for his Majeſty. On 
the 6th of April the French Admiral came to the 
Camp and aſſiſted at a great Councel of War, 
wherein it was reſolved the Admiral ſhould land 
4000 Men belonging to his Fleet, by reaſon theArmy 
was not numerous enough to beſiege ſo ſpacious aPlace 
in form, and prevent the Garriſon from having a 
free Communication with the Country. The ſame E- 
vening the Trenches were opened, and two Attacks

that Bravery and good Order, that they forced ſome 
| Battalions from their Poſts, which occaſion'd ſuch a

againſt the Town ; the next Day the Garrifan made 
a Sally, killed and wounded Fifty private Men, be- 
ſides a Captain and other Subaltern Officers. On 
the Sth the Beſieged made a greater Sally than be- 
fore, of which the Miquelets having notice, came in 
ſuch Numbers, and attack d the French Camp with 


Diſorder, that the Mareſchal de Theſſe was obliged to 
othither inPerſon with freſhTroops to repulle them; 
the Beſiegers continued their Approaches; And on 
the 11th the Garriſon made another Sally, and drove 
the Regiment de Maine from their Works, cut three 
whole — in pieces, took one of their Co- 
lours, and having ſet Fire to a great Number of 
Gabions and Faſcines, retired with ſmall Loſs. A- 
bout this time a Miquelet that had deſerted the 
French Army, Was taken in their Camp with ſeveral 
printed Papers, encouraging the Country to riſe, 
whereupon he was ſentenc'd to be hanged ; but be- 
ing brought to the Place of Execution, a Drummer 
came from the Tqwn to reclaim him for his 
Catholick Majefty, to whom, upon mature Delibera- 
tion, the Miquelet was ſent back. Whilſt the Siege 
was thus carrying on with the utmoſt Vigaur, the 
Earl of Peterborough aſſembled between Three and 


Four Thouſand Men, moſt Horſe, near Yalentia, 


and with an Expeditious March haſtned to the Re- 
lief of the Towns, and tho' all the Avenues were 


ſecured,he had the good Fortune, by the help of Boats, 
to throw between Seven or Eight Hundred Men into 


the Place, the Garriſon of Gironne likewiſe got in, 
and whilſt the Place was hard preſſed, and his Ca- 
tholick Majelty humbly prayed and intreated to 


leave the Town, and take the Field for the greater 


Security of his Perſon, he proved deat to all their 
Prayers and Intreaties, even to thoſe of his Chief 
Councellors, and the States of that Country. It 
would be needleſs here to give a Journal of every 


Days Tranſaction, ſince the Eyes of all Europe were 


employ'd 


,one againſt Fort Mont jouich, and the other 
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employ d on the Event of this Siege, and twas ſuf- 
ficiently known, that not a Day qe without an 
Attack or Sally from the Town. In the mean time, 
the Country remain'd fo entirely in the Intereſt of 
his Catholic Majeſty, that the Generals in the French 
Army were obliged to ſend every Packet to Alicant 
by Sea that was directed to Madrid, to prevent fall- 
ing into their Enemies Hands. Barcelona thus Rein- 
forced, and Encouraged by the Preſence of their 
Manarch,defended it felf with thatObſtinacy andRe- 
folution, that the French finding but little Proſpect of 
taking it without the Reduction of Fort Aſonjouich, 
they now began to turn their chief fury againſt that 
Place; the Earl of Donegal commanded there with 
> 7 and Bravery, that he repuls'd the 
French in two Attacks, till at length, after the play- 
ing of ſeveral Batteries upon it for Twenty Days to- 
gether, the Enemy found Means rather to furprize 
than take it. This Miſhap was occaſioned chietly 
by the Abſence of all the Head Officers ; there be- 
ing but a few Subalterns at hand, when the Enemy 


— 17 * breaking in at the Weſtermoſt Point, 
and the Breach of Velaſcous Baſtion, found all with. 
in in Confuſion, there being no Officers to Com- 
mand them; ſo that theſe in the Weſtermolt 
Works, fearing to be cut off from the Donjon, by 
the Enemy 's ruſhing into the Breach, they retreated 
thither, and there fought fo reſolutely, that they 
made the Enemy retire. By this time {ome of the 
abſent Officers coming to their Aſſiſtance, were all 
taken Priſoners, becauſe they miſtook one of the 
Enemy's Battallions for one of the Dutch; and 
this adding to the former Confuſion, the Beſieger:

HIS will inform Ds that the Fleet of the 
Allies commanded by Vice-Admiral Leake, 
with the Succour of Land Forces, arrived the $th 
of this Month : The Enemies Fleet having Notice 
of their Approach, fled the Night before, and no 
doubt are all retired to Toulon. This has given 
his Majeſty and this City unſpeakable Joy, and 
fo much the greater, for that the Enemy and 
the Duke of Aujon, who is in Perſon with their 
Army, looked upon themſelves to be already Ma- 
ſters of Barcelona, as indeed they were in a fair 
Way of being ; For, their Mines were got under 
the Point of the Counterſcarp, and had already 
made fo conſiderable a Breach, that in two days 

. 
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at fartheſt, a general Aſſault might have been gi- 
ven; tho' tis not to 
have coſt them much Blood, and ſome Thouſands 
of Men. For, what was ruined in the Day was 
repaired by Night, with incredible Diligence and 
Diſpatch by means of Faſcines, and behind the 
Wall a very regular and ſtrong Intrenchment Was 
made, and furniſhed with Cannon and Paterero's. 
But notwithſtanding this, it would have been im- 
oſſible without Succours to keep the Place many

lence the Garriton and Inhabitants, ro Nefend the 


{ame till the laſt Extremity. There were many ſtrong 
Reatons which would have pertuaded us not to expote 
our Pcrion to the dangerous Accidents and uncertain 
Succeſs of a Siege; but rather to ſecure our ſelves, by 
withdrawing our ſelves trom that Place: But we could 
not overcome our felves, upon ſuch an Occaſion, 
wherein we hoped that our continuing in the Town 
might be of tome Ute for the Common Cauſe. Your 
Troops and thoſe of the Queen of Great Brittain have 
ſhowed the ſame Valour and Firmneſs for the Defence 
of Mont jouich and the City, which they expreſſed laſt 
Year for the Conqueſt thereof. Fort Aontjonich, which 
your Troops and thoſe of the Queen took in Three 
Hours time, has held out againſt the Enemy Twenty 
Two Days after opening the Trenches: But the Ene- 
mies having afterwards Lodged themſelves on the 
Point of the Counterſcarp, and made a ſufficient 
Breach to be mounted. We had reaſon to fear that 
the Garriſon being extreamly tatigued and diminiſhed, 
this Place would at laſt have been forced ro yield to 
the vigorous Attacks of the Enemies. Ihe Arrival 
of the Fleet and the Land Forces which came at the 
lame time has removed that juſt Appreheniion: That 
forrunate Accident has filled us with Joy, and ſtruck 
the Enemy with the utmoſt Conſternation; who are 
now obliged ro think of making their Retreat, when 
they actually thought themſelves Maſters of Barcelona.

Horſe of the Right Wing (except the Exzi/h, who 
were 17 Squadrons) to Support thoſe on the Left. 
Here the Duke was in moſt imminent Danger, 
being Singled out by ſome of French, and Falling 
trom his Horſe at the fame time, had either been 


Killed or taken Pritoner, if ſome ot his Foot had not 


ſeaſonably come in to his Aſſiſtance, and obliged the 
French to retire; hereupon Coll. Bring feild running to 
Remount the Duke, had his Head taken off by a Can- 
non Ball, as he was holding the Duke's Stirrop to get up. 
Then Lieutenant General Schaltz, at the Head of a 
Derachment of 12 Battalions ot Foot, Supported 


with a Line of Erg/i/þ Foot, Attack d the Village 


of Ramelies, and beat the French quite out of it; and 
at the fame time the Duke, Supported by the Exgliſh 
Horſe, Charged the reſt of the French Foot that were 
Poſted behind the Ghete. Ey this time the Right 
Wing of the French Horſe being entirely Defeated, 
the Left Wing of the Allies Horſe fell upon the 
Right Wing of the French Foor, and Cut to picces 
about 20 Battalions; ſo thar their whole Infantry 
was entirely broke. The French Horſe of the Left Wing 
ſeem d to make a ſtand, to give Time tor their Foor 
to retire, but were Charged ſo quick by the Exgli/t 
Horſe, that they entirely abandoned their Foot: In- 
ſomuch that my Lord John Hays Regiment of Dra- 
goons Attacking the Village of Antregliſe, made ſuch 
« Slaughter therein, that 13 Kings Regiment 
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of Foot, called the Regiment d Roy, begg'd for 
Quarter, and deliver'd up their Arms and Colours 
to the faid Dragoons: The French were purſucil all 
Night as far as Fudoigne. Thus the Allies gained 
a Compleat Victory, Killing near 8000 Men, and 
taking 6000 Priſoners, amongſt whom were ſeveral 
General Officers of Note; viz. Meſſieurs Palacicini, 
and AMeziores, Major Gen. the Marquiſs de Bram, 
Brigadier Gen. of Horſe ; the Marquiſs de Avnan, 
Brigadier Gen. of Foot; the Marquis de Ia Baume and 
the Mareſchal de Tallard; beſides ſeveral others, with 

all their Artillery, Baggage, Ammunition, and a great 
Number of Colours, Standards, &c. 

After this Victory, the Army of the Allies paſſed 
the Ghete in 3 ſeveral Places; and on the 24th N. 5. 
Advancd to Melderr, On the 25th in the Morning 
Marchd again to purſue their Conqueſts, and com- 
ing within a League of Louvain, received Advice that 
the French had abandoned it. The Allies immediate- 
ly took Poſſeſſion ot it, and found therein great Stores - 
of Ammunition, Proviſions, with a great many Sick 
and Wounded the French had left therein. Aſſoon as 
the Duke enter d the Town, the Magitrates brought 
him the Keys of the Gates, and deſired his Proctteion. 
About this Time the Duke being informed, that the * 
French had Poſted themſelves behind the Canal ot 
Bruſſels, and that his whole Army had paſſed the Dye, 
gave Orders for the Purſuing them as far as poſſible. 
Mionſieur Averquerque, General of the Duteh Forces, 
thought himſelf Obliged to give an Account of this 
Battle to the States ; of which we ſhall not pretend 
to give any more ample Relation than what is 
contained in his following Letter.

We 
ſhall uſe all poſſible Diligence to improve this Ad- 
vantage, by vigoroully purſuing the Enemy. We 
paſſed the Dye this Morning, and are come to In- 
camp near Ter Banck, having Loxvain behind us. 
The Enemy retired upon our Approach, and are at 
preſent Incamped beyond the Canal, near Grembergen. 
I muſt do Juſtice ro the Bravery and Reſolution of 


your Troops, Generals, and Subaltern Officers, by aſ- 


turing your High Mightineſſes, that they have, in 
truth. a great Share in the Victory. The Exgliſb and 
Auxiliary Troops, have alſo maintained their Repu- 
ration, and gain'd no leis Honour: My Lord Duke 
of Mariborongh, according to his laudable Cuſtom, 
has pertormed all that could be expected trom a 
Great Captain. The Enemy have really (uffered a 
great Loſs; but I cannot yet acquaint your High and 
Mightineſſes with the exact Number of the Slain. 
They could only fave 2 or 3 Pieces ot their Canon, the 


reſt, to the Number of 50, being fallen into our 


Hands. We have likewiſe taken yo Standards or 
Colours, and 200 High and Subaltern Officers ; with- 
out reckoning what the Exgliſh have taken. I have 
given leave to many of our Priſoners to go home 
upon their Paroll for 3 Months, ſome ot them being 


much Wounded, and others having by the Fate ot 
War been Stripped of their Clothes. The Number 


of Soldiers taken Priſoners Amounts to 3000, whom 
[ have ſent ro Maſtriecht, by the way of Liege, to 
be diſperſed off in other Places. We have on our 
Side loſt ſeveral Good Officers of Note, and amongſt 
the reſt, Prince Lewss of Heſſe, Collonel of Foot. 
I ſhall Order an exact Liſt to be given me of the 
Officers and Souldiers that have been Killd and 
Wounded in this Action, which I ſhall give my ſelt 
the Honour to tranſmit to your High Mightineſſes. 
I Hope and Pray, that God will continue his Bleſ- 
ſing upon your Arms, agd thoſe of your Allies, in 
order to attain the dekred End.

1 Return you my moſt humble Thanks for the

paſt. The Satisfaction you expreſs of the Services 
we have done to the Republick affects us with a 
Due Senſe thereof, and will encourage us more aud 
more to continue to uſe our utmoit Ettorts tor the 
Common Caulte. Since my lait from the Camp «ot 
Grimbergh we are come near Ghent, having ſent a 
Detachment ot 2000 Grenadiers and 1000 Horte, 
under the Command of the Duke of ®#irtembereh 
with the Pontons to Jay a Bridge on the Sche. ac ar 
Gavre, to endeavour thereby to cut off the Retreat 
of the Enemy, whole Army was then encamp'd near 
this City; Bur, aſloon as they had Notice of our De- 
ſign they abandon'd the fame, and marched yeſter- 
day Morning about three of the Clock towards their 
old Lines near Comrtray. Yeſterday atter our Arrival 
in this Camp in the Atternoon, the Magiltrates of 
the City, came to make their Submithon, and we 
have written to them, in Concert with Meſſieurs the 
Deputies, a Letter to the fame Eftcct as we did 
to the City of Bruſſels, and we doubt not but they 
will tollow their Example. The Prince of Ventiuu. 
glia, Governour thereof, who has deen left in the 
Caſtle with a Battalion of paniaras, had ſent to 
us ſome Propoſals, but I am perſwaded he will ſur- 
render as well as the Marqueis e Deinſe, Governour 
of Bruſſels. We are ſending a Detachment to Bruges 
to receive their Submiſſion, and 1 have juſt now 
written two Letters, one to the Marquets ae Ter- 
racina, Governor of the Cittadel of Antwerp, wherc- 
in are four Hpaniſh Battalions; and the other to the 
Magiſtrates, to exhort them to ſubmit.

A Ecording to what I gave my ſelf the Honour to 

write to your High Mightineſſes of the rf. In- 
ſtant, the Caſtle of Ghent was obliged to ſurrender 
the next Day, the Spanih Battalion, conſiſting of 
400 Men, with the Colonel, the Marqueſs de los Rros, 
and all the Officers being made Pritoners ot War; 
but all the Soldiers except 50 declared for King 
Charles, The Summons we fent to Bruyes and the 
Country ot Francq has had the defired effect; the 
Magiſtrates came hither this Morning to make their 
Submutiion , and acknowledged their Lawful Sove- 


raign in due Form, We cauſed a Battalion of the 


Troops of Flanders to march thereinto, and ano- 
ther was fent to Damme, which the Enemy had a- 
bandon'd ; but what is more ſurprizing ſtill, is, that 
having yeſterday cauſed Oudenarde to be ſummoned, 
and upon their Retuſal, order d that Day Lieute- 
nant-General Scholten to march thither with 7 Bat- 
talions, 4 pieces of Cannon and 2 Mortars; the Gar- 
riton conhitting of 3 Battalions hes immediately Ca- 
pitulated, and a Frezch Battalion therein, obtained 
Leave to retire; the other 2 Battalions being Spani- 
ards, and the Governor, have declared tor King 
Charles; and at this Inſtant I am informed that 
our Men are got into the Place.

in the tame diſorder: And in General, their Contu- 
ion was to greats according to the Report of Prilon- 
ers and Deterters, that their Soldiers Disbanded them- 
lelves, throw:ng down their Arms, without oblerving 

any 
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any manner ot Order: So that, tho the Imperia i; 
durſurd the French, their Flight was 10 precipitate, 
that it was impotlible tor any Troops that obicr ved 
any Order to overtake them. Thus they were ol.

bur with a greater Interval than the former ; that 
in caſe of any Diforder the Battalions might rally 


behind them: And this Line march'd 3 or 400 Paces 


trom the former, in order to diſpoſe themtelves ac- 
corcing to the Motions of the firſt Line; and not 
to Fire without Orders. The whole Army being in this 
Order. moved in a moment, the Horſe in Battle Array, 
and the Foot marching with their Muſquets on their 
ſhoulders to the very foot of the entrenchments; expreſ- 
{mg great Joy and Impatience to engage. The French, 
upon Advice of the March of the Imperialiſts, made 


feveral Motions to bring up their Troops near the 


Entrenchments, and Cannonaded the Imperial Army 
tor Wo Hours before they were entirely formed; 


but their Granadiers having taken their Poſt, and 


their Intantry likewiſe rang d in two Lines, the Left 
Wing advanced, and by Cannonading the Enemy, 
gave the Right Wing an Opportunity to draw up 
and attack the French Entrenchments, which was done 
with great Reſolution. By chis time every General 
being at his Poſt, led on his Troops with great Va- 


lour; fo that the Fire grew general and fierce on 
both fides, the Cannonading on each fide having 


laſted near threr Hours, made the Event ſcem dubious, 
till at laſt, Prince Eugene being on the Left, all the 
Granadiers wich the Pruſſian Foot and the Brigade 
ot Wirtemberg, conſiſting of 5 Imperial Regiments, 
ſurmounted rhe vigorous Refiltance of the French, 
forced the Entrenchments, and at the fame time le- 


velled them to open a Way tor the Horſe. The At- 


tacks on the Right Wing were likewiſe ſuceſsfully 
carried on; ſo that at length Victory inclining to 
the Imperial Arms, put the French into that Diſor- 
der and Confuſion, that, alrho' they had behind their 


Lines another Entrenchment, with ſeveral Redoubts 
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and Caſſine: well t 15d, the Imperialijis drove them 
from one to the wut, Guice to their Bridge on the 
Po, where they yielded at Diſcretion. 4tter this, 
they were forced out of Lucenta, wherein they had 
a great Magazine of Meal read, and eher; and 
obliged do avindon thew Bridge cn the Lora; but 
ſetting Fire to Lace-ta, the Imperialiſts found only 


what icmain'd of the Prov ifions unconſumed, which, 


with what was found befides 111 their Camp, amount- 
ed io av. ut 2000 Sacks of Coin and Meal, and 
2000 Sacks of Fisket. In ſhorr. the Imperial! Army 
became Maſters of all the French Camp between the 
Jura, the Fo and the Do 4 by Noon. The Imperial 
Army gained an entire and compleat Victory over the 
Trench; and che City of Turin was entirely deliver'd 
tron this Siege; the French abandoning their Attacks 
and ai their Camp, retired, with the Remains of 
their Army, to the other tide of the Po: The reit 
of tlic Day was tpent in taking ſeveral Caffines and 
Redovors poſſeſled by the French, who all yiclucd 
themtcives Pritoners ot War; and that Evening, his 
Royal Highneſs the Duke of Savoy enter d triumph- 
antly his Capital City, whoſe whole Garrtton, during 
the hear ot the Engagement, Sallicd out with an in- 
exprethble Courage and Alacrity. 

There were taken 158 Pieces of Cannon, among 
them 114 Battering Pieces, 55 Mortars, 40 Standards 
and Colours, 3 Pair ot Kettle Drums, their Pontons, 
all their Proviſions and Ammunition, all their Tents 
and Baggage, 10000 Horſes of 13 Regiments of Dra- 


goons, vclides a great Number of Officers, as the 


Mareichal ae Marſiu, who Died the next Day of 
his Wounds, Monticur de Murce, Licutenant-General, 


Monſirur de la Brittoaterre, General of Horſe, Mon- 


fieur de Senetre and Monſicur de Lillie, Major-Gene- 
als, the Marqueſs de Bonevall, Brigadier, 5 Collonels, 
and about zoo other Officers, beſides an incredible 
Number of private Men. 8

THE Enemy having cut off our Communication 

from all Parts, in this cloſe and long Siege, it 
was impoſſible tor me to write to your Excellency; 
but I and the whole Garriſon were relieved by the 
Approach cf Prince Eugene of Savoy with his Army: 
For, that Prince and his Royal Highneſs being join'd 
together, deteated the Enemy about 11 of the Clock, 
and forced them to give over their long Attack. 
The Enemy ran away with precipitation towards 
Pignerol, leaving behind them 57 Field Pieces, 120 
Pieces tor Batteries, 4000 Bombs, and ſeveral other 
Things neceſſary in a Siege: They left likewiſe be- 
hind them the Mareſchal de Aarſin Priſoner, who 
Died three days after of his Wounds, 5 other Ge- 
nerals, a great many Officers, and near 6000 Pri- 
ſoners, beſides a great many Standards, Colours, Ket- 
tle- Drums, cc. Being informed that Prince Fugene 
has acquainted you with all the Particulars of that 
Glorious Action, I ſhall forbear to trouble your Ex- 
cellency with any further Account thereof, and tell 


ö you only tome Particulars relating to the Siege of 


this Place; The Enemy, as your Excellency knows ve- 


ry well, came before this Place with 0 Battalions and 


50 Squadrons the 13th cf May laſt, and on the 26th 
they opened their 1 renches, and carried on Two At- 
tacks, one againſt the Cittadel and another againſt 
the City ; they made their Batterics and carried on 
their Approaches with ſo much Succeſs, that 20 days 
ago, 
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ago, by means of their great Fire, they made Breaches 
in Two Counterguaids, a Half-Moon, and a Baſtion, 
which were ſo caſie to be Mounted, that they at- 
tzmpred three ſeveral times to Lodge themſelves there- 
on; tho they were as often r<pulited : The Fire laſted 
4 Hours in the firſt Storm, during which, the Ene- 
my rerewed 3 times their Attack: But the Garriſon 
made ſo brave a Defence, that they drove the Enemy 
over the Ditch; fo that they gained none ot our 
Works, and only contented rhemfelves to make x 
Lodgment on tae Cover d Way. One of cur Mines 
having blown up one of their Demy Cannon from 
their Batteries, our Granadiers brought the tame in. 
to this Place. Our Garriton has ſuticreti very much 
in this long Siege, as your Excellency will (ce by the 
ioJowing Lift; and I muſt tell you, that the Enemy 
made during the fame ſuch a terrible Fire trom their 
Canrion, A-rtars and ſmall Arms, and threw tuck x 
Nuniber of Bombs, Granadoes and Stones, that I ve- 
rily believe the like was never ſeen in any Siege. 
Many Brave and Noble Actions have been p-rtormed 
dy cur Garriion on this Occaſion, and they have 
found out leveral new Means to defend themlelves, 
and ditpute the Ground inch by inch, in order to 
gain Time; And, had they not wanted Powder, they 
would certainly have made a greater Execution, 
The Conſtancy and Zral of the taid Garriion can- 
not be tufficiently praited; and tho' two thirds of 
them were new rais'd Men and Boors, yet every one, 
2s Kell Soldiers as Officers, have ſhewed fo much 
Bravery, that they always appear d ready to Sacritice 
neinſelves for the Common Cauſe. I am obliged to 
mention Colonel Haulthois, and give hun the Praites 
de has fo jultly deſerved, he was left in this Place 
with 300 Horte, and has not only performed ſeveral 
good and brave Services during the Siege, but having 
Sallied out the day the Battle happened he fell on 
the Enemy's R-ar, took a General with a Collonc! 
a Licutenant-Colionel, 31 Officers and 300 Soldiers, 
Pritoners, whom he brought with him, beſides 3 Co- 
lours. This is the happy Event ot a long and ex. 
penſive Siege, which has laſted 4 Months. vhs Of 
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hcers taken Priſoners, tells us, that they have loft 
fuch a Number of Men in the Siege betore the Bar- 
tel, that I have not Aſſurance enough to report it.

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and ſo the Convoy being then come into the Neigh- 
bourhood of that Town, was encloſed between them. 


Mr. de Bone, who commanded the Guard of the 


Convoy, was beaten, and the Regiment of Chatilon 


entirely defeated. That Day 800 laden Mules were 


taken, and at Night, the Caſtle of Pianeſſa, into 
which the reit ot the Convoy, and of the Regiment 
of Chatillon had eſcaped, ſurrendred with its Garri- 


| ſon, conſiſting of 80 Foot, at Dilcretion. The 6th 


we paſs d the Doria, and encamp'd with the Right 
on the Bank ot that River, before Pianeſſu, and the 
Left on the Stara, before the Jenerie. At Night all 
were order d to be ready, to fight the next Day, which 
Order was received with inexpreſſidle Joy. The 7th at 
Day-break we march'd to the Enemy, who were en- 
trench'd up to the Teeth, having the Stra on their 
Right, the Doria on their Left, and the Convent 
ot tle Capuchins de notre Dame de la Campagne in 
the Centre; Belides Laſcinge and ſeveral other for- 
tify'd Caſſines, flankd their Entrenchments. Our 
Foot marchd in 8 Columns, 4 in the firſt Line, 
and as many in the ſecond, all the Granadiers ot 


each Column in the Van; the Artillery was divi- 


ded in Proportion among the Foot; Qur Right 
moved along the Side of the Doria, and our Left 


along the Stara. Behind the Foot march'd the 


Horſe ; the firit Line in fix Columns; The ſecond 
in Brigades. Never was any thing ſeen fo bold and 
terrible as this March; The Enemy fired continu- 
ally with 40 Pieces of Cannon, bur all the Fire 
ſerved only the more ro inflame our valiant Soldiers. 
Within halt Cannon Shot we form'd into Barralia, 
all the Generals rook their Poſts, our Cannon be- 
gan to fire, and all rhe Inſtruments ot War to 
found. We left a proper Dittance betwixt the Bri- 
gades of our Foot, by which we might march our 


Horte in caſe ot need, which Precaution was of 


great Uſe ro us afterwards. Upon Notice, that all 
was in Order, the whole Army moved in a Mo- 
ment. Our Infantry marchd up with their Mul- 
quets on their Shoulders, ro the Foot of the En- 
trenchment. Then the great Fire ot the Muſquets 


began, 
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began, and fince, by the unequal Situation of the 
Ground, our Left Wing ſuſtain d alone for ſome 
time, the Efforts ot the Enemy, they ſtopt them 
a little, but without making them to give Ground. 
That very Moment Prince Exgere came up, drew 
his Sword, and putting himſelt at the Head of the 
Battalions on the Lett, broke into the Enemy s$ 
Entrenchments in an Inſtant. His Royal Highnets 
did the like in the Centre, and our Right near 
Luſcinge; In Concluſion, we triumph d on all Sides, 
and at the ſame time our Horie advancing thro 
the Intervals lett tor them, twas no longer a Fight, 
but a Purfuit of Run-aways ; and our Horſe counted 
it a Scandal to their Valour, to cut down Men, 
that fled with fo great Precipitation ; and this faved 
many of the Enemy's Lives. By Noon the Victory 
was wholly ours, and the City entirely delivered; 
For, the Enemy abandon d the Attack, and all their 
Camp retir d with the Remains ot their Army, to 
the other Side of the Po. The reſt of the Day was 
ſpent in taking ſeveral Caſſines and Redouurs pol- 
ſels d by the Enemy, who all yielded themſelves Pri- 
ſoners ot War, and his Royal Highneſs entred Trium- 
phantly, his Capital City.

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The Frenc9 Army being, as is before related, pur 
to an entire Rut, Retreated with fo much Celerity 
to Danphine, that in few Days Piemont was almoſt 
totally treed from them. We acquainted the Reader 
before, that a ſtrong Detachment, under the Counts 
Toralla and Medavi, were oppoſing the Heſſians, who 
ſince that time had laid Siege to Caſtiglione, in order to 
facilitate their March into Piemont; which the French 
Army endeavouring, to Relieve, Engaged the Prince 
of that Name; and afterwards magnifying the Vi- 
&tory, we will infert the following Account of it, 
Publiſhed in the Prince of Heſſe's own Letter.

gences I fhall from time to time receive from Ma- 
jor General Vet ell. who has join'd, with fome thou- 
ftand Men, the Heſju.m Troops, and whom his Higli- 
neſs has appointed to aliitt me with his Counſel, as 
being an Officer, who knowing exaCtiy the Coun- 
try, was able to have private Correſpundence in A- 
veral Parts of Lombardy, I have been inducd to 
continue the Liege tour Days; Lean time, being in- 
formed by the Parties I ſent abroad, that the Ene- 
my were aſſembling all their Troops with great Di- 
ligence to Engage us, I thought tt to take the O- 
pinion ot the General Officers; and according to 
their Advice, I reſolved to take Meaſures to prevent

Tis 
true, we might have had time enough to reduce the 
Place before the Enemy could Relieve it, had we not 
wanted Artillery : Bui fix Days after opening of the

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Trenches, two Battering Pieces were only brought 
into the Camp, wicrot one burſted after f:me few 
Shots. The Term ot four Days, in which the Major 
General aforeſaid had promited to take the Place, 
being expired, and two D:ys longer being elapſed, 
I was of Opinion tv ſend for no givre Artillery, 
becaute of the repeiied Advices | received of the 
Strength of rhe Enemy ! Bur on the 9% Inftant 
we received *4 }1-ccs dt Cannon, and Major General 
Ietzell perfitted im his formicr Opinion of continu—

to tear. But, buns unwilling, whey to rely upon

his Intelligences aid Arguments, I daily tent out 
Parties abread to atroll between cur Canip aid 
the Enemy's, but tler couid never get any certain 
Account ot their uber, the Country People, cut 
of Fear or Inclinatin, fcigning to have no Account 
thereof. The $5 ot this Inftant, one of the Partics 
J had ſent out brought me Word, the Enemy were 
marching towards Cotto; whereupon I inmediately 
detachd a Major or the Ian Cavalry with 200 
Men, with Orders to obſerve their March; they tell 
in with ſome Squacirons of the Enemy, and Orat 
them to their Camp. which was then between Goto 
and Miedoli, The 99, the Riaht Wing of the Ene- 
my appear'd in Sight in the Plain of Gerro, anch the 
Body of Battel, with the Lett Wing, march d alang 
the Hedges and Vineyards, to cover their Nuniber, 
advancing directly towards our Camp. I called then 
a Councilof the General Officers, to conſider whether it 
was more advantivecus to expect the Enemy in our 
Camp, or march out with cur Army, hardiy gooo Ven 
itrong, to attack them, in order to Encourage our 
Men. We reſolved upon the latter, conſidering that, 
it we continued in cur Camp. and had the Mt>tor- 
tune to looſe the Day, cur Retreat was cut ef 
and therefore we advanced rowards the Enemy, an, 
drew up directly againſt them, Hretehing gur nns 
towards Medoli and Gavi aut, The Fight began 2 
tween twelve and one at Noon 4 and with e mech 
Succels on our Side, that the H- in Intinti bros: 
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thro' the Body of Battel of rhe Enemy, and ſeized 15 
Pieces of Cannon, from which they tired upon the 
Enemy while the Cavalry ot the Lett forced the 
Right of the French ro give Ground. They had three 


Lines, befides a Body of Reſerve, and we had but 


two; and beſides, their Left ſtretched much farther 
than our Right, and was intermingled with Infan— 
try; This gave them an Opportunity to attack 
our Right in Flank, and notwitt{tinding their Vi- 
gorous Reliltance they were put into Diſorder, and 
fell amongit our Infantry, which was thereby put 
into Contution. To remedy that Diforder as much 
as poilivle, I took the Colours cf one cf the Bat- 
ralions ot the Right, and exhorted them to do their 
Duty, but that was to no Purpole; I was freaking 
to new railed Mcn who had never bren in any 
Engagement, and ho would not hearken unto

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The Works raiſed by the French about the City 
being ſoon levelled, the Dutcheſſes of $493, with 
their whole Court, repair d to this City, the Place 
of their uſual Refidences, where after ſeveral days 
ſpent in re-ſetrling the Government thereof, th- 
Booty appear d far greater than could poſſibiy be 
imagined or credited, the French Commuilary Ge- 
neral being likewife taken, with all his Mules, to 
richly laden, that that Party of the Booty alone 
was Valued at Three Millions of Livres. Bur to 
ſpend no further time about this almoſt incredible 
Victory: We will inquire what Proꝑreſs the Duke 
of Savoy and Prince Eugene made to improve fo 
great an Advantage.

return'd to the City and gave an Account of their 
Commiſhon ; whereupon Orders were immediately 
illued out forbidding the Subjects of that Dutchy to 
obey. the Orders of their late Governour, the Prince 
ot Vaurcmont (who upon the Approach cf the Inte- 
712! Army had lett the City in great Contufion) or 
any other Perſon acting by Virtue ot any Power 
from the late Government. The Clergy likewile {crit 
Deputies to the Camp, to make their Submiilion ; 
Atter which the Duke of Savoy and Prince Eugene 
enter d into the City. After this, the teveral Corpo- 
rations of the Inhabitants being aſſembled, elected 
tour Noblemen to take upon them the Government 
of the City, ho orizring the Burghers to appear in 
Arms, took Polieſſion of all the Gates and cther 
Poſts. Atfairs being thus fettled in the City, a 
Treaty was fet a foot with the Caſtle of 44a: 
for a N-cutrality. The Duke and Prince ſceing the 
ATais of this City and Dutchy ſo well i-ttled, con- 
r:11ed not long here; but march'd towards the Ce- 
aba de, to attack the Count de Aleditdi and the 
Prince ot J unde mant, who had lately join d him; and 
approaching near Lodi, the Governour immediately 
jurrendtred. After this, the Count de Daun, with a 
ſtrong Detachment, was order d to march and At- 
rack the Garrifon of Padia; which he executed with 
that Refoiution, that tho they could defend them- 
{clves tor ſeveral Days, they thought fitting to Sur- 
tender upon Honourable Terms, wich the Count 
was pleaied to allow them. No tooner was this 
£nown to the Inperial Army; but a great Council 
azing called, it was therein retoived, the Army

About that time the Haniurdt and Italiaus Liſted 
rhemfeives in the Emperors Service; the French 
retiring to Cremona, Where Prince Fgene receiv d 
advice, that the Caſtle of Lecco Bardalano, and ſeveral 
other Poſts, had Surrendred to the Detachments he 
had tent out againſt them.

joint Forces ſoon after inveſted Tortozza, The Prince 
of Darmſtadt at the fame time, with a frong De- 
tachment of Horſe and Dragoons, inveiting Aiexan— 
aria : Whilſt both theſe Places were attacking, Advice 
came that the Prince of Heſſe, with the {mall Army 
under his Command, joyned the Duke of Sui, 
who by this Conjunction were in a Condition to 
hinder the French trom ſending any Succours into 
the ilaneze. The Town of Toriena toon Surrenared. 
but the Garrifon rerired into the Cittadel. The

Lord the Emperor my Brother, with the Vieour 
which the Happy Succeſſes of his Arms have ma- 
niteſted, in which I have concurred on my part, o- 
mitring neither Fatigues nor Diligence whereby I 
might Contribute to ſo glorious and important an 
End, expoſing my ſelt to the greateſt Dangers; which 
being fo well known, I ſhall not mention here. 


Every 
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Every unbiaſſed and prudent Judge will plainly fee 
that, alcho this Enterprize be rruly advantageous to 
the Intereits of our molt Auguit Houle, no lets Be- 
nefit will accrue thereby to the whole Monarchy of 
Spain in general, and every one of its Subjects in 
articular, whom we, the Auſtrian Kings, have always 
ook d upon more like our Children than Subjccts, 
without making any Partial Diſtinction one trom 
the other. On the Contrary, the Chict Aim of the 
French in their Negociations (tho cloathed with Git- 
ferent Colours) has been to extirpate the Spaniards, 
and to bury in Oblivion the Memory ot their Glo- 
rious Actions. France hath never cta td to endta— 
vour with the utmolt Care the acjutting a Peace 
by dividing this Monarchy, and at this time dath 
follicite it with more Earneitnels than ever, on this 
repeated ill Succefles which ſhe hath had, and the 
late Overthrows in the Netherlands and Piemont, by 
winch ſhe lit Framaers and the State of Milan. She 
tears that it it be not obtained betore the opening 
of the next Campaign, the War will be carried into 
her own Country, togsther with thoſe unavoidable 
Calamitics, under which Divine Juftice hath brought 
her Amb.rion : But our Allies with great Conſtancy 
have always rejected theſe Propotals, truly knowing 
the Poiſon that was hid in them, expecting the 
good Succels and Security of the Peace, from no— 
thing but the happy Progrefles of the War, and 
hoping that God will continue his Afliſtance, as we 
have experienced his Divine Aid in juch remarkable 
Victories obtained by their Glorious Arms; and that 
J may be put in Voll:thon of the Monarchy, and 
France obliged by Force to a due Pertormance of 
the Treaties which ſhall be made ; Since Experience 
hath taught, that the Faith of Oaths is not fuſl- 
cient to bind her. At the fame time the Subtilty 
of the French, perceiving they cannot deſtroy this 
Monarchy by Means of a Partition (which is not 
hearkned unto) endeavours to reduce it as low as 
they can by maintaining the War in Spain, ſo that 
this Kingdom having loſt its Strength and Power, 
may not, as formerly, obſtruct their Great Deſigus; 
tor 
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for on this firm Land it is, that the Waves have always 
been broken, with which their Ambition has endea- 
vour'd to drown the Libertics of Furope. To this 
end, how many falſe Suggeſtions and deceittul Re- 
ports have they ſpread abroad, as well ot my being 
dead, as of my Religion, which no body can be ig- 
norant ot; By theſe fcandalous Methods per vert ing 
the unwary Spamards, and making them Inſtruments 
of the unhappy Ruin of their Countries. But {till 
they are in Time to prevent fo fatal a Blow, to 
their own Honour and Inrerett, and not to luffer 
Hiſtory to be ftained with to foul a Blot, to che 
Ditgrace of themtelves and their Poſterity. It is 
theretore molt jult, that, while the French are endea— 
vouring to tear this Monarchy in pieces by their 
Foreign Negociations, and by keuping up the Rage

This Danger being fo great, it is not eaſie to be- 
lieve that there ſhould be a Sa, A who will net 
join his Endeavours in this Juncture, to diſperſe ſuch 
deceirtul Guetts, and to make them pay exemplary 
tor their Villainy, in deceiving thole that truſted in 
them, and deliver'd themiclves into their Hands, It 
ought nat to be torgotten what France practiſed 
with thoſe of Meſſina, abandoning them entirely, and 
leaving them to beg for Protection in moſt of the 
Courts cf Emwrope. The fame ſhe will do by the 
. K k Spaniardy 
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Spuni ard it they do not open their Eyes in Time 
to avoid it; nor will their Fortune be better than 
that ot thoſe unhappy People; tor they ought not 
to expect that thoſe who have erndcavour'd their 
Ruin in Spain will afterwards treat them well in 
France, it bring a greater Error to foriake the En- 
dearments of a Natural Mother for the rough Treat- 
ment of a fever: Step-mother. For, Nature will not 
change, it is unneceſſary to remind the Spaniards of 
the Violences they have experienced trom the Go- 
vernment of the French in this unhappy Time ef 
the Duke of Anjou s Uſurpation, twice they are fo 
viſible, as well as the vain Chimera's the Enemy 
make uſe of to deceive them. 

Every one muſt plainly tee how the French would 
hide their corrupt Defigns with the Veil of Reli- 
gion; for, at the lame time that they were procu- 
ring the Extirpation of the Catholick Religion in 
Hungary and Tranſlvania, and placing in thole Do- 
minions Proteſtant Princes, exciting and æiding those 
Rebels in a War, { which no body can deny) was 
grounded on the pure Motive of Religion. Who 
ſhall be fo eaſy as to Þd=iivve that Religion is their 
Motive in Hain, where their Pretences are fo ditte— 
rent? And, tho at the ſame time they Mere car-

a Misfortune to Chriſtendom, abhorring the Proceed- 
ings of the Freach, in a Cale in which the Exten- 
hon of our holy Catholic“ Faith was ſo deeply con- 
cerned, and comparing the Circunittances of ftuch 
notorious Facts, (without calling to Mind many o- 
thers more ancient and otten repeated) it appears

maintaining at all times rhe Purity of the Catho- 
lick Religion.) I am obliged ro declare the Fallity 
ot theſe S$ugg:itions ; for that in Catalonia, Arravon 
ard Valencia, ever ſince my Arrival, the Divine Wor- 
ſhip hath been obterved with the fame Reverence 
as was always practiisd in theſe Religious Coun- 


tries, the Troops of my Allies ovlerving to exact 


an Order and Military Dicipline, that there never 
hath been any manner of Complaint of the leatt 
Irreverence towards the Church, or what is Sacred; 
and Placing at the Fest ot Jeſes Chrijt the Fallities 
which have been diſperſed on this Subjzct, I pro- 
teſt, that if I thought ther: would happen through 
my means the lealt Detriment to our molt holy 
Catholick Religion, to avoid it, I would not only 
Renounce the Dominion of the Crown of Hain, but 
ot the whole Univerſe, valuing more the happy Name 
of a Faithful and Beloved Son of the Church, than 
all the Crowns of the World.

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My Allies in this War neither have had, nor have 
any other End than to fuppert with tre Arms 
my jutt and clear Right to the Nonerchy cf Spain, 
and that France with her Ambitious Drhpns ſhould 
not oppreis the Livertics of Fre.

them thither. from whence will reſult to the King- 
dom ot Caſtile, that inevitable Ruin that attends 
the Fate of War, which my Compaſſion towards 
them inclines me to avoid; and this can be done 
by no other Means than that the Hani rds uniting,

| TEE preſſing Occaſions and Dangers of the Mon- 

arxchy are o well known that tis not neceſſary 
to aggravate the Condition to Which they have re- 
duced the Religion, Liberty, and Honour ot the 
Nation. Nothing is more evident than the Necetlity 
ot Forces, and the Means of maintaining and aug- 
menting them: At the fame time the Want ot thote 
Means is fo notorious and deplorable, that nothing 
is harder to imagine, than the way oft finding them 
our, and (without a general Ruin) putting them in 
ex-cution by methods as remote as poſfiole, from 
the hard Excremity of burthening the People more 
than they are alrcady by Contributions ordinary, 
extraorumary, or contingeat, occationed by the pre- 
tent Conuricture, their great Lidelity and Affection. 
Various Expects have been propoted to me, 
which ae; To reatiume all that has been granted 
ay for ever of the Patrimony and Demetnes of 
the Crown; particularly the Cultoms and other 
Royal Reveriucs; To make uſe of all the Plate in 
the Kingdom, paying tor the prefent one halt of 
the Value in ready Money, to the Froprictors; To 
deduct Two per Cent. out of the Intereſt paid by 
the Crown, and which has been formerly reduced 
from 5 to 3; To cauſe an exact Account to be 
taken of the clear Income of ali Perions whativever.

Ay Lord, 


HAving laid before the King your Excelency's 
Letter of the 11th of November, his Majcity 
commands. me to let you know how well fatished 
he is with your Excellency's Good Conduct, which 
he will always keep freſh in his Memory, and to 
return the fellowing Anſwer to the ſeveral Particu- 
lars you mention. Firſt, The greater itrairs and 
Difficulries things are brought to, the more cught to 
be your Excellency's Vigilance : For, the ill Succets of 
our Armies in Flanders and Itah) hath obliged his 
Majeſty to make Overtures ot Peace, not very a- 
greeable to the Honour and Interett of France Bur 

the Obſtinacy cf the blinded Allies of the Houle of 
Auſtria makes tliem tenacious, and they will not liſten 
to any thing but the entire Reſtitution of the pre- 
tended Rights of that Houſe; and they lay hold 
of this Opportunity, to revenge themſelves of "_ 
they 
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they call Injuries done them, to check the proſperity of 
this Crown, and to leſſen its Power, endeavouring to 
kinder our continued Succeſſes, which they look upon 

as ſo many Chains prepared for the Liberties ot Europe. 
And thus they are become regardlels of the Reaton— 
avlenels of the Terms offered, What prejudice would 
it have been to [r4»ce to have dilmembred Spain and 
held the Ballatice 2 But the Error committed in accept- 
ing the Crown of Spain, contrary to the Partition

A Letter from the Pope to the Emperor, 


To Our moſt Dear Son in Chrilt, Foſeph, the II- 
42 [uſtrious King of Hungary and Bohemia, Elected 
Emperor of the Romans; Clement the XI. Fope, Our 
moſt Dear Son in Chriſt, we Greet you Well. The 
News we received ſome Days ſince from Ferrara, ot 
the unexpected Irruption ot the German Troops in- 
to our Ecclchattical Territories, did fo diſturb us, 
that we immediately ſent tor our beloved Son Jia- 
cent Grimani, Cardinal of the Holy Roman Church, 
and expoſtulated with him earneſtly upon the Wrong 
offer d to us and the Apoſtolical See, and enjoined 
him to uſe his beſt Officers with our beloved Son, 
the Noble Prince Eugene ot Savoy, Commander in 
Chief of your Army in Tah, that we might be treed 
from the preſent Evils, and the yet greater which 
common Report made us apprehend ot thote Troops 
taking Winter- Quarters. We likewife ſent our Apo- 
ſtolical Letters to Prince Eugene himſelf about this 
Affair, wherein we plainly exprefsd the great Con- 
cern of Mind, which ſuch Attempts ot Catholic Ge- 
nerals, in Contempt and Prejudice of the Church 
gave us; But inſtead of the Amendment we detir d 
by Letters from Prince Eugene, we have received only 
empty fair Words and Proteſſions of Services, and va- 
rious Excuſes, alledging tome Neceſſity or Pretence 
rather ot expelling your Majeſty Enemies: for, be- 
ſides that there are no French Forces in our Terri- 
torics, and that their Return into them cannot =

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eaſily apprehended. What Neceſſity is there, or can 
be pretended for plundering other Mens Goods, do- 
ing hurt to the Innocent, giving Vexation to Friends, 
diſturbing the Supreme and Pontifical Juriſdiction ;

Yet by repeated Expreſſes we are daily 
informed, that the Damages and Injuries your Troops 
do our Subjects are multiplied, and what is molt 1n- 


rolerable, and till now unheard ot, fome of your Ot- 


ficers have proceeded in their Audaciouinets ſo tar, 
as not only imprudently to demand of our Legates 
of Ferrara aid Bologna, Winter - Quarters and 
Monthly Contributions, for {ubtitting their Soldiers; 
but even actually to dare, and quarter entire Reg1- 
ments on our Frontiers, to the Cpreticon and Rum 
ot the poor Inhabitants, who lately endured fo ma— 
ny Calamitss, juſt as it they were dealing with an 
open Enemy and a fubdued People, not with a 
Prince their Friend, and a mott Loving Father, as 
we are conſcious, and as God the Scarcher ot Hearts 
knows we have been, and ſtill are to your Majelty. 

W heretore, being nunded to keep Silence no longer, 
nor deter the neceſlary Protection of our Subjects

Our Complaints to your Majeſty, whoſe 
eminent, approved, and innate Piety and Religion 
which your molt Illuſtrious Anceſtors rransfuled in- 
to you with your Blood, give us full Hope of your 
having a Regard to this Holy See.

And we exhort, and in the only Name of the 
Begotten Son of God, Jeſus Chriſt, whoſe Vice-gerent 
we are on Earth, moſt earneſtly intreat you not to 
allow the giving any Diſturbance to the Eccleſia- 
{tical State, which is the Sacred Patrimony of St. Pe- 
ter, the Prince of the Apoſtles, nor permit your 
Troops to violate the Rights and Immunitics of 
the Holy Roman Church, which is not a Bond maid 
but Free 3 For, we are of Opinion that your Ma- 
jeſty's moſt Pious Mind muſt be averſe ro ſuch 
wicked Actions of your Soldiers, and their more 
wicked Councils, which therefore you will hear with 
Indignation, and as Juſtice requires, will Redreſs. 
Who indeed would believe that ever your Majeſty, 
who 1s the Chiet Defender of the Roman Church, 
in which Title you Glory as much as in that ot 
Emperor, ſhould employ your Arms againſt that 
very Roman Church, in violently ravaging her Ter- 
ritories, and riding with hoſtile Hands the Subjects 
ot the Apoſtolical See, who a few Years ago pati- 
ently underwent a moſt burthenſome Tax to fur- 
niſh very large Subſidies to your moſt Anzuſt Honſe, 
when labouring under the Turbiſ War.

How far this Letter, or any other Remonſtrance made 
to his Imperial Majeſty to remove his Troops out ot his 
Holinets's Tercitories, influenced that Court, will beſt 
appear trom the Conſequence thereot, which was, that 
ſoon after Orders were tent from the Court of Vienna to 
quit the ſame; yet were not theſe Orders put in Execu- 
tion, till a round Sum was agreed on, and paid tor the 
tame. The Garriton of Modena being clole block'd 


up, and unable to hold out longer, ſurrender d. and 


obtained the fame Conditions as were allowed to 
the Duke of Modena's Troops when they ſurrendred. 
The Caſtle of Caſal, being alſo obliged to ſubmit to 
the Duke of Sar, and that of Tortona in the Mi- 
lane xe taken by Storm, and the whole Garriſon put 
to the Sword, fo that Prince Eugene of Savoy now 
teeing himſelf poſſeſſed of all the Milane ce, publiſh'd 
the following Placart. |

INCE it hath pleaſed the moiſt Sovereign Pro-

tion; his Highneſs orders and Commands by Virtue 
ot this preſent Edict, all Towns, Judicatorizs, and 
Communities of this Srate to Proclaim and Ac- 
knowledge tor their Lord and Sovereign his above- 
mention:d Maje'ty, Charies the III!“ King of Spain 
and Duke of Milan, (whom God preterve) his Roy- 
al Commands as their Lawful Sovereign to obey, 
and for the time to come to Iſſue all Orders in 
his Royal Name; and that they be in Readineſs to 
take the incumbent Oaths to him before his Highneſs 
upon the Day that ſhall be appointed: And that no 
Man may have Reaſon to pretend Ignorance, he or- 
ders, that the ſame be Publiſhed in this City, and

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No ſooner was this Decree publiſhed through the 
Milanexe, but the Inhabitants took an Oath of Fi- 
aclity to his Carholich Majeſty King Charles the III“ 
immediately after which all Acts paſſed in his 
Name; and the whole Dutchy rhereupon agreed to 
pay a Sublidy of 22000 Livres a Day, for the Charges 
ot the War. | 

About this time the Truce between the City and 
Cittadel of Milan expiring, the Governour of the 
Cirtadel ſent a Meflage to the Magiſtrates, That, un- 
leſs they furniſh'd him with ſuch Neceſſaries as he 
wanted, he would fire upon the City. The Drum- 
mer Who brought the Meſlage was ſent to Prince 
Eugene, who return d the Governor fer Anſwer, That 
he ought to apply himfclf to him if he had any 
Propofals to otter, The Governour at firſt made 
ſome Ditficulty ro own the Princes Quality as Go- 
vernour of the Milanez?e; till at length ſome Com- 
miltioners on both iides were agreed on to manage 
the matter; But the Conferences proving ineffectual, 
Prince Eugene reſolved to attack it in form, which 
being immediately put in Execution. with the ut- 
moſt Vigour; the Garrifon, notwithſtanding its be- 
ing reduced by Deſertion to a much ſmaller Num- 
ber than they were at firſt, made a moſt noble De- 
tence; but in ſpite of all this they were reduced to 
ſuch Straits, that a few Days muſt have determin d 
their Fate, when an unexpected Reliet deliver'd them 
from that Fear; This was the Treaty made betwixt 
the Imperial and French Generals, for the evacu- 
ating of all the Places remaining in the Poſſeſſion of 
the tuo Crowns in Lombard): Fer, at length the 
French finding themſclves unable to ſubſiſt any long- 
er in the Mantuan and Cremoneze, renewed a Pro- 
poſal they had made fome time ago for the Eva- 
cuation of theſe Countries; whereupon, after feve- 
ral Conterences, the following Articles were agreed 
pon.

All the Troops of the Two Crowns, of what 
Nation ſoever, Horſe, Dragoons, Foot and Huſſars, 
and generally all the Officers and others, that com- 
pole the Eſtates, Majors of the Places, &c ſhall march 
out with their Arms, Baggage and Equipages, Colours 
flying, with all the Honours of War, in the Condi- 
tion they are now in; it ſhall be in our choice to 
march in large or leſs Bodies, as is hereafter ſpeci- 
fied, for the Conveniency of the Troops, and they 
ſhall go by the neareſt Way to Sura, without any 
Stop, Damage, or Hindrance offer d to them or their 
Equipages ; nor ſhall the Terms to be agreed on in 
manner foliowing, be infringd under any Pretext 
whatever.

The Garriton of Se/tols ſhall remove to Afi- 
randola, and the Enemy ſhall give a Paſport for 
their being ſately conducted thither.

this preſent Month with 10 pieces of Canon for Sura, by 
the Rout, that ſnall be regulated; and neceſſary Meaſures 
ſhall be taken for their Security and Subſiſtance to ux. 

No more than 4 Cannon are granted, ix. 2 of 12 

Pound Ball, and 2 of 6. which in cate of Difficulty 
to be carried by Land, ſhall be traniported by Sea;

for their Security in the March, and tor their

V. The Garriſon of the Cattle of Milan ſhall

X. All the faid Garrifons of Mirandala, Mint ut, 
Sabiometta, and Cremona, ſhall join at the End of the

Country of Piacenxa, the Milaneze, and the Territories 


of his Royal Highneſs of Save, directly to Suze, by 
ſuch Rout and Quarters as ſhall be regulated. Avreed, 
XI. Each Garriſon ſhall take with it 10 Pieces of 
Cannon, with ſuch Carriages and other Furniture as be- 
long to Artillery and Ammunition tur 100 Diſcharges 
for each Piece ; every Soldier either of Foot or Horſe 
ſhall carry with him Powder and Ball for 20 Shots.

No Officer, Soldier, or other Perſon, of whar 
Character ſoever, of the Enemy, ſhall come among 
the Troops of the Two Crowns, to inviegle the Foor 
Soldiers, Horſe, or Dragoons. Aereced. 

XV. Waggons neceſſary ſhall be turniſh'd Gratis, 
as well by the Places whence the Garriſons ſhall 
march out, as all along in their March to Sara, 
as many as ſhall] be requiſite for carrying the Effects 
belonging to the King, the Sick or Wounded. and the 
Baggage of the Troops and the General Officers. 

Three Waggons ſhall be allowed tc each kattalion, 
and 3 to every Regiment of Horſe ; the reit ot 
the Waggons the Enemy ſhall be obliged to hire, 
the General Officers excepted, to whom they 
ſhall be allowed GrarF. 

XVI. It ſhall be permitted us to leave on our 
part Two Commiſſaries of War in the Places of the 
Milane xe or Piemont, at our Choice, as well to take 
care of the Sick and Wounded that ſhall be left in 
the Places, who ſhall be allowed to go by certain 
Routs to France, when they are cured, on the fame 
Foot as ſhall be regulated for the Troops; as to 
ſettle all Accounts and Affairs that ſhall not be 
made up, either in Lombardy or Piemont; but when 
the ſame are finiſhed, the Commiſſarics, Trraſurers, 
Clerks, and others, remaining in Padia, Alexandria, 
Caſa! and Tarin, to ſettle Debts and aſſiſt the Pri- 
ſoners, ſhall have Leave to go to France, on their 
delivering to the ſaid Two Commiffarics, who fhall 
be Nominated by the Prince of Vaude mont, ſtated 
Accompts of ſuch Matters as they were intrutted 
with.

XXI. All the Officers of the Artillery and all that 
ſerve in the Train ſhall March to SA with the ſaid 
Artillery on the fame Conditions as the Troops.

XXII. During 3 Months, to begin from the Day 
on which the Treaty ſhall be ſigned, it ſhall be 
permitted us to withdraw all the Proviſions and Am- 
munitions ot War that are in the Places, and the 
other Effects belonging to the Two Crowns, to car-

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ry them to Genoa, Venice, or Su, by Water or by 

Land, with neceſſary Paſports for their Security; We 

Paying the Carriage of Waggons or Boats which ſhall be 

furniſh d us, with Liberty however to treat and agree 

in the Places, either with the Emperor's Commiſlaries, 
or with private Perſons or Few: that will buy them. 

As for the Proviſions belonging to the Enemy, they 

ſhall be allowed to ſell them, it being impoſſible to

The Ammunition ſhall be left in the place, except 
what is allowed for the Train of Field- Pieces and 
the Cannon granted to the Garriſons, and what is 
agreed to be diſtributed to the Troops. 

The Intendants, Commiſſaries of War, Ge- 
nerals ot the Proviſions, Directors of the Hoſpitals, 
and of the Poſts, Engineers, Treaſurers, and general- 
ly all Perſons of Employment, of which the Inten- 
dant ſhall deliver à Liſt, ſhall march with the Troops, 
or ſeparately, being furniſhed with Paſports tor 
their geting ſafe to Sud.

XXIV. The Galleots ſhall be ſent to Venice, to be 
made Uſe of as ſhall be thought fit: The Officers 
and Companies of the ſaid Galleots ſhall follow the 
Troops on the fame Conditions ſpecified above for 
the Troops and Officers. Agreed. : 

XXV. All Priſoners of War taken in Italy, of 
what Quality or Nation ſoever they be, ſhall be re- 
ſtored to us bona fide, and ſhall follow the Troops; 
we obliging our ſelves to deliver within one Month's 
time all thoſe that are in France, and not at Hand 
to be deliverd up on the Spor. 

The French Priſoners that are mark d in a Liſt 
ſeparately Sign'd, and actually in the Hands of 
the Iperialiſts ſhall be deliver d up as well as 
ſome others that are detain d in Roveredo, L. 
Abaaia, and by the Body under General Wetzell. 
As for the Spaniards, Italiaus, Swiſs and Griſons, 
they ſhall be deliver'd up likewiſe, from a Col- 
lonel downwards, except thoſe that are minded 
to take on in the Service of the Emperor, 2 
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his Royal Highneſs, or to quit all Military Ser- 
vice: In Exchange we ſhall be conrent for the 
Imper;aliſts that are Pritoners, with what is ot- 
tered in the Article, that is to ſay, trom a Col- 
lonel downwards. | 

SXVI. All the Swiſs that have been taken Pri- 
foners, and that are in the State of Milan or in 
their own Country, ſhall be declared tree. 
| Thoſe of them that have not determined what 

Courſe to take, are underſtood to be compre- 
hended in the Article about Priſoners. 

XXVII. Bread, Forage and Lodging ſhall be fur- 
niſhed Gratzs by the Enemy to all the abovelaid 
Troops, Horte and Foot, and to the R erinues of the 
General Oſlicers of the Troops, Proviſions, and Ar- 
tillery in all Places through which they pals, of 
which an Account ſhall be given by the Inrtendant ; 
and the Troops ſhall reſt 1 Day in 4, and march 
but 10 Italian Miles a Day. 

Bread and Oats, or other Corn for the Horſes 

cannot be given Gratzs, when the Enemy pre- 
tend to make their own Profit of the Magazines 
that are in the Places: So they muſt either pay 
for what ſhall be furniſh'd them, or deliver out 
a certain Quantity of Meal and Corn, which 
ſhall be proportioned to them again daily. To 
the Frontiers of Piemont they ſhall have Hay 
Gratis; and where there is none, the Enemy 
mult be content with Straw, or ſuch other kind 

of Forrage as can be had. Their Marching 10 

Italian Miles a Day, and reſting every 4% Day, 

is likewiſe Agreed to. 
XXVIII. The Prince and Princeſs of Vaudemozt, 
and all the General Officers, of what Nation loever, 
ſhall go with the Troops or ſeparately, as they ſhall 
chooſe, directly to Suzz by the ſhorteſt Road, with 
all their Coaches, Chaites, Equipages, Retinues, and 
Domettick Servants : When they have reſolved how 
ro go, they ſhall be furniſhed with Paſports and 
Guards, neceſſary for their Security; and with Lodg- 
ing and Forage granted to the Prince and Princeſs 
of Jaudemont, and the General Officers, — and 
qui- 
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Equipages; and their Word is relied on, that they will de- 
mand no more than they ſhall neceſſarily want. Agreed. 
XXIX. No Officer, Soldier, Servant, cr other Per- 
fon, ſhall be detained for Debt; becauſe Commiſſa- 
ries are offer d to be lett, to clear the faid Debts 

with all Equity. Agreed. | 
XXX. As for the Debts the Prince of FVauae- 
mont may owe in Milan and the Milane xe, he will 
tatishe them, by giving valuable Security tor Pay- 
ment within 6 Months, provided all his Moveables 
and Effects that have been ſeized, be reſtored, and 
that his Servants be permitted to pack up the ſaid 
Moveables and Effects, and fend them with Pat- 
ports to Geno or Suza by Carriage, which ſhall be 
turniſhed on their paying for it. M. Carlos Simple 
and La Gorge, two of his Servants, or any other 
whom he ſhall ſend to make Enquiry after the Move- 
ables and Goods belonging to him, and which may have 
been taken by private Perſons in the Dilorder wherein 
he left his Houte, ſhall be allowed to uſe their beſt Dili- 
gence in ſuch a Search; and in that cate, Prince Eugene 
is defired to aſſiſt them with his Authority and Orders. 
No difficulty is made of cauſing the Prince of 
Jaudemant s Moveables to be reſtored to him, 
provided, his Creditors have Security and Satis-

XXXI. The ſame thing ſhall be granted with re- 
gard to all Moveables and Effects belonging to the 
Domeſtick Servants of the Prince of Vaudemont that 
Mall be found in Milan or the Milane xe, and they 
ſhall be allowed 3 Months to remove them to Ge- 
noa or Saza; to which End the faid Domeſticks

XXXIV. The Prince of Vandmont demands of the 
State of Milan the Payment of 50000 Crowns ar iſing 
to him trom his Stipends as Governor General ot the 
Milane xe, and due to him in the Month ot September, 
1706, before the Enemy enter d that State. 

'Tis Agreed that the Accompts ot the Prince of 
Vaugemont's ordinary and extraordinary Salaries, 
as Governor of the A4i/aneze, ſhall be ſtated to 
the Time exprefled in the Article; and in caſe 
any Arrears be due to hun, Frince Exgene will 
procure him Satisfaction trom the State ot Milan. 

XXXV. The State of Milan ſhall pay to the Un- 

der takers who have furniſh'd Artillery, Bread, Ammu- 
nition, Forage. Corn, and other things, what is due to 
them in the manner ſtipulated in the Athgnments given 
them by the Magiltratcs and the State of Milan. 

This is a Matter in which the State of Milan and 
the Magiltracy are concerned and ſhall be de- 
cided according to Juſtice ; the Enemy having 
no longer any thing to do with it. 

XXXVI. A Paſport ſhail be given to A D. Jean 
ae Herrera, Great Chancellor, who is at Bolagna, to 
join the Troops with his Equipage, and to march 
with them or ſeparately, as he ſhall think fit, di- 
rectly to Suza or Cena, by the ſhorteſt Way; he 
ſhall likewiſe be allowed ro withdraw the Effects 
he may have left in Milan or the A7ilaneze.

XXXVII. In delivering up the Mode nere, it ſhall 

de permitted us to oblige the Conſult of Modena to

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Day of the Evacuation of the Cittadel of Afodena, 
trom the Farms of Modena; and from the Notes 
made payable at the End of September laſt, by the faid 
Conſult, for the Sum of 22000 Livres ; that is to ſay, 
12000 to M. de Chemerault, 6000 to the Chevalier 
de Luxemburg, and 4000 to M. 4 Eſclanvilliers. 

The Cittadel of Modena having capitulated, this 

Article is referred to that Capitulation. | 

XXXVIII. All Officers, Soldiers, and other Perſons, 
of whatever Nation, Character or Profeſſion ; as alto 


their Families, ſhall be entirely at their Liberty to 


follow the Troops, or to continue in Itah in their 
Employments or Trades, with Freedom to carry with 
them their Effects, or to fel] them within three 
Months; nor ſhall any who have ſervd the tuo 
Crowns in any Quality whatever, or adhered to 
them, be moleſted in any Manner on any Pretence. 

Agreed, Except that thoſe who will ſtay after three 

Months ſhall have need of a new Permiſſion. 

XXXIX. Ihe Generals and other Officers, and o-

Mantuan; or ſhall have Liberty for a whole Year 
to diſpoſe of them by Sale or otherwiſe. 

Agreed, That they ſhall have 6 Months time to take 

what Courſe they ſhail think beſt. 

XL. That Part of the Afauferat which belongs to 
the Duke of Mantua ſhall be reſtored to him, or 
as an Equivalent for it, Cremona and the Cremone ⁊e, 
with the ſame Neutrality in which he ſhall be left 
poſſeſſed ot Mantua and his Dominions, in which 
are included the Territories of Gzaſtalla and Bozoio; 
and he ſhall be ar 232 to put what Neutral 
Garriſon he pleaſes info Mantua and Cremona, when 
the Troops of the two Crowns ſhall march our of 
them. 

Refaſed in every Particular: 'Tis promiſed however, 
that the Privileges of the Inhabitants of Mantua, 
and the Jews ttviag in it, ſhall be maintained.
